The day school at Ahousaht where the 
Presbyterians wish to establish a boarding school 
is the largest and best attended of any in the Agency, 
nearly all the children of school age (about 60)are 
enrolled at this school and are fairly regular in 
their attendance,the average for last year being 40, 
The Indians of this reserve do not take their wives 
and families with them when they go salmon fishing, 
sealing or hop picking as almost all the other 
Indians on the West Coast da,which acecuunts for thetr 
progress and regularity. While a boarding school 
would ensure constant attendance and quicker progress 
it is a question whether what they can acquire at 
the day school will not be sufficient for their 
future needs. It is well "not to forget wisdom in 
teaching knowledge", 

This reserve is small and the children as 
they grow up will have to live as their parents do 
now by sealing,fishing and native industries,and it 
seems to me that they will be better fitted ta fellow 
these pursuits,which are taught them by their parents 
while they are young,than after several years resi~ 
dence in a boarding school, Of course there will 
always be orphan,negleeted amd infirm children re= 
quiring the care and attention afforded by a board= 
ing school,but their number will be small and they 
can be provided for at existing Iotitutions. 

The West Coast Indians are said to be in» 
dustricus and fond of earning money and were it not 
for the competition of Chinamen and Japs in the 
canneries,they would be well offj;as it is they are 
independent and provide for their own wants and the 
feeling of dependence and unreliance that life ina 


boarding school engenders ,would be a set-back to the 


Indian Affairs. 
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, civilization they are wrking out for themselves 


through necessity. 

2. Although the Presbyterians are ina 
small majority at Ahousaht the census returns show 
that all the Indians on the surrounding reserves and 
to the north are either Roman Catholics or pagans, 
The Roman: Catholie boarding school at Clayoquot draws 
its pupils chiefly from the section of country in 
which the Presbyterians wish to locate their board= 
ing school,while the Methodists claim nearly all the 
Indians about Nitinaht (south-east of Barclay Sound) 
and would certainly object to any recruiting being 
done in their mission field.The last census credits 
the Presbyterians with only 375 adherents out of a 
total pppulatiom of 2480 in this Agency ,while the 
Ro man Catholics have 961 and the Methodists 178 and 
the remaining 966 are given as pagans,who offer a 
field for missionary work for any religious body des« 
iring to enter it,but they should do so at their own 
expense as the Department should not be expected to 
pay for making converts to any particular creed, 

I do not see,therefore,that the Presby= 
terians have any strong claim to Government support 
for another boarding scho@l at Ahousaht or elsewhere 


in the West Coard Agency at present, 


3.In my memorandum of the 26th instant I 
referred to the trouble the Department has to contend 
with on account of disputes between Opposite relige 
ious denominations in their endeavors to obtain 
Government support for their schools, When preparing 


the memorandum referred to I had not the "Notes re 


Indian Work B.C."submitted by Dr Maekay before me, 


but after reading these notes I am more than ever 
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convinced that whatever concessions are made to the 


one will be demanded by the other. 
I may remind you that the School Vote for 

the current year is over $400,000.00 and the im 
creases asked for fhat have so far come under my 
notice,will,if granted,require a vote of nearly half 
a million for next year,which is a pretty heavy 
outlay for the results obtained and I am inclined to 
think that if the greater part of this money,which is 
paid over to missionary societies for education,had 
been expended by the Department under an improved 
system, Indian civilization would have advanced more

g A Day School was opened in 1895, and the lay School 
Government Grant was allowed in 1900. For five years previous to 
1895 no Mission work of any kind had been done in that village. 
According to Mr Russell's last annual report (1901-1902) sixty-four

During the last summer in order as far as possible to 
Overcome this difficulty, Mr Russell received into his own home 
from fourteen to twenty children, utilizing every available corner, 
and of course at great inconvenience, in order if possible to keep 
them under instruction.

his willingness to write to the Department in support of it. 
He states that whiset he cannot take the initiative in the matter, 
yet, he writes; ,"I would recommend the Government to give you a 
Boarding School grant because | consider the results small from 
Day School teaching and the difficulties great. The chiddren are 
only under supervision during school houss. ‘The Engliah learnt 
is of little use, because as soon as they are out of school they 
talk their own language. Mr dussell is a faithful teacher, and has 
done faithful work at Ahousaht, but on taking the gensus last year 
i was surprised to find that although Mr Russell's is the best day 
school on the Coast out of 55 children at Ahousaht of age from 
6 to 15, 25 attended school two months or more in the year, and 
the average attandance of the #5 pupils was 4 5/8 months per year. 
This was taken from the school register.” 

For these reasons the Foreign ilission Committee feels 
justified in making this application. Not only is the need urgent,

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What the Agent sugeests as to the advisability of requiring 

all appointments made to the staff of Industrial and hoarding 
Schools to be college graduates I feel I cannot give my endorse- 
ment. Were such a requirement demanded of the various churches 
and missionary societies working amongst the Indians throughout 
the superintendency it would not only be a cause of consider- 
able inconvenience and embarrassment to those under whose 
auspices the institutions are conducted but it is doubtful if 
Principals and teachers could in every case be found to fill 
vacancies or establish new schools where necessary hereafter. 
While admitting the force of the sugeestion proffered by the 
Agent I do not think the time ripe for taking action along the 
lines laid down by him, wore especially in remote and inaccess- 
ible parts of the province where it is often a matter of diffi- 
culty to induce men to go who have at all been accustomed to 
live in more or less close touch with the centres of white pop- 


ulation.

Inlet in his stead & he is expected to arrive about the first of next 
year. 

I have paeasure in testifying to the succeee achieved by Mr.& Mre.Butchart 
in the work at Ahoussaht.They found the school in a bad condition & have 
left it in an excellent one,They were esteemed by the Indians whom they 
treated with kindness & firmness,winning their respect, 

Mr.Butghart had taken a degree at College & I am of opinion it would be 
an excellent thing if the Dept.which reserves the right to approve or 
reject all recomnendations,made by the various Churdéhes,to the school 
etaff,were to insist that all Principals of Bearding or Industrial schools 
had passed through some College,not that an extra education is required 
but a man who has been at College has generally seen something of the 
world & has learned habite of self-eontrol & tact in dealing with others 

which qualities are very much needed in handling the Indians & their 
ehildren successfully & the lack of whieh often leads to continual 
friction between the Indians,the school,& sometimes the Dept.also.

D have the honor to acknowledge your letter of Mareh P3rd., 
No.607.0-5,directing me to report on 4 letter dated the 2nd. ,of 
January last,addressed to the Department and signed by ontef 
Rilly and twenty-nine other Indians of Ahousaht asking that the 
present Staff of teachers at the Ahousaht Roardine Scnool he 
removed and replaced by an entirely new lot of Teachers and the 
Indians threat that unless thie was done they would in future re- 
fuse to allow their children to attend the School. 

I have the honor to vefuse--veport as follows:-that prodecding % 
to Ahousant I met the Indians in founeil in the Village on April 6 
There were twenty Indians present,all that were home nine of 
whom were fathers who had children in the Sehool.chief Billy was 
abeeht from the Village at tne time of my visit and I saw him 
later. I questioned the men very closely.tThey said they signed the 
letter because their chief,Billy had asked them to do so.In answer 
to questions they said they did not have anything against the Soho 
themselves,but as Chief Billypwas away they were careful to say 
they could not speak for him.tThe only point they raised was that 
sometimes a boy's shoes wore out and so leaked, the aid-"Good 


for you to tell Mr.Mi the Principal,to give new shoes to the

boys when shoes are pad". 

On Thursday April the llth. ,Rilly came with three other Indian 
to see ne at Slayoquot. - spent three hours with him,heard a ver 
long speech,and then T asked hom auestions and found that ali 


trouble 1s because of the death *his son in the School in 


November last. 
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At first his remarks implied that he blamed the Staff of the 
School as having caused the boy's death.But when I explained to 
him the fact and then asked him for a direct answer to the 
question "Do you believe and say that the School Killed your boy?" 

He did not answer fof some time but finally said,"No,but I want 

Staffer changed for they should not let my boy die in the School 

He said he had had four children all of whom were dead.Only 
the youngest who died in November had been in the School,the 
other three dying at home.When pressed for the reason of his wish 
for the Staff to,be removed he said,-"My children are all dead.wil 
died in the Schoo] and when Insee the teachers at the school I #a 
shall feel ashamed,but if new teachers come I can shake hands with 
them and not feel ashamed? 

The death of the boy is the one thing in his mind.He is super- 
stitious,very ignorant in some ways but very shrewd in other thing 
and evidently hae great influence with his people.¥rom the School 
Staff and from the Indians I gathered the following facts regard 
ing the death of the boy,¥111,Maquinna,No 86,son of Chier Billy. 

He was admitted to the School on Feb.lst.,1995,and was eight ¥ 
years of age at the time of his death.He was a very brightgclever 
led,and a great favorite with the Staff.0n Saturday,November 10th, 
he went to the Village of Ahousaht to visit his grandparents,in 
compliance with the request of Chief Billy to the Ltuit before he 
eterted for Victoria. 

The boy was in good health on Saturday morning.In the afternoon 
the zrandfather gave the boy nine hard gpeen pears which the boy 
ate,and then they gavd him decayed fish eggs of which he ate 
large quantity.He returned to the School in the evening and s 
he did not want any supper. In the night he was taken sick 
complained of pains in his stomach. The Principal arose and 
on him.Miss Miller,one of the Staff,is a qualified trained nurse 
of long experience,and took charge of him giving Physic, Stimulants 
etce.,but he gradually sunk and died at 10 P.M., Sunday November 


llth. ,about twenty hours from the time he first complained of feel 
ing sick 
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A violent fale raging at tne time made it impossible to go for 
the the nearest of whish was twelve miles away.The Principa 
sent for him when the weather modified after the death,and from 
exearination and inquiry reported it a cuse of Ptomaine poisoning. 

Miss Miller stated that all the symptoms during the sickness wer 


those of poisoning,. fPoctor Rolls gave me the following letter:- 


Insp.tndian Schools, 
Vancouver,B.C. 
Dear Sir:- 
Having been called to examine the case of Will 
Maquinna,No.86 of the Ahousaht Boarding School,I came to the 
coneclusion(after full examination)that he met his death on 
Sunday Noverber the eleventh 1906 at eleven o'ciock in the 
evening, thro' esting some poisonous fish or fish egzs which 
he obtained at the village of Ahousaht.The treatment which he 
received from the Staff of the School all thro’ his twenty 
hours of sickness was the best that could be accorded him 
under the eircumstances.

The boy was buried before the Father returned from Victoria.® 
On his return he told the Principal that no more children would 
go to the School from the Reservations. He has publicly done his 
best to injure the school.Biliy sent a messenger to the Principal 
demanding fifty blankets for the death of the boy,the messenger 
stating that if these were given Billy would be a friend to the 
Sehool as if nothing had happened.The: Principal properly refused 
the fifty blankets which Billy wanted for his Potlatch,but gave 
him $7.50 to pay for two pairs of blankets which were around the

One pupil has been signed into the ‘School since the petition 

Ss seht in. The Father expressed fear,saying,"I do not Know what 
chief Billy will do when he knows what I have done! Ibelieve that 
the visit and talk with Billy and the Indians has largely cleared 
away the difficulty. Billy has great power over the Anousaht 
Indians and they follow his lead. He was very much more reasonable 
when we got through the conversation and promised to abide by the 
the decision of the Department in reference to the School. 

I inspected the School very thoroughty, looking into all methods 
used by the Staff in the management of the School and examined the 
children carefully in the Class-Rooms.After the most careful in- 
vestigation I am convinced that the petition of the Indians is 
unreasoneble. The Principal and Staff are doing good work and are 
worthy of the confidence of the Indians and the Department, and 
there are no grounds for their removal.

: I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
January 8, 1915, in which you inform me that complaints have 
been made against Mr. Ross, the principal of the Ahouseht 
Boarding School, by the Ahousaht Indians through Chief Benson 
Keatler and Billy August, and your request that I should visit 
Ahousaht to investigate these charges and reporte 

In reply I beg to state that I visited Ahoussht on the 
$ra instant and met the Indians on the 4th, and while making 
my investigations my suspicions were confirmed that these com- 
plaints against Mr. Ross were framed up by the Indians as ®& 
result of his active assistance to the Indian Agent in stopping 
the potlatch. 

Chief Benson Keatler informed me that although he had 
placed his signature to 4@ letter to the Department complaining 
against Mir. Ross, there was no truth whatever in the statments 
made. At the time these letters were written the Indians were 
somewhat angry about the potlatch and he and Alexander Suther- 
land were induced to write to the Depertment. Sutherland was 
not to be found, he having left for Sidney Inlet immediately 
after my arrival at Ahousaht. 

On November 25th the wife of Billy August and three 
Indians were taken to Clayoquot and tried before Magistrate 


Grice for potlatching. They were let off under suspended 
sentence

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sentence after paying the costs of the Court. About this time 
Billy August wrote to me complaining about the matter, bewail- 
ing the fact that his wife had got into trouble. As I had a 
full knowledge of the case I replied to him that I considered 
the magistrate had dealt very leniently with the Indians, for 

he might very well have imposed the full penalty for potlatching 
provided under Section 149 of the Act. 

That part of the letter of Billy August (of which I have 
received a copy) wherein he states that the Catholic missionary 
is better than the Presbyterian is the outcome of a visit made 
to Ahousaht by the Clayoquot priest, Rev. Father Schindler, 
which unfortunately took place at the time that. Mr. Ross had 
gone to Clayoquot to attend the trial above referred to. At 
this time the Indians met the Catholié Missionary and endéavoreda 
to enlist his sympathies in an effort to have the potletéh 
custom continued, or at least to allow potlatching to take 
place between the Ahousaht and Kelsomaht Indians. In an inter- 
view I had with Rev. Father Schindler I am convinced that this 
took place. The Reverend Father, however, claims that he gave 
them no promise that would lead them to believe he could do 
anything for them in the matter, except to say that he thought 
they should be allowed to potlatch locally amongst themselves. 

As regards the complaint that Mr. Ross drove the 
Indians away from the Mission, the explanation of this is that 
on @ certain Sunday Mr. Ross found the Indians playing base- 
ball on the reserve, and he informed them that if they were 
going to desecrate the Sabbath by playing baseball he would 
not allow them the use of the school grounds upon which to 
Play matches, and I consider that he was perfectly justified 


in taking this attitude. 
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In conclusion I may say that Mr. Ross has always taken 
a very keen interest in the spiritual and physical welfare of 
the Ahousaht Indians. At his school the children receive a 
splendid education and he himself devotes a great deal of time 
in giving the male pupils first-class instructions in carpentry 
and joining work and other useful employment. I am convinced 
that the Ahousaht Indians would be a long while before having 
another man as missionary to them who would look after their 
interests so well. I have no doubt that now the Department 
has started on an active campaign against the potlatch custom 
complaints, similar to those made against Mr. Rosa, will be 
registered not only against missionaries but also officials 
of thé Department, for the Indians will resent any action 
put forth by thetr best friends for the curtailment of some 
of their old tribal customs.

Dear Dr. Grant,- 

I received your letter of December llth with 
enclosure of a letter you received from the Indian Department, 
Ottawa, On Dec. 22nd, I hed an interview with the young man, 
Alex Sutherland, who wrote the letter for the Indians of 
Ahousaht. Before Mrs. Ross, Miss MclIvor and myself he con- 
fessed that the charges laid against me in the letter are 
false. 

Although there is still some ill-feeling a- 
gainst me on the part of graduates of the Roman Cathdlic 
school an@ possiblys half a dozen of our own following, still 
almost all the Ahousehts are on friendly terms with us, of 
course there has been trouble between myself and the Ahousaht 
Indians, but to be fair the Indians are not to be blamed s0 
much when you know the qnole truth, 

For some time I have taken an active part in 
the suppression of intertribal potlatching. I was the first 
on the West Coast to lay information before tha authorities 
of 9 breach of the Indian Act in regard to the custom. In 
spite of warning from the Indian Agent Cox and myself the 
Ahousaht Tribe gave 4 potlatch to the Kelsomaht Tribe Nov, 
20th. As it was the first offense four Indians paid the 
cost, $7.25 each ond were let out with a warning that if 
they were found guilty ona seconf offense they would be 
sent to jail. 1 may say here that 1 do not think/our Tn- 
diens will break the law again. One lesson will prove suf- 
ficiant. The potlatch custom when confined to each indiv- 
isual tribe is a harmless custom and simply amounts to in- 
epensive feasting and dancing. An Indian will invite the 


whole tribe to feast in a:chief's house. He may spend from 
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$10.00 to $15,00 on sea biscuits or rice to feed the entire 
tribe, which after 911 is no more than the average cost of 
Christmas in the majority of white homes in Canada, ut the 
intertribal potlatching custom is bad, So long as it cone 
tinues there is no possibility of Indian advancement in 
British Columbia. Of course, naturally, the Indian feels 
pretty sore about the new law and they were angry because 

I was the first to take up a case of the kind on the West 
Coast. 

Now I wish to put the blame just where it be- 
longs, The very dey I was called away to give evidence on 
this particular case held in Clayoquot court, a Jesuit Priest 
landed here from Clayoquot. The Indians gathered together 
and the priest spoke to them in a body sympathizing with them 
and promised to help them, nt 
He told them that there was a law against intertribal pote 
latching but that he would use his influence to help them 
so that they could potlatch the Kelsomahts. Further I have 
Indian witnesses to prove that the letter written by Alex 
Sutherland to the Department was written in the presence of 
Father Joseph Schindler, Father Joseph did not write it 
with his own hand but he heard it discussed and was there 
while & rough draft of the letter was hhade. Only twice 
during 1913 was mess said in the Roman Catholic Chapel at 
Ahousaht, but every time a jesuit priest pays a visit to 
Aheossht trouble is made for us. The following Sunday after 

with the Indians 
Father Joseph had his meeting, he landedjfo say mass for grad- 
uetes of the Gatholic school. Afetr mase he had the audacity 
to send one of our graduates over to the school to invite 
our boys over to a metting which he wished to hold with all 


the young men on the reserve. The young men delivered his 
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message but did not return. At this meeting Father Joseph 
promised to open a night school to teach the young men 
latin. Last Sundsy Father Joseph landed again but only a 
few of our following went to his service while we had the 
largest attendance since last winter, Let me say in Closing 
that the real Source of trouble here does not originate go 
much from any measure of discipline 1 may exercise in the 
school or on the reserve but from the mean underhand advan- 
tage taken by the Jesuit Priests to sew discord anda enmity 
by showing pretended Sympathy to those Indians who wilfully 
break the laws of the country. I have often said that an 
Indian's loyalty is worth about the price of a blanket but 
af€er all they have shown more loyalty recently than I ex. 
pected considering what I felt it my duty to do in bringing 
some of them to task, “As the end justifies the means" 
with @ jesuit priest, they may eventually win out by their 
unjust, underhand policy but 1 shell elways have the con= 
S0lation of knowing that I tried to help the Indiene slong 
by an honest policy and my justice has always been temper- 
ed with mercy,

Early in the year, Dr. Grant wrote you that l/r. 
J. T+ Ross, the Principal of Ahousaht Boarding School, B.C., 
was anxious to retire from the work. We have before us now 
his resignation, and a recommendation from our local committee 
in B.C. As a substitute they are suggesting the name of H. W> 
Vanderveen, who is at present in charge at Ucluelet. At the 
meeting of our Sub-Executive yesterday, our Board approved of 
the appointment of Mr. Vanderveen, and I have been instructed to 
forward the name for the consideration of the Department. We 
suggest that Mr. Vanderveen take charge of Ahousaht not later 
than the lst of October. This leaves Ucluelet vacant, but our

I have yours of May 28th to hand re the proposed 
Indian Boarding School at Ahousaht. 


The plans and specifications have not reached me 
yet, but no doubt will come soon. 


There is one clause that I do not quite under- 
Stand. You state,"On examination these are found to be Sat- 
isfactory and meet the requirements for a Class C school 
with an enrolment of 26 Pupils and staff". We do not under- 
stand just what you mean by "Class C school". We have never 
had any of that grade. It is possible that Mr. Scott dia 
not explain, before leaving, the agreement we reached, when 
Mr. Turnbull ana I conferred with him a few weeks ago. The 
understanding reached was to the effect, that our Church 
would get per capita grant usually given to Class B school. 
At the present time that would mean $110. per pupil. 


You understand that the Church is putting up 
this building to help the Government out at a time of stress. 
A year ago, it was Suggested that the Government put up one 
big Boarding School at the Coast. Mr. Scott found he could 
not go ahead with the building at the present time. 


Mr. Currie has been doing the work at Alberni 
in temporary quarters, provided by the Church. 


We thought we could Solve the problem at Ahousaht, 
by a day-school. After a year's experiment, all parties 
are convinced that a day~echool is not practicable at 
Ahousaht, as the parents of the children are not at home 
more than five months of the year. 


We expect that the Government will put up a 
building at Alberni in the year 1919, but to tide over the 
present crisis, the W.M.S. consented to put up a small 
building at Ahousaht to accommodate 25 pupils. Our under- 
standing with Mr. Scott was,that this building would be 
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Toronto, 


small and not too expensive. There will be no difficulty 
in putting an isolation sick room in the upper story. We 
will see that provision is made for this. 


Kindly let us know by return mail, if the Dep- 
artment is prepared to allow us per capita grant given to 
schools in Grade B. 


We could not undertake to maintain this school 
on a smaller grant. The school at this point was always 
expensive. There is no good farm land and the children 
will be young and unable to undertake manual labor of any 
kind. The price of everything to be purchased is very 
expensive and freight rates are high. 


We are anxious to commence work at once. As 
soon as I get a reply, I will wire men at the Coast. Mr. 
Ross who is to put up the building is already on the 
ground and has some of the materials purchased.

I have your letter of the 15th ultimo, asking 
gertain questions in connection with Indian schools on Vancouver 
Island, There are five residential schools and seven day 
schools for the Indian children of the Island. All are 
finanoed by grants from this Department, am all, with the 
exception of one day achool, are managed by one or other of 
the churches that are co-operating with this Department in 
the edueation of Indian children, I am enclosing the Depart~- 
ment'g annual report for the year ended Muroh 31st, 1927. 

You will find on page 13 a brief recapitulation of the educa- 
tional activity, and on page 52 a table showing the Indian 

day and residential schools in the Dominion, I am also 
enclosing two numbers of the Government publication "Natural 
Resources®, in which you will find articles on Indian Haucation. 


The Roman Catholic Church manages the Kuper Island 
Indian Residential School, near Chemainus, on the east coast. 
This is « state owned institution, with 4 pupilage of 95 and 
staff of ll. This Church «lgo conducts the Christie Indien 
Residential School at Kakawis (Clayoquot Sound), on the west 
coast. This ia a Church owned school, with a pupilage of 90 
na a staff of 10. The United Church manages the Alberni Indian 
Residential School at Alberni - 4 atate owned institution, with 
a pupilage of 110 and a staff of 9. The United Church olso 
conducts Ahousaht School, to which you have lately been aprointed 
a Church owned school, with a pupilage of 4O ond a staff of 4. 
The Missionary Society of the Church of En land in Canada manages 
the Alert Bay Indian Residential School at Alert Bay, at the 
northern end of the Island - a state owned institution, sith a 
pupilage of 60 und a staff of 10. I may sey that the buildings 
at the last named school are being replaced this year, ani the 
pupilage there will soon be over 100. Additional facte concern- 
ing these residential schools will be found on page 61 of the 
report. 

Six the geven day schools are on, of near, the 
east coast of tne Island, ond from south to north are as follows:

The Indians of Vancouver Island, with the 
exception of those of the south eastern part, are of the 
Nootka branch of the Kwakiutl-Nootka family. The Ahousaht 
md Clayoquot tribes are Nootka, The Incians of the south 
Sustern part of the Iglund are Cowichan of the Salish family, 
There are approximately 3850 Indians on Vancouver Island, 
This figure und those following are but approximate, as 
many of the groups of the north western part of the Island 
are also on the little islundg in the channel and on the 
mainland, Our latest census shows the religions of the 
Vancouver Island Indians to be approximately as follows: 
Roman Catholic 1800, United 1250, Church of Englund 470, 
other Christian beliefs 230, aboriginal beliefs 100, 


Your enquiry regurding higher education among 
the Indians, IT have to say that there have been few 
experiments with the Vancouver Island Indians and practically 
none in connection with the tribes served by the Ahousaht 
Indian Residential School. All Indian schools ure inspected 
by Government officers, and, if they are not too far from 
the lines of Communication, are inspected, also, .t this 
Department's request, by officers of the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Eaucation, The Indian Agent - in the case of the 
Ahouseht School = Mr. E, E, Frost, Port Alberni, the Inspector 
of Indian Agencies and the Inspector of Indian Schools, all 
visit the Ahousaht Institution when possible,

at Ahousaht, B.C. 


Rev. ArtHur BARNER 


HE following extract, which is taken 
from the diary of a pioneer mission- 
ary and dated 1881, will reveal some of 
the conditions which existed in those 
days. He had evidently erected a rude 
building in which to conduct Christian 
work—feeling that any place of his own 
construction, and with a different atmo- 
sphere, would be superior to the native 
conditions with which he we surrounded. 
“TL considered this place very necessary 
if I want to instruct the Indians of this 
tribe. Thus far I had done it in the 
house of the chief, but it was a terrible 
place. 

“The house of the chief was over one 
hundred feet in length, by sixty in width, 
The corner posts were immense pieces of 

. 


cedar twenty feet high; they were met on 
top by long sticks three feet through. 
One monster beam was laid across the 
centre and se rved as crosspiece to sup- 
port the roof planks. With a fall, for 
rain and water, of only about two feet, 
the roof looks almost flat This is now the 
form of all the Indians’ houses on this 
coast—immense places with almost flat 
roofs. The sides are cedar planks 
fastened by ropes of cedar bark below 
and above. ‘The cedar roof planks are 
chiseled out so as to leave a groove for 
the rain. In fine weather one of these 
planks is raised and shoved above its 
neighbor to let in air and give a place of 
exit for the smoke. 

“In this chief’s house twelve different 
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families had their home—twelve different 
open fireplaces supplied the room with 
smoke and heat here were no win- 
dows in the house, although the crevices 
between the wall planks permitted some 
light to enter. How could I instruct 
these people in such a horrible place of 
filth and smoke—not mentioning the 
noise made by the quarrelling of the 
women, the crying of children, the 
growling and fighting of dogs? ‘ 
And then the immodest bearing of the 
numerous inmates! Yes! I required a 
place to try and do something for the 
\housaht Indians, and now I rejoice that 
when I go there next season I will have a 
place of my own, no matter how poor and 
how undesirable it may look or be. 
“During my stay at Ahousaht I was 
greatly amused to see a couple of young 
Indians taking their walk around the 
place with each a shoe on one foot only! 
The man wore a shirt with a blanket over 
his shoulder and the wife had also a 
blanket over her dress; both had_ their 
faces painted with red vermilion I was 
told that the reason for this odd action 
was that they had recently become the 
parents of twins. Dy this time they had 
gone through a very hard experience, and 
they were still looked upon by all the 
people as outcasts and as to be shunned 
No one will use the vessels they have 
used to drink or to eat. Their diet is to 
be strictly dry fish; nothing fresh is to 
pass their lips. Now, and for a long time 
to come, they are not allowed to go on the 
sea in canoes either to fish or for 
pleasure. ‘The man has to retire daily in 
the forest, and by shouting and bathing 
reconcile the ‘spirits.’ ‘Their life is not 
a pleasant one, as every one avoids them, 
and being forbidden to work or to go 
after food, they have before them the 
prospect of famine and endless miseries 
The birth of twins is a source of great 
excitement with all the Indians on the 
coast. ‘They have special songs for the 
vccasion in which all the principal men 
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of the tribe, ‘n “efosre the house wlrere 
the twins are born. 

“Another time unusual excitement was 
caused by one of our chiefs becoming 
crazy. The Indians soon bethought them 
selves of an old remedy. ‘They took the 
crazy man up to his waist in the sea. Half 
a dozen men had charge of him and 
carried in hands branches of brush 
wood, P given signal they began 
to flog him; tuer. they took the man by 
the hair and forced his head under water 
The bubbles indicated when to allow him 
up for breath. Then flogging recom 
menced . . . and the head: under water 
again. . . and the process was con- 
tinued till very little life was left in him. 
Their idea was to flog out the bad spirit 
who was supposed to be in the poor 
insane chief!" 

To visit Ahousaht today would cer 
tainly convince the most sceptical person 
of the uplifting and regenerating in- 
fluences brought to bear on the Indians 
by the prosecution of Christian work in 
their midst. ‘The village is a very differ- 
ent place; the domestic life is much im 
proved The number of — gasoline 
launches owned by the Indians speak of 
their progress in industry. The neat 
church building on the hill, filled each 
Sunday with a well-dressed congregation, 
and the Community House in the village 
where social service work is carried on, 
demonstrate the great advances which are 
taking place in a mé@ral and spiritual way. 
One of the greatest influences in prochac 
ing these changes can be traced to the 
work which is carried on in the Resi 
dential School nearby, under the auspices 
of the Department of Indian Affairs and 
The Woman's Missionary Society. Fifty 
bright and progressive girls and boys 
soon convince the visitor that there is a 
bright future for the Indian people, that 
old things are passing away and all things 
are becoming new, in the lives of the 
natives of Canada 
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opportunity to spread His Kingdom in 
this nation. It is really encouraging to 
see almost all the churches united in this 
campaign as never before. . . . We 
increasingly realize that God has His own 
plan to Christianize this country.” 
Recently, Dr. C. Y. Cheng, Moderator 
of the Church of Christ in China, and 
General Secretary of the National Chris- 
tian Council in China, spoke at a confer- 
ence on “The Forward Looking Church.” 
A call went out in consequence for in- 
creased co-operative support from the 
home lands, and for young men and 
women “of large vision and spiritual 
power,” who are willing to work with the 
Chinese as fellow workers in order that 
they may contribute to “the greatest 
potential Christian adventure of today.” 


Christian Literature in China 


FTRHE LITTLE Quarterly Link, sent 

by the Christian Literature Society 
of China, and written, for the most part, 
by Dr. Donald MacGillivray of Shanghai, 
is always full of interest. Dr. MacGilli- 
vray, who has done so much for the 
Society in the past, has resigned from the 
position of General Secretary, and there 
has been appointed an executive com- 
mitee, consisting of all the members of the 
staff, whether Chinese or foreign, who 
have been set apart for the work of the 
Society. 

Among the many books translated this 
year we see listed Jane Austen’s Sense 
and Sensibility. It is translated by a 
devout Chinese Christian lady, who said 
that she had to stop her work more than 
once to shed a sympathizing tear! Some- 
how the picture of this Chinese sister, 
losing herself in the prim atmosphere of 
old time England, and entering into the 
joys and sorrows of girls of another 
country and another age, remains with us 
pleasantly. : . 

There is another book published in 
Braille for the blind in Shanghai, this 
time a translation of The Other Wise 
Man. As copies of these will be dis- 
tributed free to all who need them, it is 
hoped that the expense will be met by a 
special gift from some one interested. ‘The 
books are all written now in the national 
language of China. 
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Dr. MacGillivray says: “The man in the 
street has little idea how the books of the 
Society are produced. He has a vague 
idea that there are ‘translator fellows’ in 
there, but how vague an idea does that 
title express! They are not engaged, 
exactly, in translating books, but they are 
engaged in translating ideas in such a 
way that they can be put across to the 
Chinese. In travail of soul and sweat of 
brain, the work goes on, day in and day 
out, rain or shine.” He quotes Mr. J. G. 
Holland, who writes: “The world has no 
ear for anything a man has to utter that 
has not been previously distilled in the 
alembic of his own life.” One can imagine 
no challenge more striking for any of us, 
than that truth. 

‘The Society began years ago with one 
missionary board. It has now representa- 
tives from ten principal boards, and is one 
of the best examples of successful co- 
operation in all China. May it continue 
to serve an ever increasing circle of people 
there! 


The Fifth Annual Meeting 


S WE hand the final copy of this 

issue of the magazine to the printer, 
the Fifth Annual Meeting of the 
Dominion Board of The Woman's Mis- 
sionary Society of The United Church has 
become a thing of the past. Renewals of 
old friendships, new acquaintanceships 
and endless details in the branching organ- 
izations of a large Society, were all part 
of the day’s happenings. Underneath 
one sensed the greater issues for which 
the Society stands—that hope, which is 
more and more clearly defined as at the 
root of the real missionary enterprise, that 
Jesus Christ may become pre-eminent in 
every department of human life.

Landing the New Music at Ahousat

HOUSAT? Just where in the world 
is that? Of old time the central 
rendezvous of the Ahousat Indians was 
on the western shore of Vargas, an island 
which occupies the southern area of 
Clayoquot Sound, 
Being Canadians you 
are of course familiar 
with the general 
geography of the 
West Coast But 
some three genera- 
tions ago bitter enmity 
arose between the 
Ahousats and a group 
of Indians which oc- 
cupied the little peninsula which juts out 
from the south-eastern corner Flores 
Island. The Ahousats, who w \ war- 
like and energetic group, annihilated the 
northern village, massacred its inhabi- 
tants almost to a man, and, recognizing 
the advantages of a site with a sheltered 
harbor on one side and ready access to the 
outer waters on the other, settle’ down 
and gave their name to the new location. 
‘The name is now applied to the village, 
to the post office on the western shore of 
the creek, and to the Indian School which 
adjoins the reserve. 
The new music? Yes, of course, there 
has been earlier music. From primeval 
times groups of men and women, seated 
on the grass on summer afternoons or on 
the floor of some big house on winter 
evenings, had raised the wild chant of 
la-hal, the gaming device, which appears 
to have been universal among the Coast 
tribes, and accompanied it with the inces 
sant tat-tat-tat of clashing sticks. But 
for a generation or more Christian hymns 
have been heard, accompanied by the 
music of a little portable organ and, in the 
little church and the Indian School, small 
house organs have helped in the service of 
praise. But time and the dampness of the 
British Columbia climate had long ago 
played havoc with their melody and there 
was dire need of something better. 
Two of the workers at the school, 
recognizing not only the religious value 
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of music but its general cultural impor- 
tance, and being convinced of the possi- 
bility of effective development of the 
musical talents of some of the Ahousat 
youth, decided that the need was urgent 
and immediate. The facilities simply 
must be secured. Being above all things 
practical, and of the devoted spirit which 
has been so commonly a characteristic of 
our workers among the Indians, and 
never suspecting that even such semi- 
publicity as this would be given to their 
generous action, they togk steps to have 
them purchased in Vancouver and 
shipped by the C.P.R. steamer up the 
coast. 

And now the day of their arrival, a 
piano for the school and an organ for 
the Village Community House, has come. 
All the children are on the tip-toe of 
expectancy and the grown-ups are 
wondering about the landing of such 
precious and ponderous pieces of furni- 
ture. As the day advances we hear by 
telephone of the steamer at Ucluelet, a 
name with many old-time associations in 
the Indian work of the Presbyterian 
Church, then at Tofine and finally at 
Clayoquot. But by this time it is dusk 
and we are compelled to realize that the 
landing cannot be to-night. No piano 
could be landed by canoe and got up the 
1 in the dark. So reluctantly we are 
‘ celled to decide that the music must 
le allowed to go on to Matilda Creek, 
it may be placed on the wharf 
till the return of daylight. Going out in 
the UY cug-out as the steamer passes we 
are able to assure ourselves that the 
mt has really come, seeing the two big 
cases on the lower deck. And landing 
our ordinary household supplies, we pass 
the night with what patience we can. 

In the morning our faithful man of 
all work meets us at the reserve float 
with the launch and landing scow and a 
group of us step on board. En route to 
the wharf we visit the post office for our 
once-in-ten-days mail, and by that time 
it has begun to rain with every appear 
ance of giving us a day of it. But after 
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half-hour’s downpour—the genuine 

ritish Columbia article—it lackens, and 
by the time we ach the Gibson wharf 
the sun is out again. 

With the help of willing hands, strong 
ropes, heavy plank and convenient little 
rollers, the piano is soon placed on the 
scow and we set off for the schoc 1, leav 
ing the organ for a second trip as its 
destination is the Community House in 
the village. Opposite the school we 
anchor the launch and with long pike 
poles work the scow toward the land. In 
a few minutes it is close inshore and 
planks and rollers are again brought into 
requisition to ple the piano on the 
beach, It is only a few feet and the slope 
is downward so there is no difficulty and 
we push the scow off again before the 
falling tide can leave it stranded. Anchor- 
ing it with the launch we face the task o 
negotiating the rocky slope, above which 
the school stands 

All the boys are on hand, and four or 
five brawny young Indians from the 
village. Planks are laid forward up the 
rocks and the heavy tow rope is brought 
on which twenty or more can pull. With 
a couple of cedar rollers under the case 
it begins slowly to move up the rocks. 
With many an ll together and “Every 
body on the rope” it advances foot by 
foot. For much of the way it is heavy 
pulling and the relaying of the plank 
track is no child’s play. But this is a 


school function, the sun is shining, the 
boys are in working humor and there is no 
delay. Soon the steepest and roughest 
part is past. The pullers move their 
burden ten or twelve feet at each effort. 
Then comes the final stage, up the steep 
outer stairway to the front hall of the 
school. ‘Then the planks are laid. ‘The 
rope team stretches up the steps, across 
the hall and into the dining-room. Here 
their efforts are seconded by the ladies 
of the staff, and almost with a bound the 
heavy case is landed in the hall. Paul 
Sam, the biggest of our Indian helpers, is 
the first to voice our isfaction in the 
triumphant exe amation lome at last.” 

‘Then it not long till the beautiful 
instrument, relieved of its heavy casing, 
is moved into the sitting-room and the 
school gathers round, full of curiosity and 
wonder to see and hear it. Quite 
undesignedly and yet appropriately 
enough it happens that the first air picked 
out by Winona, one of our senior girls, 
was “God Save the King ’ and as the 
shining keys under her touch gave out 
the sounds, familiar and yet strangely 
sweeter from this new instrument, the 
group sang the first and second stanz of 
the anthem. 

And what of the organ, you as Oh, 
we didn’t forget it. / the scow and the 
launch were taken back to their haven in 
the inner creek, the mill workers lent a 
hand and it was placed on the scow, the 
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plan being to cover it with a tarpaulin for 
the night and unload it at the village in 
the morning. The sky was clear and 
there was every indication of fine weather 
and a chance to finish our task in the 
morning sunshine. So we slept quietly— 
but at six o’clock in the morning—what? 
Rain? Impossible! But we should have 
learned ere this that nothing, excepting 
perhaps forty below, is impossible in 
British Columbia in the way of weather. 
A heavy drizzle had begun, and soon it 
was a “regular” rain, and word came 
across that if the organ was not to be 
damaged it must be got under cover very 
soon. ‘There was no alternative. 

With five boys rigged in every avail- 
able rain coat, oilskin and rubber boot we 
set off over the plank walk to the village 
where the scow was to meet us at nine- 
thirty. Rain, rain, rain as we go; rain, 
rain, rain, as we sit on the grassy bank 
waiting, and we tramp out the long 
float as the scow arrives. Slats are 
nailed across the front and back ends of 
the crate, and under them, along its sides, 
poles are placed for carrying. Strong of 
arm and sure of our ability to carry it 
anywhere we lift the case and step along 
the float. But when we have gone fifty 
feet, it is convenient to pause for a min- 
ute, and by the time we reach the land- 
ward end of the float we realize that we 
have not the man-power needed to take 
it up the village slope and over to its 
destination in the Community House. 
But it is raining and there is nobody 
about. At last some one suggests Noah. 
He lives just at hand and we rouse him 
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out of his “ark” to give us a lift. By the 
time he reaches us, Daniel, who in spite of 
the rain had ventured out of his “den,” 
came past and took thought for our need. 
With the assistance of these two Old 
Testament worthies we reach, rather 
laboriously still, the steps of the Com- 
munity House. Rain, rain, rain, as we 
fumble for the key and discover that the 
doorway is an inch narrower than the 
organ-case. Rain, rain, rain, while we 
hurriedly pry off the front, and, holding 
the tarpaulin across to prevent its getting 
wet, slide the organ at last into the build- 
ing, ‘Then, wet as we are, we sit down to 
take breath and to congratulate ourselves 
that in spite of all obstacles we have got 
both instruments landed safely, and with- 
out the slightest injury, in the places for 
which they were designed. 

And now as the days pass the village 
people and their friends from Kilsomat 
and Opitsat come in twos and threes to 
look at and admire the instruments. To 
most of them the piano is new, so large, 
so finely polished, so sweet-toned, so 
much better than the old organs. And 
we, looking forward into the years, see 
the children getting better musical train- 
ing with one here and another there 
being taught to play the instruments 
themselves and gradually the procuring 
of instruments for their homes. We see 
better music in the services and a richer 
culture all around for this and succeed- 
ing generations as a result of the splendid 
devotion of two workers through which, 
as we have seen, the new music came to 
\housat.

In accordance with directions from the office s winch has been 
got at a cost of $75, and a cable is being ordered which will cost approx- 
imately #25. 


After fairly full consideration and discussion with other workers 
I am taking the liberty of urging 46 my convinced opinion that the Church 
would be wise from every point of view to approach the Indian Department 
and offer to turn over to it the ownership of this whole school property, 
land and buildings. To do this would mean that the Department would come 
to feel a much more direct and immediate responsibility for maintaining the 
equipment and the chureb and Society would be relieved of certain financial 
obligations which sometimes ere fairly heavy. At the same time the opp- 
ortunities for real service to the Indians which the Church enjoys would not 
be in any degree circumscribed. I think that the present time, when the 
Department has just expended over #8000 on the property is'the Psychological 
moment' to make this approach. Experienced workers among the Indians here 
are of the same opinion, and I am glad to find the new principal holds the 
same view. 


I have to report, also, that lirs. Payne, our kitchen matron here, 
who is over seventy-three years of age and has given some years of wonder- 
fully effective service, has decided that she must give up her position. 
She will be glad to be relieved at an early date. I have communicated with 
Mrs. Wieken of Vancouver and she is endeavoring to secure some one to take 
the position. Mrs. Payne I know, is retiring with very limited means, and 
if the Committee in its wisdom could see its way to giving her an honorarium 
of, say, & month's salary, it would be a very Christien way of expressing 
appreciation of the unique service she has rendered, and the scores of 
nights when she has sacrificed her sleep to get refreshments for the Indian 
poys engaged in winter night landings and the other scores of nights when 
she has got up at 3-30 or 4.00 am. to set bread for next days baking. 


Now as to the future of the work here, I am compelled to repeat 
what I have several times said, that until provision is made for the princip 
al - or someone else - having time to give to the Christianizing of condit- 
4ons in the Indian village, the school will be working under a fatal 
handicap. Moral and social conditions there, I am convinced are very def- 
initely worse than they were fifteen or twenty years ago. Unless the 
principal is relieved of certain duties at the school so as to be able to 

ive some time - @& day and a half, or two days wach week, as & minimum - 

o intercourse and influence and teaching the people in their homes, the 
school will continue to send its pupils back to something no better than 
heathenism. I am not hopeless with regard to these people. I beleive 
something can we done for them and that there would be response. BUT - with 
the exception of Miss Reid's work during recent months - NOTHING HAS BEEN 
DONE FOR THEM FOR MANY YEARS. 
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In closing, let me thank Dr. Young, Mrs. Clark and Miss "ennett 
for their patience and kindness to Mrs. Wood and myself. We have been very 
conscious of some of our mistakes and blunders and our very manifest lack 
of efficiency, but are glad to hope that in the hands of experienced and 
tested workers, the future of the School may be much brighter than its 


past.

Deer Dr. Cochrane: 


Following our conversation, I am giving you 
the particulars regerding the position in which Mr. Pitts 
found himself finencially after the fire in the school at 
Alberni on the 2lst of February. 


411 Government grants ceased immediately 
and because of outstanding indebtedness Mr. Pitts feels 
that we should make application to the Department to reimburse 
us for the money which he found it necessary to expend. We 
have considered that the sum of $2,000 should practicelly 
cover this. 


For your own benefit we shall itemize the 
account. Salaries were paid until the end of March = a sum 
of $800. The outstanding store accounts amounted to $650. 
The children who were taken to Ahoussht had to be clothed, 
at a cost of $250, and we have estimated that the food for 
the cattle would be approximately $300. 


Mr. Pitts feels thet no commercial organization 
would have taken the stand the Government did and he is very 
mich grieved that after his years of service the Depertment 
should have used him in this way. 


We shall be very glad to have you present this 
matter to the Department on our behalf.

I have just had a visit from Mrs. Loveys and Mrs. Large, 
of the Woman's Missionary Society, who have come to discuss two 
things: 


First.- The general matter of adequate school accommoda- 
tion for United Church children on the West Coast of Vancouver Island. - 
I may have gone too far, but I have told them that I do not think 
that either in the ordinary estimates or in the supplementary list 
is there any chance of the Government making provision this year for 
the erection of a school. I wish, however, to say that I hope the 
matter will receive attention, and that, if at all possible, an amount 
will be inserted in the supplementary estimates to cover this item. 
There are about fifty children who have been out of school for a year 
and thet is not a very healthycondition. I know the difficulties that 
face the Department and have tried to interpret them to the officials 
of the Woman's Missionary Society. However, the matter cannot be 
allowed to drag on indefinitely and I trust that the tangle will be 
straightened out soon, 


Second.- Under the circumstances, we have to carry on at 
Ahousaht . My understanding of the policy which you and your officials 
are recommending is that there be one residential school on the West 
Coast and that the educational needs at Ahousaht be met by turning the 
present residential school into an improved day school, but, in the 
meantime, certain repairs are absolutely necessary, and Mr, Caldwell 
has written, asking that provision be made for these. I think that 
Captain Barry has already written to yor Department concerning this 
matter. Will you be good enough to see that provision is made in the 
supplementary estimates for whatever is absolutely essential to pt 
the school building in such shape as will enable Mr. Caldwell to carry 
on until the matter of the residential school is disposed of.

d Mr. A.E. Caldwell, the Principsl of the Indian Residen- 
tial School at Ahousaht, B.C., writes to suy that the Department 
is holding down the payment of the per capita to a limit of sixty- 
five. In view of the extraordinary circumstances prevailing on 
Vancouver Island, following the destruction of the \lberni School, 
would it not be possible for your Department to allow the maximum 
pupilege for Ahousaht to be raised to seventy during the time when 
accommodation is provided in this School for these extra pupils? 


Mr. Caldwell also points out that the parents of these 
Alberni pupils have to provide tre nsportation for thems that they 
are not able to do this and that consequently if they are to go 
to school at all this extra cost falls on the Ahoussht School. 


Will you be good enough to take into your serious con- 

sideration the possibility of meeting in some way, either by in- 
creasing the pupilage or paying some of this transportation, the 
extra cost due to the fact that the Alberni School ie not open? 
In any case, I point out that the Department is saving a very con- 
Sidersble sum of money. I realize, of course, that the children 
are not being educated as effectively as they were when the School 
was open at Alberni, but from the standpoint of dollars and cents 
the request for increase of pupilage at Ahouseht and for transpor- 
tation means a lesser sum expended.

Referring to Mr. Voweli's letter of the 3lst 
ultimo, and enclosures, I beg to statethat I think no ex- 
ception should be taken to the amended plans submitted for 
the proposed new boarding school building at Ahousaht, H.C. 
The re-arrangement appears to be convenient in all parti- 
aulars, It is to be especially noted that the new building 
is very much more elaborate, and consequently more ex- 
pensive, than the one Tirst proposed, 

As noted in Mr, Green's memorandum, there 
is no new plan submitted for the third floor, Mr. Vowell 
draws attention to the fact that the boys' and giris' dor- 
mitories, which are situated on this floor, sre close toget- 

sumed that no radical ohange will be made 
floor, {t is shown on the first plan submitted 
that there is a solid partition between the dormitories, 
and no sonnection between them on that floor. it is neses- 
sary to go down to the next floor, in order to pass from 
one dormitory to the other, This should be Qaim satis- 
factory. 

I mav note it is desirable, if possible, to 
arrange for a small bed-room in each dormitory in which a 
grown person may sleep who can at the same time be in in_ 
mediate attendance to preserve order,

Ahousat School Problems. 


I. Water Supply. 


The water supply is obtained from a well situated about 
150 yards from the School in a low-lying part of the ground, 
in close proximity to the cow barn; and the latter drains in 
the direction of the well. The whole water supply is surface 
water, and is naturally liable to contamination from barn seep- 
age, nd the well is not suitably lined to exclude surface 
water. The pipe from the well to the School is above ground 
and is liable to freeze in cold weather and cut off the supply 
entirely for hours at a time, when no water for domestic use 
or fire protection can be secured. Opinions have been express 
ed to the principal that the water supply under these conditiong 
is a menace to the health of the children. 


Suggested Kemedy. 


That a well of sufficient capacity be dug on higher ground 
in @ position clear of all possible School or barn seepage, and 
that the same be lined with concrete to a suitable depth to 
prevent cave-in and to exclude surface water. 


The present tank capacity is insufficient. The tank is 
situated on the second floor snd does not provide a water supply 
to the upper floor either for domestic use or fire protection, 
Suggested that two tanks of -ame capacity be installed on 
upper floor. The second tank should be of galvanized iron, 


The water system through the School is not satisfactory, 
as it consiste of half inch pipe with no provision for detecting 
obstructions, necessitating the disconnection of practically 
the whole system to remedy any obstruction, the water being 
at times shut off for hours while obstructions sre being loc- 
ated and remedied. The helf pip¢e/{A/Adt inch pipe is not 
large enourh as a mein system. 


II. Toilet Systems. 


The toilet system of the School is intended to be a flush 
system, for staff and girls toilets, located outside the 
building. This system was devised #nd installed by an 
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amateur and has never given satisfactopy service, and is now 
entirely useless, snd should be reocnstructed and properly in- 
stalled 


fhe septic tank to which the present flush system leads 
is constructed of lumber and does not function as a septic 
tank, and has to be frequently cleared by hand. A new cement 
tank properly constructed is necessary. 


The boys' toilets are earth closets, near the shore, and 
sre unsanitary in warm weether and should be provided for in 
the flush system. 


III. Heating Problems. 


The heating apparatus of the School is hot air. The 
furnece is in the basement and is situated neer the N. E. Cor- 
ner, which necessitates lone stretches of pipe from the 
furnace itself to where they enter the building, which wastes 
much of the heat before it is of use for hesting the building. 
The heating plant itself is too small end in my opinion needs 
replacing by one of a suitable size placed in a sutiabie pose 
ition to get the best resuits, anc the distribution of the 
heat should be srranged by ' qualified mechanic cspable of 
getting the best results from any plant thet may be installed 
in place of the present one, which is worn out and was never 
satisfactory. 


The children's dormitories are never hexted by the 
heating systemf as there is never enough heat generated to 
reach them. The same applies to the etaff sleeping quarters 


IV. Recrestion Rooms. 

The recreation rooms in the building sre one for boys 
end one for girls, each of which is about 12 by 1° feet with 
no means of heatin Both rooms sre too small for twenty 
children to play in. 

Vv. Drying Room. 

The question of a drying room needs attention. Some 
old .orn out stoves sre being used in one corner of the 
building, but this method is not satisfactory. 


vi. Cooking apparatus 


The present range is pest repair and needs replacing. 
Its cooking surface & x 4 feet is not large enough. 
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Vit. Engine. 


The engine at present in use is past being able to provide 
sufficient power for the extractor, snd is constantly breaking 
down under that load, and hes actually come to the condition 
where it cannot run the lighting plant. It is of obsolete pdt 
pattern and would not be worth repeiring. 


Solution. 


The following appears to be a reasonable solution of some 
of the troubles. 


l. Yater supply as recomuended. 


Ee cower. That when a suitable well has been located 
and constructed, that a power and pump house be built at the 
well but so arranged ss to be free from any possible liklihood 
of contaminating the water. +he power house to house the 
engine, pump, electriea storage batteries, washing extractor, 
under one roof, clear of the School building and leaving the 
basement s ace available for recreation rooms for both girls 

ad boys, end reducing the fire hazard of the School by it

I appreciate very cordially indeed your courtesy 
your Kind interest in our work here. 


Ye nad a visit from Mr. Frost laet week and he 
made a very thorough examination of the premires here, follow- 
ing which he will, I judge report conditions to the department. 
‘hile in some respects good work war done here by Mr. Miller, 
ne had allowed the equipment to run down to the very last degree 
during the last year or two, so that toedsy there is scareely a 
machine or a utensil about the place that is not worn out and in 
need ot replacement. 


The same statement applier to the water eystem, 
the toilet system and the heating, tem. Fech of tuese is in 
a state tont requires constant tinkering, aud even with tnat 
tnere are times when both staft ani cuildren nave to endure 4 
great deal ct discomfort. This neceerarily means a heavy nandi- 
cap on efficiency. Tue results ich are aimed at both vy tue 
Government and by the Church wilt never ve fully attained while 
ordinary comfort cannot be obtained in the school. 


I 1 most concerned, however, with tue fact tuat 
tuere is good reason to judge tnuat tuere conditions are naving 
@ very serious eftect on tne health ot the cnildren. ‘Tuere nave 
been during tne last two yeare or se, an unusual number of deatne 
of pupils ani exepupils ot tue school, an unususl nunver of dis- 
charger from the school on account of puyeical ailments, and at 
the present time I am assured by tne Field Nurse that tne pro- 
portion ot really healthy children, especially among the girle, 
was abnormally low. When one recognizer tuat they sleep in 
dormitories from which tne chill of the C.winter is never re- 
moved by artificial heat, that the water they drink is never 
ordinarily drinkable, and that the toilet system exnibite none 
of the features ot crilinary decency, much lees comfort, one 
cannot but have misgivings as to the cause of some of tneir 
troubles. 
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e After giving the situation # good deal of careful 
coMM deration, and trying to ,et it out for some five weeks, I 
ave reached tie conclusion that unless the nealtn basis can be 
established on some such lines as they sre in other schools, ( that 
is with a heating system that will take some of the damp of the 
winter out ot the rooms, that will give the children pure water to 
drink, end that wilt provide comfortable closets) I simply could 
not think of attempting to do the work. I am not tuinking of 
luxuries but only ot ordinary comfort. 


So while we recognize that the cost will be very cone 
siderable, we are hoping that the Department can be led to see that 
we are aeking only a winimum, and that the need iz absolutely 
vital, if the interests ot the children are not to be sacrificed. 


I am putting it up to our own church people that they must undere 
take a part of the needed equipment, and I think they will. My 
hope is that they will put in the well, the engine and pump house 
and the kitchen range, which may run to $700.0¢ or $750.00. If 
they do, then we trust that the Department will see to tne neating 
and the water and toilet systems. 


I judge that i Frost who saw when he was here the 
other day the heating system utterly failing, the water system 
obstructed and frozen, and the toilets requiring to be cleared by 
the principal, will urge the instalment of tae needed equipment, 
end if with your experience and acquaintance wits tue Indian work, 
you find it possible to add your nfluence, I feel sure tust we 
may nope that our ples will be successful. With sucn equipment 
I am more than nopeful of what may be done for the youn, Indians 
of Anousat. 


IT am afraid I am getting out of touch wits the world 
of politics since I came up here, but I shall be watening with 
interest the course ot the Session. I know most of the Manitoba 
Members fairly well, snd count some of them amom my best friende. 


Hoping for a chance to meet and eet better acquainted 
with you sometime, and counting on your good officer in my present 
undertaking,

I have the honour to submit herewith,a copy of 
a letter from the Rev Principal of the Ahousaht Indian Residential 
School,setting out certain conditions as they now exist at that 
school,and some suggestions for their improvement or remedy ,for 
the information of the Department. 


In bringing these matters to the Department,s 
attention,I beg to state that I landed at Ahousaht School on 
Saturday January 26th at about 11.50 p m,and found the electric 
lighting system out of order (no lights)due to 4 break down of 
the engine which supplies the power for the system,a mechanic, 
Mr,W,Bond,was then at work repairing the engine and some time 
in the early morning temporary repairs were effected and lights 
were available,but Mr Bond stated that the repairs were only 
temporary and might giveout at any time, further, that the engine 
{4s not worth repairing and if repaired is too low powered to 
carry the load,which is the cause of the short life of the 
machine and the cause of the frequent trouble,On Sunday night 
the 27th the engine was again temporarily out of order for a 
time and no lights were available. 


On the night of my arrival at Ahousaht School 

the weather was unusually cold for the West Coast area and 

during the night all water connections outside the school and 

some inside became frozen,and most of Sunday 27th was spent by 

the Rev Principal,some of the staff and myself in thawing out 

the water system to obtain water which we succeded in doing 

some time in the afternoon,on Sunday night 27th the weather 

became more severe with a considerable fall of snow and all water 

leads both fresh and waste inside and outside the school were 

frozen solid and thawing them out was impossible,all water for use 
‘(in the school had to be carried by hand by the pupils and staff 

why from the well which is some £30 yards from the school. 

The heating system of the school,when new and in 
good order was quite inadequate for the school under such conditio 
ns of weather as have existed from the 26th ultimo to date and 
as the plant is badly worn and defectively installed,the result 

w'\can be readily understood, the school building was uncomfortably 
\Y cold,frost forming on the bedclothes of some of the staff during 
the night and was quite noticable the next morning. 


Owing to the failure of the water system,the toilet 
system was also disorganized causing septic tank and other trou- 
ble,which were examined by me with a view to effecting their 
present remedy and future prevention.

The water supply for the school is obtained from a 
well,not lined,which is located abour 200 yards from the school 
pa uilding and about a third of that distance from the cow barn 
po witn a natural slope from the barn to the well,the top of the 
é well is flush with the ground surface,the greater portion of the 
water in the well is surface water and as is unlined,contaminat- 
ion from the barn is most probable,on my visit on 26° and 27 of 
January I found cosiderable ice round the well and on breaking 
it I found signs of barn seepage in it,The water is pumped from the

the school are supported on posts and raised from 6 to 8 fee + 
above ground and have no protection from frost,which makes 
water trouble a certainty during such weather as the present, 


The attached list of defects in water supply,heaBing, 
sanatory te ele ag Ce and recreation rooms with the 
suggested improvements was made on the ground and at the time 
of my visit to the school at the end of January and is a fair 
statement of the conditions at the school as they then were, 
and as the cold weather still continues I fear they have not 
improved to date. 


I respectfully recommend that this matter be exam- 
ined by a fully qualified person and suggestions and estim- 
ates be prepared as to cost of their correction. 


I beg to point out that most of these defects are 
brought out by the present lengthy period of severe weather 
the like of which has not occurred on the West Coast during the 
past 20 years.

Following your recent visit to and 
inspection of the Ahousaht Indian School premises,I am enclos- 
ing a copy of the statement then drawn up,setting out condit- 
ions and needs as they appear et this time,and proposing certain 
solutions. 


May I say that I have conferred with the School Staff, 
all of whom have longer acquaintance than I with these conditions, 
and they are agreed that the statement is a fair and accurate 
representation of conditions now gbtaining,and that such reforms 
as are proposed are vitally and urgently necessary,if results 
are to be expected in the training of children here, 


In facing the solution of these problems I recognize 
the factor of dual control;- a church organization on the one 
hand and the Indian Department on the other.I may tell you that 
I am putting before the Women,s Missionary Society and the Home 
Mission Board with which they are associated,the necessity of 
their undertaking a substancial share of the cost.To be specific, 
I am urging them to become responsible for the cost of the well, 
the engine and engine house- the most immediately urgent of our 
needs,-and if possible also the kitchen range,which roughly 
might perhaps be estimated at $ 750.00, 


If they can- and I am somewhat hopeful they may, 
undertake this ,then I think it reasonable to hope that the 
Indian Department will undertake the instalation of the water 
system,including toilets,and a heating plant for the building. 


Recognizing,as I am sure you do,that the school 
cannot do effective work until these basic conditions,not of 
luxury,but of elementary decency and comfort are met,I hope you 
will press upon the Department the urgency of the need.It is not 
only that a measure of discomfort results to both Staff and chi- 
ldren,which is a handicap to efficiency,the matter is far more 
cerious than that,The nature of the present water supply and the 
so called toilet system is a positive menace to health,To house 
forty children in a damp building where they are often chilled 
and shivering is to make them fertile ground for disease.And it 
is not to be wondered at that there has been in recent years a 
very unusual number of deaths and discharges from school due to 
physical ailments,nor that at the present time the proportion of 
thoroughly healthy children in the school is alarmingly low.I am 
convinced that if we can give them pure water,claen toilets and 
housing in which the chill and dampness are removed we can change 
the health situation for the better in a single season. 


I am commnicating also with the Commissioner and the 
Department,and ernestly hope that some action may be secured in the 
near future, With very cordial appreciation of your interest in 
the well being of the school.

Dear Sir:- Re-Ahousaht Indian School, 
West Coast Agency. 


You will, no doubt, by now have received a 
report from Mr. Indian Agent Frost showing the conditions 
existing at the Ahousaht Indian School, ‘est Coast Agency 
and his recommendations as to what should be done to remedy 
the defects. 


It appears to me that the improvements recommended 
by the Agent are of so varied a character that there would 
be little useful purpose served in asking the Dominion Water 
Power Branch to make a report. What apparently is needed 
is that a qualified architect or contractor should visit 
the School and make a report of what he deems to be required, 
giving an estimate of the cost of the same. Possibly A.W. 
Neill, Esqe, MePe may know of a fully qualified man in his 
district. 


This School replaced the old one which was burned 
down some years ago and was built by funds provided by the 
Ladies' Missionary Society commected with the Presbyterian 
Church, notwithstanding the fact that it had been recommended 
by the heads of the Presbyterian Church that the School 
should not be re-built but that the Indian children of 
Ahousaht should be sent to the Alberni School. In view of 
this, possibly the Department may feel that while it is 
absolutely essential that the School should be brought up 
to the proper standard, the funds for the necessary im- 
provements should be furnished by the body that built the 
Schoole

system being ihstalled,an attendant with engineers certificate 
would be necessary...

Dear Mr Frost;- 


Since your visit I have been endeavour- 
ing to inform myself with regard to some of the possibilities of 
solving our school problems,and one line of my investigation I 
think is of sufficient importance to put before ypu. 


It is in reference to fuel,As you know the fuel has 
been wood,burned in a furnace not designed for wood,Fir,which is 
the wood used,is increasingly difficult to get,The men who have 
been getting it in the past can do better by taking their logs 
to saw mills.There will be increasing demand for this material 
for lumber and at prices that will make it practically impossible 
to use it for fuel. One buisness man quotes $ 15.00.per cord 
as the price one might expect to pay for it in the very near 
future,if not now. 


From two entirely different quarters I have met men 
who assure me that oil as fuel is now practicable and once the 
plant is installed would reduce the cost by more than fifty per 
cent.Simple,safe and easily controlled burners are now obtain- 
able,and so many plants are now using oil on the Coast that there 
is no problem of getting supplies.I am convinced that a steam 
or hot water system with oil as fuel would in a period of five 
years prove more economical by one half than any hot air system 
that could be put into this institution, 


I hope the possibilities of this course will be 
investigated,before a decision is made as to the future heating 
of the building.

With Murther reference to the Ahousat School, 

may I say that I have definite word from the Church author- 
ities in which they are committed to the expemditure of 

5750 toward putting the School in good condition, having 
particularly in mind the providing of a well, an engine 
and pump_bonse ,and a kitchen range. I &m in a position to say 

also that some minor adjustments end repairs in the building 
will also be taken care of through Church funds. 


My attention has been drawn to the fact that there 
was a difference of opinion some ten years ago or so when 
the present building was erected between the Missionary 
Society of the Presbyterian Church and the Department as to 
the wisdom of building in this location. The Society 
favored building here and the Department opposed it, regard- 
ing the location as unsuitable. The Society went ahead 
and erected the building. It may be doubted whether their 
action was the best, for there are some things which may be 
argued in favor of other locations and against this one. 


In my judgment the fact that there stands to the 
credit of the work generally a building which has done duty 
for ten years, and which can be put into fairly workable 
shape, is an unanswerable argument against locating else- 
where at this stage. I think that with a heating system 
and a water and toilet system of modern type installed the 
building can be made to do good service, snd that to remove 
thecchildren to any other place or to attempt to find room 
for them in any other school would in the long run entail 
very wuch heavier expenditures. 


I welcome very cordially the proposal of your 
letter of February 14th to secure a report from a competent 
heating and plumbing contractor on the building and its 
requirements, and trust that it may be possible to have such 
a report in the near future. It would, I judge, be very 
specially advantageous if the actual work of such replace- 
ments as may be decided upon conld be done during the early 
summer. Our vacation period is from May lst, and it would 
be well to have the work complete when the children return 
in June.

I have the honour to advise the Department that 
on April 2nd I accompanied Mr,A.S.Hanna,Plumbing and Heating 
mechanic to Ahousaht Indian Residential School to survey that 
school and make an estimate of the cost of the necessary 
plumbing and heating improvements and repairs,and while there 
I caled in the gervices of Carl Nelson,contracting carpanter, 
and requested him to make a detailed estimate of carpenter 
work asked for by the Rev Principal, 


Both these estimates are enclosed herewith for 
the information of the Department. 


I beg to state that considerable outlay is 
imparatively necessary to put that school in a suitable 
condition to carry on the work efficiently,but in view of 
the large amount of expenditure called for in the attached 
estimates and the fact that the school was built and is 
owned by the Church or Missionary Society,together with the 
ground on which it stands,I respectfully suggest,for the 
Department,s consideration,that one of the Dominion Government 
Architects be requested to survey the building and examine 
the improvements asked for and the costs of the same so that 
the Department may be in possession of positive facts and also 
in a position to judge if the costs entailed are warrented or 
advisable.

Dear Sir;- 


I have made a survey of the Ahousaht Mission 
School,I find the heating system is hot air and is entirely 
too small to heat the building beside being a very poor 
heating system for that kind of building where constant heat 
and an even temperature is required,I am recommending that 
a hot water sysyem of heating be installed with an oil burner, 
The supply of fir wood is limited,in fact it is almost imposs- 
ible to get it anywherenear that school,Coal or fuel oil will 
have to be used,fuel oil is the easier to handle.The approximate 
cost of a heating sysyem with oil burner is three thousand nine 
hundred fifty dollars $ 3950.00. 


I am recommending that two batteries of Automatic 
Closets be installed,one battery for the girls and one for the 
boys,A closet should be installed in the staff bath room and 
if possible one in the girls dormatory,a basin should be put 
in each of the staff bed rooms,these bed rooms are on different 
floors and away from the bath room. 


I would also recommend changing the main drain under 
the building from two to four inch pipe.A water tank large 
enough to hold two or three thousand galloms of water should 
be installed on a platform on the outside of the building.A hot 
water storage tank of 100 gallons with a heater should be 
installed to supply the baths and laundry. 


The school should also have a Beaver S type Washer 
size 30 x 40.The approximate cost of this work is two thousand 
three hundred nineteen dollars $2319.00. 


A pump house large enough to accomodate the elec- 
tric light plant the pump and the laundry machines should be 
built. A gas engine large enough to do the pumping,run the 
laundry and electric light plants,should be installed,The 
present engine is badly worn and is too small to do the work. 


A cement Septic Tank large enough to take of the 
school will have to be built,this work can be done by the 
larger boys. 

The material for the plumbing and heating will 
have to be shipped F 0 B,C P R boat at Ahousaht,the cost of 
taking the material from the steamer to the school will have to 
be paid by the school,the school will also have to take care of 
the discharging of the material.

Since examining Mr Nelson,s estimates 
for the structural and other carpentry work in connection with 
the School I am impelled to write my opinion that several items 
in the list could be done for figures much lower than his. 


I have in mind items 2,3,4,& 5 in his list.These 
are pieces of straight carpentry work involving no very intri- 
cate problemsand requiring only ordinary ability.His estimate 
for the four items totals ¢ 1825.00.after some figuring and 
consultation I am convinced that these four items can be done 
for § 1250.00.It may be that my figuring involves the use of 
some of the material st present in use in the building while 
Mr Nelson may be counting on using all new material,and it may 
be that I have in mind a rate of wages lower than is paid in 
some places,but I am very confident that the material can be 
gotten and the work done within the sum I have mentioned,and 
that nothing will be sacreficed that is desirable for the 
building.The other items in Mr Nelson,slist involve mechanical 
and technical problems and probably require the figures he 
associates with them,but these four I am sure can be done at 
the lower figure. 

So confident am I EMME. of this possibility 
that I am willing to undertake it with local help,if given

I heave the honour to bring the attention of the 
Department to the condition of the water supply at Ahousaht 
Indian Residential School. 


On visiting that school on Sth and 6th instants 
L found the water supply,as provided by the recently constructed 
well,very low and quite jnadequate for the domestic needs of the 
school,it had been necessary to shut off a portion of the sanat- 
ory arrangements of the school owing to the shortage of water eux 
01a well had been brought into use for washing,bathing and other 
purposes of that kind. 


The new well was pumped dry at about 10 amon 
5th instant and at 2 p m had regained 16 inches of water and at 
5 p m the depth of water was 23 inches at which level the water 
became stationery,this amount of water is not quite sufficient 
to half fill the storage or pressure tank and with the compuls- 
ory constant use of water from it,the tank is suffering to some 
extent from droucht,under these conditions there would be little 
or no water available for fire protection,even under the curtailed 
use of water the tank can not be brought to a satisfactory level. 


In consequence of these conditions the hev Princt- 
plied for an appropriation of $ 100.00.to sink test pits 
of water to augment the present supply. 


I am of the opinion that an increase in the sup} 
can be obtained by coins deeper(I take the flow of water in the 
mnresent well to indicate this)but further depth cannot be got in 
the present well as the present bottom is on rock for a large part 
but I am of opinion that the rock can be avoided and greater depth 
attained in its immediate vicinity,gand by constructing and addition 
to the present well of a greater depth woul provide a more ample 
supply and a larger reservoir,but this can only be verified by 
sinking test pits,hence the Rev Principal,sapplication for an appro=- 
priation for that purpose.

My dear Mr, Ferrier: \ 


There has j c this office a letter from Rev. Joseph 
Jones, the Principal the Mhousaht Indian Residential School, B. C., 
and there are two paragraphs in the letter which I think should be sent 
on to you at once as they refer to pressing matters which Mr. Jones 
thinks should be attended to without delay. These are the paragraphs 
to which I refer; 


"The road to the Matilda Creek is very necessary and 
now is a very opportune time to do the work, The Provincial 
Government has a gang of men working on a road from the Govern- 
ment dock where the steamer lands to the end of the Creek. If 
we could join on to this road we could take a truck from the 
school to the dock. Another proposition is to build a road 
directly to the creek, The present method of landing our sup- 
plies on the open beach is too destructive to goods, boats, and 
clothing to say nothing of our patience. The first trip of 
the month we were swamped, not through neglect or incompetence, 
but because mere man cannot successfully outmatch the sea in 
power, The road to the Creek or the road to the dock would 
avoid all this loss and worry, 

"The lighting plant is only half the power we need 
and has been patched up and tinkered with to keep it going. 

I know it would not pass a Fire Insurance Inspector, Mr. Fer- 
rier told me some time ago to wire him if it broke down, but 

I cannot allow it to collapse, we need the Light so I watch it 
very carefully. We only have half the lights we need." 


Mr, Beaton is absent from the office just now and I am sending 
this extract on to you at once to ask if there is any possibility of the 
Government helping with the building of the road to connect with the piece 
of road which the Provincial Government is building, It would seem from 
his letter almost essential that this road should be built so that there 
will be a direct connection from the school to the nearest doctor, 


Evidently according to the letter Mr. Jones has been in touch with 
you about the lighting system, Could not the Department help put this in 
shape as soon as possible? 


Thanking you for your kindness and attention to both Mr. Beaton 
and myself during our recent visit to Ottawa, and also for the paper with 
the reference to the opening of the school at Brandon which I find I neglect— 
ed to acknowledge before,

I have the honour to submit for the information of 
the Department,a report by Mr,W,C,Hamilton of Port Alberni 
on the electric lighting system at Ahousaht Indian Residen- 
tial School,I am informed Mr,Hamilton imstalled the system 
now in use at that school, It will be noted that Mr,Hamiltoh 
does not make any estimate of what the cost would be to put 
the system in such shape as would comply with the present 
regulstions governing same,but suggests that a qualified elec- 
trician be asked to examine it and supply estimates. 


I have no hesitation in stating that the present 
system does not comply with the present regulations and should 
damage from fire occur,would exonerate the Insurance Company 
from liability.

Dear ,Mr Jones;- 


At your suggestion I am pleased to report 
upon your electric lighting system or instalation. 


I might say that as it stands it is altog- 
ether inadequate to your present needs,there having been con- 
siderable additions to the building of late,and I noticed that 
these additions are not connected to the present wiring system 
and are therefore without light. 


It would be unwise to increase the capacity

I have your No. 15/15/26639 of the 18th instant, 
enclosing a voucher in favour of McLennan, MoFeely & Prior 
Limited, Vancouver, covering the cost of hardware and 
fittings for boat being built at the Ahousaht Indian Resi- 
dential School to the amount of $478.74, 


In this connection I would refer to letter of May 
11, 1932, from the former Commissioner, Mr. Ditchburn, in 
which he stated that he was informed by the Principal that 
he wished to have a launch built by his pupils, under the 
supervision of a competent builder, and estimated the cost 
of materials to be *500, with an engine costing $900. The 
total of the accounts received for the materials and fittings 
for thie boat amounts to $903.74, 


I have also your No. 15/15/26640 of the 18th instant, 
regarding the account covering the cost of desks supplied 
for the new classroom. In letter referred to above from the 
former Commissioner, he states he took up with the Principal 
the question of the extra classroom and was informed that 
the cost, including lumber, desks and blackboards, would amount 
to a total of approximately $750. Accounts for the material 
and furnishings, including desks, have been received, and 
amount to a total of $844.43, 


I may say that the total eum provided in our 
Estimates for the ourrent fiscal year for the boat and 
extra classroom was $1600, while the total expenditure for 
both purposes, as per accounts received, amounts to $1748.17. 
Accounts to this amount are being paid, but you will observe 
that no funds are left for the supplying of an engine for the 
boat. We are not aware when the boat will be completed 
and the engine required, but the purchase of the engine 
may have to remain over until after the beginning of the 
next fiscal year. In the meantime, however, you may, 
when the building of the boat is sufficiently advanced, 
forward an estimate of the cost of the engine, when con- 
sideration will be given as to whether funds for the 
purpose can be provided from our Estimates this year or 
not. If not possible to provide the funds this year, 
a note will be made to include the amount required in 
our Estimates for the next fiscal year.

The Assistant Indian Commissioner, Victoria, 
B.0., forwards the report of Mr. Inspector ell on 
his inspection during the past summer of the usaht 
Indian Residential School. The Inspector hae drawn 
attention to the condition of the septic tank, which 
he states ie broken and out of order. I have to 
request that you will forward a report regarding this 
matter. You should state whether it would be possible 
for the school authorities to have the septic tank 
placed in a cood, serviceable condition. If not, 
you should state the work required to be done and the 
approximate cost. 


The Inspector also recommends that treads 
be placed on the fire eecapes to prevent slipping. 
He states that strips of hardwood wold be satis— 
factory. It is considered that the @ehool authorities 
could arrange to have these strips placed on the escapes 
without cost to the Department. 


He further reported that the water pails 
which are used for fire protection purposes are empty. 
The Principal should see that these pails are kept full 
of water and ready for use when required.

I visited same in company with mr. Agent Frost, 
and met the Reverend principal, mr. Jones. ‘this gentleman 
seems to be doing very good work under great difficulties. 
this is, to some extent, owing to the poor place originally 
chosen for the school site. in fact, as regards this, the 
best that can be said is that the view is good. Landing 
freight at this school is attended with considerable difficulty 
and I do not see how this can be rectified. the Principal 
Suggests a road from the school to the reserve float, which 
would cost about $4000.00, 

The Septic tank is broken and out of order. There 
is no lavatory accomodation in the boys' wine except outside. 

The fire extinguishers have been kept properly 
filled. ‘the fire escapes should have treads put on the 
stairs to prevent slipping. Wood strips of hardwood would do. 
Water pails are empty. 

4& playground is being drained by a deep cut. 
This was done in the form of relief work.for the neighbouring 
village, and was welcome assistance. ‘he floors in the whole 
building are going, and will soon need renewing. ‘whe manual 
training class room was in splendid order, this part of the 
children's work being particularly well done, and compares 
more than favorably with the larger schools. An outside 
Class room was being enlarged.

In reporting on his inspection of the Ahousaht 
Indian Residential School, Inspector Barry writes in part as 
follows: - 


"The exit from the dormitories to the escapes 
is by way of windows, which are covered with light wire 
screens. These can be knocked out by means of the axes 
kept near the windows. I think these wire screens might 
well be removed, and the windows just fastened with 
etring and wax seal. 


"I would recommend that the fire escape on the 
boys' side of the school be continued by steps to the 
ground, a very simple thing for the manual training class 
to do if they had the material. On the girls’ side the 
last flight of steps at least should be renewed and placed 
in a better position to give a more gradual slope and thus 
permit much wider steps. This escape should also be con- 
tinued to the ground. The windows on the girls' side 
should also have the wire screens taken off and string and 
Wax seal used. 


"A wooden escape might well be constructed to a 
window in the new dormitory building. Iron escapes are 
not in my opinion necessary here. They are just as danger- 
ous as wooden escapes though they look safer. If there is 
any fire near an escape, iron or wood, children will not 
come down it." 


Please discuss the Inspector's suggestion with the 
Principal, and you might then supply an estimate of the cost 
of the material thet would be needed. You will note from the 
above the Inepector considers that the mamal treining class 
can do the necessary work, without cost to the Department.

I went into the auestion of fire escapes and fire drills with 
great care. I noticed that my recommendation for a rope with an iron 
ring to fit under the leg of @ bed has not been acted on in the new 
dormitory building. It ie true that a second stair way has been 
constructed in that puilding, and the old wood shed removed. 


To vut it very bluntly, I AM NOT SATISFIED THAT PROPER FIRE 
DRILLS HAVE BEEN HE AT THIS SCHOOL SINCE MY LAST INSPECTION, Fire 
arills have been held down the stairs, but I do not believe that the 
old wooden fire escapes have been used for a long time. There are 
two of these wooden fire escaves, one at each end of the main school 
building. Neither reaches to the ground. The steps on the girls' 
fire escanve are so narrow that it is most dangerous for & child to 
come down. To make my inspection complete I managed to climb up 
this escape, but nad difficulty in coming down and had in fact to 
face the escape and use 4t as a ladder. As the escapes do not 
reach within some eight feet of the ground I could not get down +111 
a boy got @ step ladder and helped me. Such a condition,I think, 
should be done away with for the sake of the children, even if the

I would also urge that 
when the fire escapes have been lengthened as suggested above and the 
one on the girls' side changed, regular drills be organized down the 
new escapes. 


A wooden escape might well be constructed to 4 window in the 
new dormitory building.

I held the usual fire drill and found that the children could 
only use the ordinary stair ways from the dormitories, as they had 
not been trained to come down the wooden fire escapes. I made @ 
thorough inspection of these fire escapes and my remarks are contained 
in the attached report. The expense of the usual 4ron escapes would 
be high and I feel that the wooden escapes here might easily be made 
safe and convenient to use. I believe that the Indian Agent might 
well be asked to make @ report on this subject.

Owing to certain fire hazard at the Ahousaht, 

Alberni and Christie Indian Residential Schools, it has been 
decided to make an allowance, at the rate of $40.00 per month, 
towards the salary of a night watchman at each school for the 
period from November first, next, to April 30, 1937. This is 
the eame rate and for the same period as we provide grants for 
this purpose at a number of other schools, where there is fire 
hazard. 


You should immediately request each Principal to 
obtain the services of » reliable man to carry out the duties as 
night watchman. He should make hourly visits during the night 
throughout the building smd especially pay attention to the 
furnace room or where there is any dancer of fire. Should it be 
necessary to pay a watchman more salary than the grant we allow, 
the school authorities will be responsible for payment of same, 
from per capita allowances or other receipts of the school. 


The Department will rely on yourself and the Prin 
cipals to see that this service begins as from Novenber first, 
next. Payment of the allowance made by this Departrent towards 
Salery of the watchman will be made at the end of each month, 
upon receipt of a voucher, in triplicate, from you.e The voucher 
should be drawn, in the cnse of each school, as per the sample 
enclosed.

The fire escapes at this 

school are of wood construct- 
ion, an¥ placed at either end of the building. Sus- 
pended dver the top of one of these escapes is 4 large 
storage Yank, supported by a wooden trestle. The steps 
of escapes, being of wood, are slimy and dangerous. 
Orders have been given by myself to keep these sanded. 
Windows leading to these escapes, at a recent inspection, 
were found very difficult to open, especially in the 
small girls dormitory, which is located on the upper 
floor. These escapes, in the opinion of the writer, are 
not only worthless, but actually dangerous. iscapes 
have been recently overhauled and repaired, but are 
still unsatisfactory. 


pyrenes. These are 4 large, and several 
small extinguishers, distributed 
about the main building. These are all in working order, 


Fire Alarm. Alarm is sounded on a cook's 

triangle, which is also 
unsatisfactory, as the staff have not been properly 
trained in their respective duties. 


Hose and Water Supply. Both inadequate. in case of 

fire at this school, all efforts 
would have to be concentrated on the saving of life, as 
it is not considered that the building could be saved. 


It is a very difficult matter 
for the writer to make recommend- 
ations involving any great expense. The school, which 
is not owned by the Department, does not warrant any 
outlay. The building is old and badly constructed. 
Stairways are narrow, and the rooms poorly laid out. In 
short, it is,in my opinion, nothing short of a fire trap. 
It is,of course, essential that the children be given 
every protection possible, and I would respectfully 
submit the following recommendations. 
1. That a wooden fire escape be placed lesding from 
centre of building on the second floor approximately 
35 feet to ground. Labor to be provided by school staff. 
Estimated Cost § 100.00. 


2. That fire pails and axes be kept on each landing. 


3. That a gong be placed in lower hallway, with 
switch connection on each floor. Estimated Cost $50.00 


As an additional protection to 
the children, it is further respectfully suggested that 
definite instructions be issued by the Department to my- 
self, making me responsible for the training, and outlining 
of the duties of the watchmen at all schools.

I have your letter of the 2lst ultimo, re- 
porting on the condition of the fire escapes and fire 
fighting appliances at the Ahousaht Indian Residential 
School. 


It is noted that the fire escapes located 
at the ends of the building are of wooden construction 
and become elimy and dangerous in wet weather. It is 
noted, also, that you have given the school authorities 
instructions to see that these escapes are kept sanded. 
You should have the Principal see that these instructions 
are carried out and aleo that the windows leading to these 
escapes are arranged so that they will open without 
difficulty. 


I have noted your recommendation, that a wooden 
fire escape be placed, leading from centre of building on 
the second floor - a distance of approximately 35 ft. to 
the ground. The Department will approve of you having 
this work carried out. It is to be understood that the 
labour in constructing the fire escape will be provided by 
the school staff. You may arrange for the purchase of the 
material, from firms on the approved list, at a cost not 
exceeding your estimate, viz.: $100. 


You may arrange, also, to have a gong installed 
in the lower hallway, with a switch connection on each 
floor. The cost should not exceed your estimate of $50.

This school has been much improved by lining 

the inner walls and the addition of much needed plumbing, 
but at best it cannot be considered a safe or sanitary 

building. Pupilage is at its safe limit and, while all 
precautions are taken to prevent fire, I cannot feel assured 
of the safety of the children, as the buildings in which 
they are housed are old, dry and decayed, with narrow dark 
stairways. scapes are in good repair and all equipment 
is in good order. I am nevertheless convinced that, 
shoulda fire occur in the night, very few would escape. A 
very conscientious and careful watchman is employed and on 
duty at all times, and fire drills are carried out. 


During the month there were 32 children 
confined to bed with Influenza and Tonsilitis, which 
appeared to be general throughout the school. 


Kitchen, dormitories, classrooms and grounds 
were clean and tidy. Meals are ample, well cooked and 
varied. 


Class registers were not posted, and teachers 
were instructed to keep these up to date. 


Many pupils had the appearance oi slovenliness 
in habits and dress, and two cases of scabies were noted.

The school nurse, Mrs. M.B. Griffin, is 
remaining, pending instructions, and I 
would recommend that she be retained at 
Ahousaht until the end of March, as she 
is doing valuable work in the village and 
can be of great assistance with the day 
school, if such is approved. 


As this school was the property of, and 
conducted by, the Church, care was taken 
to avoid too close inquiry except in so 
far as loss of Government property and 
care ofpupils was concerned. 


Too much credence was not placed upon 
comments and theories advanced by different 
people, as all were more or less laboring 
under excitement and strain. 


It is however my opinion that faulty 
wiring was the cause. It will be noted 
from my reports on this school that, due 
to its condition, I have at all times 
stressed the importance of fire drills 
and the upkeep of escapes. 

Thanks to the discipline of the children, 
no one was lost or hurt. 

Great credit is due to Mrs. Preece, 
Kitchen Matron, Mrs. Griffin, Nurse, and 
Mrs. Sainsbury, Sewing Matron, whom I am 
informed were instrumental in giving the 
alarm, evacuating the school, and mster- 
ing the pupils in a place of safety.

Mr.Caldwell attempted to control the fire 
with an extinguisher without success. 


Villagers gave every assistance, but the 
supply of water was inadequate to cope 
with the situation, and the building was 
completely destroyed within the hour. 


It will be noted that the fire did not 
start in proximity to the chimneys, and 
that no inflammable material was stored in 
or near the building.

thirty were sent to their homes at 
various points on the Coast, and the 
remainder to their homes at Ahousaht. 
Children belonging to Ucluelet and 
Alberni have been entered at the day 
schools at these points, leaving forty 
at Ahousaht without 4 school, and approx~- 
imately twenty at other points. 


of the school staff, the Kitehen Matron, 
one teacher and the watchman have left, 
the remainder having taken up residence 
in the Principal's house, pending 
instruction from the jomen's Missionary 
Society lieadquarters. 


School Accounts, Books and accounts in connection with 
Books and necords. school revenue and disbursements were 
saved and available for audit. 


Recommendations. In view of the number of children now 
without a school, it is respectfully 
recommended that a temporary day school 
be opened at Ahousaht to care for the 
forty pupils there. 


The class rooms can be put in first class 
order for a very small sun. All that is 
required being 24 windows, 24 x 24, and 
a few bundles of shingles, approximately 
costing ¥¥0.00, including labour. 

fhe teacher remaining could occupy the 
residence, which is the property of the 
Department. 

All the desks were saved, but a supply 
of books and school supplies would be 
needed. 


As before mentioned, some ten of the 
remainder are already in day echool, and 
the balance, twenty in number, will be 
taken care of as soon as the new school 
at Alberni is completed. 
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se 5c. The school nurse, Mrs. .B. Griffin, is 
remaining, pending instructions, and i 
would recommend that she be retained at 
Ahousaht until the end of March, as she 
is doing valuable work in the village and 
ean be of great assistance with the day 
school, if such is approved. 


As this school was the property of, and 
conducted by, the Church, care was taken 
to avoid too ¢lose inquiry except in so 
far as loss of Government property and 
care of mpils was concerned. 


Yoo much credence was not placed upon 
comments end theories advanced by different 
people, as all were more or less laboring 
under excitement and strain. 


It is however my opinion that faulty 
wiring wes the cause. it will be noted 
from my reports on this sehool that, due 
to its condition, 1 have at all times 
stressed the importence of fire drills 
and the upkeep of escapes. 

Thanks to the discipline of the children, 
no one was lost or hurt. 

Greet credit is due to Mrs. Preece, 
‘itehen Matron, Mre,. Griffin, Nurse, and 
ure. Sainsbury, Sewing Matron, whom I am 
informed were instrumental in giving the 
alarm, evacuating the school, and mster- 
ing the pupils in a place of safety. 


In conclusion I would respectfully request 
that authority be granted to expend up to 
the amount of 9200.00, for the purpose of 
supplying clothing, bedding, ete. at 
discretion, in cases where hardship is being 
experienced due to influx of children in 
homes unprepared for them, and where 

parents are not in a position to supply 
necessities.

Buildings: The buildings are the property of the Women's 

po Missionary Society of the United Church of Canada. 
Since my last report the Manual Training Class under supervision 
has erected a second classroom described on previous pages of 
this report, and a building consisting of e large Manual Training 
room on the ground floor end a Boys' Dormitory with accommodation 
for a supervisor's room on the first floor. This dormitory is 

|24 feet by 48 feet, with a 12 feet by 16 feet supervisor's room. 

{The old woodshed which is falling down is only 12 feet from the 

| wall of this new building. I capider this old woodshed more or 
less of a fire hazard, and should like to recommend its removal. 
A new woodshed coulf be erected by the Manual Training Class if 
they were provided with lumber for this purpose. This woodshed 

| should be about 24 feet by 48 feet and should be erected at a 

| little distence from the other buildings and not fer from the 

| sea. There is a perfectly suitable site available. The totel 
cost of the lumber should be under $200.00, and I should only 
care to recommend this in the event of the Manual Training Cless 
| carrying out the work. 

: There is a fine wooden playground made with cedar 
planks. This has been added to since my last visit. It is now 
about 90 feet by 50 feet. The girls play basket ball here. 

A new floor is rather urgently required in the 
Dining Room and adjoining Kitchen. The present floor is very 
much worn. New treads on the steps of the stairs to playrooms are 
required. Extensive painting of the outside of the buildings 
is now necessary. 

The above remarks cover the main features noticed 
with regard to the actual buildings. I am not prepared to state 
just who should pay for the recommendations should these be 
Sanctioned. No doubt the United Church who own the building 
would be approached in this matter. 


Vocational Training: In addition to the usual house work, the 
girls learn to mend, darn, patch, make clothes, Etc. They make 
the boys! shirts. They knit, crochet, embroider, and do bead 
work. There are three sewing machines here, one being used by 
the staff. I believe that one new Singer Sewing machine TAILOR 
MODEL and one ordinary Singer machine should be added to the 
equipment, and charged against appropriations for Vocational 
Training in B.C.

Fire Protection: There arethree soda type extinguishers. 
These ought to be refilled, and the Indian 

Agent has been communicated with in this matter by the 
Principal. There are also five small Pyrene extinguishers. 
Inside the building there are two hydrants with hose. The 
water supply is from a tank at one end of the building. 

pout the level of the roof of the main 
bat leing, ut twelve feet in diameter and ten feet 

here is not of course sufficient pressure to send 
roof of the school. 

The water supply is from a surface well 
which is 12 feet deep to rock. This water is always slightly 
coloured, and gets rather bitter in summer. It has been 
analysed and found to be of good quality. The colour is 
probably due to the fact that there is a ceder swamp quite 
near the well. The supply of water available in the above 
mentioned well is satisfactory for domestic purposes. 

The well is ten feet by twelve feet and eight feet deep, when 
the water is most abundant. The tank can be kept full from 
this well during the summer by pumping twice a day. The 
pumping is done by a 6 H.P. Fairbanks gas engine attached 

to a pump. This engine also supplies the power to run the 
laundry machinery mentioned below. 

Regular fire drills are held and that 
carried out during my visit was quite satisfactory.

Mr. Frost was not with me during this inspection tour. 
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The attached Financial Statement for the period 
January 1, 1933 to December 31, 1933 was prepared for me while 
I was at the school. The books appear to me to be well kept. 
The general business administration is excellent. This scRool 
costs the W.M.S. of the United Church a considerable sum yearly 
in excess of the Per Capita Grant made by the Department. 


General: 


There is no doubt whatever that this is one of the 
best administered Indian “esidential Schools in British Columbia. 
The children are very happy, a condition which I do not find 
geeveneng in all our schools, and they are in the best of health. 
There is little if any corporal punishment. The work done in the 
schoolrooms is superior to that in similar schoolrooms in other 
Indian Residential Schools, and far superior to that of the 
Provincial Day Schools as the passing of the entire Eighth Grade 
in the Provincial Entrahce Examination in June proves. 
I have every reason to consider the Rev. Mr. Jones a highly efficient 
and successful principal, and I hope that he will remain here for 
a number of years. I know that he has lately refused a transfer 
to a school outside of this Province.

G. H. Barry, District Inspector of Indian 
Schools, B. C., covering his report of inspection 
on the 23rd and 24th March, 1936, of the Ahouseht 
Indian Residential School, West Coast Agency, B. C- 


T am in agreement that a portion of the 
B. C. Special Vote for Technical Education might 
properly be used for the purposes suggested by 
Inspector Berry. 


Arrangements can conveniently be made to 
have our Indian Agricultural Agent visit this 
School and discuss with the Principal at the School 
what means can best be employed in order to bring 
the cultivable land into use. I have no record, 
however, of the area of land owned by the United 
Church in the School region and would like to have 
information on this point before asking the Indian 
Agricultural Agent to discuss plans for agricultural 
developments at the School. Perhaps the Department 
can furnish this information and possibly a plan 
of the parcel for identification purposes.

@enitary Conditions : 


The Principal and supervisors do all that 
they can, I pelieve, to keep the place clean, It is a 
very old building and can never again be strictly clean. 
I am satisfied that the whole of the school is cleaner 
than was the case when I last visited here in April 1937. 


In several reports I have explained the 
lack of sufficient toilet and washroom accommodation. 


There are only two wash basins and one wash 
tub downstairs for the thirty eight boys. There is no 
toilet upstairs for the use of the boys at night. There 
are in fact only two downstairs toilets for the boys and 
these are in a dark partitioned off part of the basement. 


On the girls side the accommodation is a 
little better. Here there are a bath, two wash basins 
and a toilet up stairs, and one wash fasin and two toilets 
on the ground floor. 


{The children are clean, though I understand 
that in common with many Indian children at the West Coast 
schools they are rather troubled with fleas. These exist in 
large numbers in the Indian villages and are a trouble to 
members of the staff as well as to the children. The 
children have at least one warm supervised bath a week, 
Two boys no Longer share a bath together as mentioned in 
my last report. 

The general sanitary condition of the school 
might be improved as I said in my last report. This has 
been partly achieved but I wish to recommend the following 
changes even if the school buildings are only to be used 
for one more year. 


A single toilet should be placed in the 
boys! dormitory in the same way that this has been done on 
the girls'side of the school. This toilet can easily be 
connected to the present black iron plumbing, and water 
pipe also attached. 
The present two toilets in the boys! basement 


\ should be taken right out of the school. The smell from 
|these very old type toilets is bad, The actual toilets 


and tanks are of no further use. No new toiket bowls should |! 


be placed in the basement on the boys! side. 

A range of at least four new toilets should 
be constructed outside the school buildings and at the rear 
of the present schoolrooms for the use of the boys. These 
toilets would be placed over pits dug suf iciently deep. 


There would be no danger of the school well being contaminated 


as there is a deep ditch with water draining to the sea 
between the proposed site of the new toilets and the school. 


This matter has been mentioned to the Indian 
Agent and I have asked tne Principal to talk to the Agent 
about it as the matter is urgent. 


The septic tanks overflowed since my last 
inspection. They were then emptied by puckets, but the 
fluid in the drain pipes backing up spread under the school. 
Lime was used freely I am told. Part of the trouble is the 


usual draining of soap and water from the laundry and kitchens 


into the septic tanks, The bacteria are thus killed and 
the tanks do not function. I doubt that much can be done 


except to lay a new drain for the laundry water which could be 


taken away to the low lying ground at the back of the school.

The children are well clothed, and appear 
happy. The tone in the school is not as good as was 
the case on the occasion of my last inspection, This 
is due to two facts:- 
(a) Children have come here from Alberni Indian 
Residential School, where every member of the 
Staff carried a strap, I am now informed, 
These children have never learned how to 
work without punishments and have not helped 
the Ahousaht School, 


The present Girls! Supervisor is from the 
Alberni Residential School Staff and though 
her ideas of constant punishment have been 
considerably curtailed by the Principal, her 
influence on staff and girls is distinctly 
poor in my opinion, She will be permitted 
to resign at the end of June and will I hope 
never be again employed in an Indian school, 


; The general administration of the school is no w 
) better than was the case last year. The Principal knows 

' perfectly well the things that should be done, and should 
not be done in a school like this, I consider Mr. Caldwell 
a very fine Principal. He is allowing his nerves to get 
the better of him, and resorts on occasion,on his own 
statement,to the use of the drug called in popular language 
Luminol., I told him this was a poor practice, but he uses 

} it he says on Sundays to help him to get through the many 
duties of that day. 


The heating of the school is by means of hot water, 


I wish to recommend that the boiler expert, Mr Arnall, 
be sent to examine the boiler at this school, and to advise 
on what might be done to protect the laundry, machinery or 
rather the children using it from accident. Only a very 
short time ago one boy had his arm smashed up in the extractor 
and has in consequence lost the arm, 


I suggested the erection of simple wooden guards 
which could be done by the Manual Training Class orthe older 
boys in the case that there is no actual Manual Training Class, 
I told the Principal that I should recommend that the Boiler 
Inspector be sent to the school and that he would then no 
doubt examine the other machinery at the school and advise, 


The wash rooms and kitchen, and other parts of 
the school, wit: exceptions noted above, were in reasonably 
clean condition, 


I believe that I have covered in general the more 
important items noted during the inspection, 


An approved oil burner is being used in the kitchen 
range, and vitrified ware is being used on the children's 
dining tables in place of lien so ates and mugs,

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I am forwarding herewith my report 
on the Ahousaht Indian Residential School, West Coast 
Agency, which I inspected on April 5th, though I was 
a guest of the school for several days. 


Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge was with 
me during tt arger part of the inspection. 


Much of the wotk done during my time 
at Ahousaht was in connection with my School Survey of 
the west Coast Agency. The report on this will have 
been read, and I would ask you to consider the general 
rather poor condition of things at Ahousaht as but one 
feature of the general schovl situation on the coast. 


I do not recommend any great expenditure 
on the present Ahousaht School. The building is not the 
property of the Indian Affairs Branch, but is owned by the 

omen'ts Missionary Society of the United Church of Canada. 


There is quite sufficient iushes now at 
the school to allow for the erection in the village of 
Ahousaht of a good one room Day School. This iuaber was 
provided for the new laundry and gymnasium building, but 
IT would recommend that all further building operations at 
the Ahousaht Residential School be delayed till a decision 
has been reached as to where a Residential School is to be 
located on the Coast. 


I believe that Ucluelet is the proper 
place for the Consolidated School, and that Ahousaht can 
be taken care of by a good one room y School.

He has however been most active in helping in every way

@. tional Training: 
The Vocational Instruction of the Girls 
is that usual in the Indian Residential Schools in this 
Province. They learn to cook, and carry out the various 
cleaning operations in the house, They sew, mend, darn, 
patch, crochet, knit, etc. In the way of Arts and Crafts 
| some very nice bead work is done by the older girls. 
There do not appear to be any special Classes for the Girls 
} in the Vocational Training. They simply learn by doing 
| the various operations. One or two of the older girls help 
in the Principal's Residence and thus gain a cnowledge of 
more advanced house work, cooking, etc. 
I should like to see far more definite 
instruction given in Arts and Crafts which would enable 
the Indian women to make a little money by ork done in 
their own homes. Much of the mat work and weaving around 
articles done on the West Coast is very well carried out 
and in advance of the same sort of thing done in other parts 
of British Columbia. 
The Half Day System has been extended 
here as recommended in my former report of March 1936 Page 4. 
Although a Mr. R. F. Schuetze has been appointed as Manual 
Training Instructor, and the school receives the usual 
grant of some $480,00 per annum towards salary, little if 
any regular Manual Training has been done. 
. It will be remembered that the Indian 
parents approched me and asked that their boys be taught 
the maintenance and repair of marine engines. This is 
mentioned on Page 4 of my last report. Nothing has so far 
been done in this line of activity. 
The Principal tells me that they have 
been much occupied in the following projects in which the 
boys helped. I shall give the Principal's own words:- 
"Work done by the boys during the yeari- 
Carpentry and building construction in building of a residence 
at the school, a porch in front of the school building, 
additions to fire escapes, floor laying in school building, 
cement mixing. Gardening in planting and care of rhubarb, 
and small fruits. Ga@neral in clearing of land and pulling 
stumps by machinery. Various engine repairs and construction 
of stump pulling m.chinery.

I doubt that the work done in pulling 
stumps has been worth while. The new Principal's Residence 
wag no doubt necded if the school is to be carried on here. 
The additions to the Fire Escapes were necessary. 
The fact of the matter is that the Vocational 
[raining here is not anything more that just the ordinary 
everyday work of the school, and far below the standard that 
I expected when I recommended the extension of the Half Day 
System. In a small school with a small staff it is most 
difficult to arrange for the type of Manual Training and other 
Vocational Training which will be of use to the pupils on 
graduation, I still consider that tnere is room for a great 
advance in this sort of work at this school, 
Fire Protection: This was covered in detail in my last 
report. Briefly I may say that the 
ropes recommended in the new dormitory building have been 
placed there. Rings have not been used. The ropes are tied 
to the beds. The screens over the windows through which 
exit is made from the dormitories to the fire escapes have 
been removed, and the windows are only fixed ith small hooks 
hich any child could open in a second. 
The escapes have been continued to the 
ground as I recommended. 
The Principal tells me that he has been 
provided with a copy of the regulations for Fire Drills.

The following are the exact words of the Principal 
with regard to Fire Appliances ,as handed in a statement to me. 


"Three fire gongs, one on second and third floor 

of main bhilding, one in ottside dormitory. Two 
automatic switches, one on main and one on second 
floor of main building. Two switches, one in 

basement furnace room, one in outside dormitory 
building. Any and all of these switches and automatic 
alarms will operate all gongs. 


Two outside wooden fire escajes, one on each side 

of the building, opening out of all dormitories. 
Steps kept sanded. Windows affording egress to fire 
escapes sufficiently large for exit, approached in 
smaller children's dormitories by short stens from 
inside; all exit windows easily opened, two on 
hinges. Axes kept at each window. Three fire pails, 
kept full, in each dormitory. Two exits by stairs 
from outside dormitory, in which are also ropes 
affording exit from all windows. 


Night watchman patrolling building, inside and out, 

at night. Fire drills taken. Time for emptying school 
and checking children outside under daylight drill 
conditions, 1 minute. 


All members of staff instructed in fire emergency 
duties. Seven fire extinguishers distributed 
throughout building and in lighting power house, 
Gasoline for engines kept well away from buildings. 


No fires kept in any premises throughout the night." 


I am now satisfied that Fire Drills are 
being held in this school. 


Dormitories: The general condition of the dormitories 

does not appear to me to be as good as on 
former visits. The rooms require more airing, and windows 
should be kept open even at night. 

When I visited one of the Boys Dormitories 
the windows in the day time were all closed, there was a 
definited smell in the room, I turned down ON bed and 
found that the sheets and mattress had been wet by the boy 
and the bed made up. This was of course pointed out to the 
Principal who tells me that the boy in question is one of 
those from Alberni Residential School, who does not as yet 
altogether know the rules of the school on this matter, 
I think the dormitories might be cleaner and the beds better 
made up. 

There are plenty of covers for the children, 
Some of the mattresses have been renewed since my last visit. 


Therewere no signs of overcrowding. 


Dining oms? The floors of the Dining Room and Kitchen 

have been renewed since my last visit. 
As I spent several days at the school, I had a good opportunity 
to observe the type of meals served to the childrem, 

The Weekly Menu is the same as that copied 
into my last report, and it is not being repeated here for 
that reason. The Principal tells me that he is supplying 
rather more fish now, 

The Kitchen and Dining Room are clean and 
the meal served in a satisfactory manner, The food is in my 
opinion of sufficient quantity, good quality, and fair variety. 
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Inspector's Report on Ahousaht School: Page 6 


Water Supply: This is as previously reported from a surface 
well, The quality of the water is satisfactory, 
though the colour is a distinct yellow, 

Pumped from the well the water is stored in a 
small tank located over the Girls! Fire Escape at the end of 
the school building. The pressure in the hose pipes is very 
low, as the tank is on a level with the top of the building. 

There is no possibility of successful attack 
on a fire which had any start. The proper thing to do here 
is to clear the building in case of fire and let the school 
burn, There is not sufficient water to fight fire in ang case. 


Sanitary Conditions: 


While I believe that the Principal and Staff 
do all they can to keep the place clean, the general 
impression received from a thorough examination of the whole 
school is one of lack of a high standard of cleanliness. 


It is true that in such an old building as 
this the cleaning of floors etc. is difficult. I still 
believe that more could be done, and the children trained in 
dusting and polishing, at least to a greater extent than is 
being done at the moment. The dormitories need greater 
attention. 

I explained in my last report the lack of 
sufficient toilet and washroom accommodation, 


There we only two wash basins and one wash 
tub downstairs for all the boys. There is no toilet up stairs 
for the use of the boys at night. There are in fact only two 
downstairs toilets for the boys. 

On the Girls' side the toilet accommodation 
is a little better, Here there are a bath, two wash basing, 
and a toilet up stairs, and one wash basin and two toilets 
on the ground floor, 

The children are clean, They receive at least 
one warm supervised bath per week, The Principal informs me 
that two boys have to share the bath together. 


The kitchens and other parts of the school are 
clean. On the whole the school is not tidy. 


The general sanitary condition of the school 
might I think be greatly improved even if the building is so 
old that its replacement within a few years in either Ahousaht 
or other coast village is a matter of necessity. 


General: 

The children are well clothed, and appear 
happy. There is a good tone in the school, The whole place 
is administered as a sort of large family. 


The classroom work is one of the best features 
of the school, The lack of definite Manual Training has been 
noted, and I am sorry that more instruction in marine engine 
work has not been attempted. Too much time has been given 
to clearing land_y bh. I much doubt will ever be used, 

ar more supervised play is necessary. 
The old Basket Ball court, made of a large wooden playground, 
has been allowed to fall into such a state of disrepair that 
it is impossible to use it.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I am forwarding herewith my report 
on the Ahousaht Indian Kesidential School, West Coast 
Agency, which I inspected on March 14th, though I was 
at the school from March 13th to the morning of the 15th. 


During my visit I had plenty of time 
to note the conditions of the school, and was glad to 
find that there had been some improvement in the sanitary 
state of the buildings since my previous report. 


Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge was not 
with me during any part of the inspection as he was 
delayed by the great storm we have had on the “est Coast 
this last week. He will however see the school on his 
present inspection trip up the coast, and I spoke to him 
of one or two matters when we met at Tofino the most 
important of which was the provision of outside toilet 
accommodation for the boys. I think that the school will 
be able to arrange this without expense or reference to 
the Department. Mr. Caldwell was informed by me that if 
he wished to use any part of the available lumber at the 
school he would have to get the sanction of the Department 
as this lumber was provided for a laundry, etc., at present 
held up till the Indian Affairs Branch decide on the location 
of a new Residential School on the West Coast. 


Mrs Caldwell has been ill and had I am 
told an operation when in Victoria a few months ago. 
She is not taking any part in the management of the school 
now, She looked to me rather ill. 


I explained to Mr, Caldwell that what 
he called the Indian Agent's promise that a new Residential 
School would be built this year should never have been given 
as the Indian Agent has no knowledge of where or when the 
Department may decide to build a school. I told him that 
I did not know just what would be done, but that in any case 
he had better make arrangements to continue the Ahousaht 
Residential School for at least another year from September 
1938, I explained that it would take time to build a new 
Residential School in any case and that I was not certain 
that the Department would have the funds necessary this year. 
His own letter from the Woman's Missionary Soelety indicates 
that Mr. Hoey considered that no funds were available in the 
1938-39 estimates and that the use of the Ahousaht School 
must be continued for the present. 


I do not think that there is anything else 
of a confidential nature to which r attention should be

This teacher was trained at the 

Victoria Normal School, and holds a B.C,Interim Second 
Class Certificate. He attended the Provincial Summer 
School in Victoria in 1937 to take the necessary courses 
towards his permanent standing as a teacher in t 
Province. He will need to again attend the Provincial 
Summer School this year to satisfy the Provincial 
regulations, after which he will be an applicant for 4

as Mr. Mathews shows ability as a teacher, can foliow suggestions 
and has a nice manner with the children in the classroom, 


Miss Katherine Sceats: Age 19 
This girl is still very young in many

Miss Sceats was trained at the Victoria 
Normal School, and at present holds an Interim Second Class 
Certificate in B.C. She will have to attend the Provincial 
Summer School in Victorie this year to obtain credits 
towards her permanent standing as a teacher. 


Remarks relative to methods employed by teachers: 


There is little to add to the above. 
these two young teachers are trying to carry out my suggestions. 
They were given definite instructions before first taking up 
their positions and have been given many suggestions during 
this present inspection. Mr. Mathews is a great success 
in the duties falling to him outside the actual classroom work.

Senior Room Division 1: Teacher Mr. W. Mathews 26 desks, 


Morning Class: Grades 5, 6, 7B and 8A 16 pupils 

Afternoon Class: Grades ta, 8A and 8B and 6 one Boy 14, 

The children are working on the Half Day System but the 

Grade 8A class is in school all day as is one boy in Grade 6, 
who is unable to do much work outside, 

These Morning and Afternoon classes change around monthly. 


In general the children have been promoted to 
their present Grades on the opening of the Spring Term 
February lst last. 

The afternoon class is much brighter that the 
Morning group of pupils. 

The Arithmetic is weli up to standard. I have 
sugzested a better grouping of Grades for this subject. 
Grades 5 and 6 can always be taught together in such schools 
as this, while Grades 7 and & should also work together in 
Arithmetic. One of the two girls in Grade 8A could write 
the Entrance Examination Test in June. None should however 
go on to actual High School work, 

Reading is quite good, The Reading Exercise 
Work Books are being used properly and answers placed in 
the ordinary exercise books and not the actual Work Books 
thus saving these for another year, More Choral Reading 
is necessary to teach the proper reading of Phrases. 

In all Grades the English Usage and Composition 
Work Books are used with success. At least one exercise 
is now done a day in each Grade, 

The prescribed texts in Elementary Science are 
being used with some success, 

The Writing of the various Grades is now quite good. 

Singing is satisfactory. 

Not sufficient attention has been given to Art. 

I spent some time in talking to children and teacher with 
regard to this. The whole subject of the work to be sent 
to Vancouver for the forthcoming Arts and Crafts Exhibition 
was gone into with care after Eving Prayers when the Staff 
and older pupils were all together. 

I think rather advanced texts are being used in 
History in Grades 7 and 8. This is to prepare the pupils 
for the High School Entrance Test. I taught an outline 
lesson on British History to link this up with World and 
Canadian History, and suggested that the teacher would do 
well to just fill in the detail in the outline thus given, 

Spellimg is good. 

Geography is perhaps just satisfactory. More 
work is necessary on the various parts of the British Empire. 


Though there has not been much change since the 
last inspection in the type of work done I do think that 
there has been some progress. 


Still more oral teaching is necessary, This is 
of course just where young teachers find the work so difficult. 
They rely far too much on texts which they have not themselves 
read in many cases. May I here again suggest that the 
| Department while giving all the Work Books asked for cut 
down the supply of actual text books to a minimum. One of 
each of the new texts in History and Geography and Science 
jis all that is necessary. I much dislike to see the dozens 
|of beautiful texts in rooms where the teacher does not know 
anything like enough of the subjects to make it possible 
for the children to make use of the books so freely given 
by the Department. Work Books are of course in a different 
class and these are as a rule not very expensive and might 
well be distributed freely to give all the pupils a chance 
to improve their English...

Remarks relative to examination of pupils continued: 


Rasor Room Division 2 Teacher Miss K. Sceats 38 desks. 


All Day Class: Grades 3, 2, and 1. 38 pupils in all. 


The children in these Grades were promoted 
to the various classes and Sub Grades in September. 


In general the Reading is quite good. 

Grade 1C know some 60 Sight Words and are about 
half way through Two Little Indians, With an experienced 
teacher this would now be finished. Grade 1B are at the 
end of Friends, and should now read the Highroads Primer 
from the Board and do other reading work in any texts available. 
Grades lA, 2, and 3, are reading the Highroad Readers and 
Grade 3 works the exercises in the Reading Exercise Work Book, 

Grades 3 and 2 are doing very good work in 
Arithmetic. Grade 3 knows Short Multiplication and Short 
Division to times 8, while Grade 2 can add and subtract when 
there is carrying and borrowing. The various Sub Grades of 
Grade 1 are far too slow in the Combinations and “eparations. 
They must work quich drills daily and this has of course been 
explained to the teacher. 

The Writing is very satisfactory. 

Art Work has improved since my last inspection. 


The teacher has some very good work on the 
Boards. She has been given many suggestions. 

It must be understood that this young teacher 
has as yet very little idea of the real methods which bring 
success in the classroom. Many old fashioned ideas of control 
and punishment will have to be eliminated, and she will need 
to understand the psychology of education better before she 
can be classified as a successful teacher. 


Some distinct progress has been made since my 
last inspection however, and the general standing of the 
Grades is satisfactory. 


Looking on the work of the two Divisions as 
a whole I may say that the ducation given in this school 
is at much the same level as that of last year, Individual 
pupils have made progress, and Mr, Mathews has improved a 
little in his oral teaching. Much remains to be done still. 


Suggestions of all sorts have been made to 
improve the work in the various Grades, I have taught lessons 
myself and obtained very good response from the pupils, 


The children coming on from the late Alberni 
Indian Residential School have upset the work here, just as 
they have at the Ucluelet Indian Day School, 


The Alberni Indian Residential School was so 
badly managed that its effects are now being felt in the other 
schools to which pupils have been transferred, 


With kind treatment and good teaching technique 
Mr. Mathews and Miss Sceats may again bring these Divisions 
to the standard achieved before the arrival of the Alberni 
children, 
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Report on Ahousaht Indian Residential School: Page 4. 


@ Vocational Training: 


The whole of my remarks under this 
heading on Page 4 of my report of April 14th 1937 might 
with truth be coped here. 


I am attaching as Page 5 of this report 
the statement of Manual and Vocational Training prepared 
for me at Ahousaht. 


I am inclined to think that the girls 
get a good training in the usual work of a house, They 
learn to cook, sew, mend, darn crochet, knit, and bake. 
A few of the older children heip in the Principal's House 
and probably gain more from this than from the ordinary 
instruction in the school kifchens etc. 


More instruction would be of advantage 
in Indian Arts and Crafts. My evening talk to staff and 
senior pupils will I believe lead to the employment of a 
Mrs, Nellie Jacobson (Indian) who could well instruct in 
basket making and weaving and bead work, The school will 
exhibit in Vancouver in the forthcoming Arts and Crafts 
Exhibition which has here already given incentive to greater 
effort in those arts which might bring in a little income 
to children on graduation. 


The Mr. R.F.Schuetze mentioned in my 
last report as having been appointed a Manual Training 
Instructor is no longer here. It appears that any well 
trained man can easily get more that 4480.00 a year in the 
new gold mines starting near here. 


Though the Principal make quite a lot 
of the work done in Practical Engineering as stated on 
Page 5. I am not satisfied that in fact very much real 
training has been given, The wrk he speaks of is just 
that usual around a Residential School. It has bem carried 
ovt under the supervision of his owm son in part at least. 


May I suggest that the grant of $480.00 
made for Manual Training be withdrawn till a fairly well 
qualified man is appointed to the staff for this work. 

I am very much dissatisfied with the present Manual Training 
and Engineering, and find that the tools are not being in 

my opinion properly cared for, I could only find some of 
these, as they ap ear to be distributed in the boat, the 
Manual Training Shop, and other places. 


Fire Protection: 

This has been covered in detail in 
my previous reports on the school, 

Windows leading to fire escapes are 
fixed with string and seals, and small hooks which can 
be opened in a moment, 

The Fire Drill carried out at my request 
was very satisfactopy. 

No fires are kept in any of the buildings 
through the night. This has made conditions rather hard 
on the staff and children in the cold weather. 

A night watchman is employed for the 
six months November to April inclusive. 

The Principalts report on the Fire 
Protection at the school is given as Yage 6 of this report. 

The fire hazard at this school is much 
greater than that in most of the other Indian Residential 
Schools in British Columbia.

The general condition of the dormitories 
is much better.than that noted on the occasion of my last 
visit. 
The beds were better cared for than has 
been the case in the past. I understand that one of the 
lady members of the staff now has charge of the dormitories. 


Several new mattresses have been purchased 
since my last visit. The children have plenty of covers. 
On each bed I found a mattress, these vary in condition, 
a pillow, pillow slip and pair of flannel sheets, two quilts 
and a blanket. 
There were no signs of overcrowding. 


Dining Rooms: 

I spent almost two days at the school 
from the 15th to the 15th of March, and had an opportunity 
to see several meals served to the children. 

I have included the Diet Sheet prepared 
for me at the sch 8 of this report. 

T room are clean though 
the building is so old. ved. 
I think that fresh white lino 
be placed on the tables this summer, and would sugges 
that Ehe Indian Agent take this into consideration as I 
have not mentioned it to the Principal. 

The food is good and of sufficient variety. 
The children have plenty to eat. 


Water Supply: 
This is from a surface well, The quality 
of the water is satisfactory I believe though the colour 
is a distinct yellow, 
I understand that when the septic tank 
overflowed and sewage backed up under the school some 
might possibly have drained into the well through the surface 
soil, The water is being tested for bacteria I understand. 
Pumped from the well, which is located 
well to the rear of and below the level of the school 
thewater is stored in a small tank over the Girls' Fire Escape. 
The pressure in the fire hose is of course very low as the 
tank is level with the top of the school building. 
There is no possibility of fighting a fire 
here if it once took hold of the old building. 
The septic tanks are well down towards the 
sea in fromt of the school and on the opposite side to the 
well. Between the tanks and the well tnewe is a ridge of rock 
on which the actual school is puilt. I do not think that 
the well water has been contaminated in any dangerous manner.

This school is being conducted in the 
two old classrooms formerly part of the Ahousaht Indian 
Residential School. The school in its present location 
is on United Church property. The buildings are of little 
value and would not be worth moving, though possibly some 
of the windows might be made use of in a new day school 
should the Lepartment decide to build one in the sAhousaht 
village as 1 have recommended. Blackboards in the Primary 
Room are not of much use for a new school while those in the 
Senior Room might be used in conjunction with new boards in 
the proposed/new school, Desks could of course be used if 
\ od were mgunted on the usual strips of wood.

IT am forwarding herewith my report on 
the Ahousaht Indian Residential School, United Church, 
West Coast Agency, which I inspected on April Srd and 4th 
last. 


During my visit I had plenty of time to 
note a number of {mprovements from @ sanitary point of 
view, new baths and toilets, and a better arranged laundry 


The school is old and not worth very much 
as far as the buildings are concerned. The Principal has 
a nearly new house adjoining the school buildings. The 
Department of course does not own this school. 

The actual academic work is satisfactory, 
and the children appear well clothed and fairly clean. 
IT hope that they receive the weekly warm bath which I 
was told they had. 


The Indian Agent is active and has visited 
this school regularly. I do not believe that he is very 
well satisfied with the administration. As no doubt the 
Ahousaht Residential School will soon be absorbed in a 
new Indian Residential School at Alberni or other point 
I am not prepared to make any recommendation as to 4 change 
of Principals. I do not believe that the Department should 
spend much on this old building.

The colour of the water is a light yellow 
but it has been tested again and again and found good 
for domestiv use. 


Water is pumped from this well to a small 
tank located over the girls! fire escape. This tank is 
about the level of the roof of the school. No great 
pressure exists in the fire mains and it would not be 
possible to fignt a tire at this school should it have 
taken any sort of hold on the old buildings. 


(f) General Conditions: 
The children are well clothed and appear 
to be quite happy. 


he toilets and wash places are clean, 
The staff in general appears to have been better selected 
than was the case some years ago. Mrs Caldwell is now 
much improved in health and her influence is for the good 
of the school. 


The Principal put forward a number of plans 
by which the Indians would be helped in fishing if his 
statements may be believed, I should suggest to the Denartment 
that great care be exercised in considering Mr Caldwell's plans. 
The fact is that last year he informed me that he was making 
use of the drug called in popular language "Luminol"., At the 
time I warned him against the use of such drugs, but I am not 
satisfied that he took my advice. 


There has not perhaps been any very great change 
in the administration of the school since my last visit. 
The Principal again and again mentioned to me his wide 
experience with Indians in the past in other parts of Canada. 


The Indian Agent keeps a very close eye on this 
school, and I am very glad that this is so. At times I doubt 
that conditions between inspections are up to the level found 
by me on my yearly visits.

mentioned). Upon completion of our road, we shall have 4 
a@irect connection with Matilda Creek where we can always 
get our freight without danger or loss, and we shall also 
be connected with the provincial road which when completed 
will enable us to load a truck at the steamer and unload 
directly into our store house. I want to impress upon 
you the difficulties of the present way of landing our 
freight on the open beach which is exposed to the rolling 
surf of the Pacific. The Provincial Police attempted to 
land here in an empty yawl . The seas turned them over and 
our boys had to go to their help. On the 13th of Dec. it 
was too rough to have the steamer stop here so our freight 
was taken around to Gibson's dock, on the 17th the seas 
having gone down considerably Mr. Gibson offered to bring 
around my freight in their big boat the "Anchorite". (We 
have no engine for our boat so I have to hire boats for 
all the work). The boat was driven aground on our beach. 
I hired three other boats to attempt salvage put it was 
impossible to pull her off. The waves pounded her to 
pieces before the next high tide. This boat was valued 
at $5,000.00. They had insurance on her up until three 
months ago, so it is 4& total loss to our neighbour 

except the parts we salvaged from the wreck the next

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day. Since then they have made three attempts to load 

the engine on a barge but the surf ig too strong. Every 
Government and Church official who has visited here seree 
that a road to the calm waters of the Creek is necessary. 


The proposed road will do this and in addition 
will eventually land us at the dock. 


There is one other advantage in this road. We 
have here about 11 acres of level land (the bed of a lake 
drained by ditches) samples of this soil have been sent 
to the Agricultural College and they tell us we need to 
put fertilizer into the soil and say that kelp is the 
best. Every year tons of kelp is deposited on Powel Beach. 
This beach is less than 200 yards from the proposed road 
at one point. Here we propose to build a branch road out 
to the beach. Here we can haul the kelp to the farm, at 
present the land is too impoverished to grow anything, 
but with ample fertilizer we can grow enough feed to keep 
cows as well as provide vegetables for the school. At 
present all these have to be purchased in Victoria or 
Vancouver. 


This road will also provide an excellent walk 
for the children. At present we have only a narrow plank 
walk from school to village. 


It is proposed to build the road where it is 
close to ground of cedar, where it is above ground of 
fir and spruce. The enclosed sketch shows method of 
construction. You will se that the car or truck will 
be running on four inch plank. The centre is filled in 
with two inch plank. The logs at the side are safety 
buffers. Part of the road is through heavy timber. 
This will supply us with fuel for some years to come. 
The school land adjoins Mr. Duncan's land. He will ve 
pleased to grant "Righ? of way" over his property. 


The length af road will be a little less than 
2000 yards {ncluding the branch to Powel Beach the cost 
I have carefully calmlated to be no more than $6500.00. 


I hope yot will give this item your best 
consideration.

I heve no record 
however, of the area of land owned by the United Church in 
the school region and would like to have information on this 
point before asking the Indian Agricultural Agent to discuss 
plans for agricultural developments at the school.

With reference to your letter of March 31st, 
last, enclosing copy of Inspector Barry's report, dated 
March 29th, regarding the Ahousaht Indian Residential 
School, the Department wrote Mr. Agent Ashbridge. He 
has replied stating that he considers something can be 
done in the raising of vegetables and small fruits, as 
the land available has been recently drained and only 
needs fertilizer, which can be obtained without cost. 
The Agent further states that, in view of the nature 
of the soil and the recent drainage, he considers it 
advisable to carry out experimental work only during 
the present year. 


Mr. Ashbridge would, however, appreciate 
having the Indian Agricultural Agent visit the school 
and look over the farm with a view to making any 
suggestions he considers advisable. No doubt, you can 
arrange to have him do this, but it should be kept in 
mind that the De tment is not in a position to incur 
any expenditure in connection with cultivating land at 
the Ahousaht Residential School.

Dear Sir: 


I am enclosing the census returns and have 
completed it as far as possible. You will notice that at 
present we are functioning without a Group Committee. We 
have had no camps and also, which may seem strange, no 
disbursements. 


As this is an Indian Residential School and 
the people are here at all times and as there is nobody in 
the village who would be suitable on a Group Committee, 

Mr. Jones and I decided that it was not worth while bothering 
about such a group, yet. If it is desirable to have one in 
order to conform with the regulations, we can make one with 
the members of the staff. Things are entirely different up 
here from conditions in town and we have to "wink the eye" 

at a number of things, yet it is the Scout Law and Promise 
that have done a lot to make the situation as well as it is. 


We are also handicapped in that we have no 
place wh fib we can call our own. We use the dining room for 
our neous for the weather forbids any outside work and 
the room is certainly not conducive to good Scouting. 


A number of the boys at the village, ages 
between twenty and twenty five, wiéh to become Rovers. I 
have never had anything to do with Rover Scouts myself but 
I am sure that none of them, at present, could live up to 
the Rover standard. I have given them the books "Rover 
Scouts, What They Are" and am hoping that they will wish to 
take it up. It will be very difficult for them in the 
village and I am afraid many points wilihave to be over- 
looked but if a fellow is honestly doing his best, why 
stop him. 


My plan is to have them on a different 
night to Scouts, but I am very handtcapped when I attempt 
anything. First they have only the scholastic mentality of a 
teen-aged boy yet their sexual knowledge is worthy of 
Solomon. Secondly, it is impossible to get away to camp 
and their social activities are far from proper, while 
thirdly it is necessary to attend church in a body and 
even then there is not much devotion evident. 
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Then again, I am the only person who could 

ge the position of Rover Leader and I am only twenty-one, 

Stranger in this district and still slightly acquainted with 
these boys, or really young men, who wish to become Rovers. 
Added to that list comes a far greater technical fault. I 
have not received nor even applied for a Scoutmaster'ts warrant 
so that according to the letter of the law we are in a pretty 
sad mess. 


But a Scout always whistles and smiles so I 
go smiling along with the knowledge that the boys themselves 
don't know what a hole they are in and keep whistling to buoy 
up my spirits if things ever appear to fall. 


My Cubs are my greatest joy. I have a wonder- 
ful time with them, eleven all told, three of whom can only 
talk a little English, but for want of more definite inform- 
ation I have filled in the census to read "eleven Cubs". [If 
I am out of order please let me know but meanwhile we are 
having great fun. 


AS you surmised, Mr. Dent has left and is now 
at Columbia College, New Westminster, while I have taken his 
place at the school. Mr. Dent very kindly left all his Scout 
books here so I will not require the books I ordered before 
I left Victoria. 


If you could give me some "fatherly advice" 
about the way I should carry on the work here I should be 
only too pleased for it is rather difficult to come out from 
Varsity, from a highly artificial and pseudo-sophisticated 
society into a raw native atmosphere, where the sexual life 
seems to be the one goal and aim of most of the adults. 


Looking over what I have written it appears 
that the "decks are cleared" for some real first class action 
and before long I hope that I shall be able to give a much 
better account of myself and the Troop. "Taum Est" is my college 
motto and I guess that it is up to me so here goes.

Pricultural lands of the Ahousaht Schoo 
at the request of the Principal, Mr. A. E. Caldwell, 
ious to do a little farming in connection with the 
The School has approximately 20 acres of land which 
pdble of growing sufficient vegetables for the School 
F pasturage for four or five head of stock, if properly 
Brked. This land has been ditched and fenced and some 
5 acres of it has been under cultivation at some time. 
hy this land was abandoned I do not know, for I was told that 
Rood crops were grown on it several years ago. Mr. Caldwell 
hinks that it was on account of lack of interest in farming, 
and possibly, because it was not properly drained. Since 
Caldwell took over the School, he has cleaned out and 
deepened the ditches around the land, and at the time of my 
visit the land was well drained and the ditches were in good 
shape. Mr. Caldwell informed me that there was a meadow 
nearby where sufficient wild hay could be cut for all the 
stock that the farm could pasture. Before any attempt is 
made towards keeping stock, I would suggest that the land 
be thoroughly worked for a few years in the way of growing 
root crops and vegetables and thoroughly fertilized with 
kelp before seeding down to tame grasses. I would also 
suggest that the School Principal have a sample of the soil 
analyzed for it is possible that as the land has not been 
kept thoroughly drained for the past few years it may be sour 
and inclined to be acidy and might require a dressing of lime. 
As the farming land that the School owns is limited to 
approximately 20 acres, the area which may be used for grazing 
is consequently small and would not possibly graze more than 
four or five head of stock. If it is the intention of the 
School to keep dairy cows, it might be advisable to do the 
farming with a small tractor, thus saving the pasture for cows, 


So far as farming at Ahousaht for the purpose of 
teaching agriculture in the School is concerned, I beg to say 
that I fear this would be only a waste of time, as the West 
Coast Indians situated as they are naturally have to depend 
on fishing for a livelihood and will never do any farming of 
any account. If the Ahousaht School wishes to go to the 
expense of buying farm machinery and equipment, I see no 
reason why they should not be able to grow sufficient 
vegetables for the School and keep 4 limited number of 
dairy cows as well.

formation of the Department,a report thereon dated the 
18th instant, No, 2482-5, received from Mr.Agent Neill,ex- 
plaining the circiwnstances of the case in so far as he 
is cognizant thereof. 

Mr. Thornberg is a whiteman who was married to an 
Indian woman,now deceased,he never lived on an Indisn 
reserve and his children are to all intents and purposes 
regarded as those of other white people. I do not 
see that the matter of the release of his children from 
the Alberni Boarding School is one with which the De- 
partment is concerned as apparently from statements 
made by the Agent the children were placed in the school 
at the wish of Mr.Thornberg and the question of their 
discharge is apparently one between the school author- 
ities and himself.

: Now that 1 have the custody of the children, lir Thornberg 
wishes the Department to intervene on his behalf to save him expense, 
something he never considered either in the maintenance, care, or 
travel of his children, 1 do not think that tir Thornberg is legal 
entitled to the control, choice of place of residence, or custody o 
his children until they are discharged from thisschool. The Presby- 
terian vhurch has borne the full erecee of their oducation, and i 
would be sad indeed if we had so little control that the father could 
withdraw them at any time, and transfer them to a R.C.School, espec- 
ially after the slanderous reasons put forward by \ir shevabetee 

lf he wishes to withdraw his children, and should there 

be some legal way whereby he can obtain the custody of his children 
before the regular time of discharge; he should be granted the 
privilege by the Court that before obtaining their discharge he 
should pay for their maintenance while resident. 
; In my letter to the Department, 1 misworded my letter, | 
it shoudd have read; "We do not intend to recommend the discharge etc.’ 
1t was written hurriedly.

Fven as matters stand at present, 
it is, as affects the s¢encies in feneral, difficult to make much

in the province of British Columbia are far removed from the centres 
of civilization.and with the cost of living materially in excess 
of that of a few years ago - which, even then, was a matter of 
surprise to the new-comer - it is, under the circumstances, but 
reasonable to expect changes in the personnel of the teaching staff 
throughout the superintendency, especially when consideration is 
given to the salaries obtaining in provincial and urban localities 
throughout Hritish Columbia which range from about $50 per month 
in the provincial schools to $125.00 in the larrer cities of the 
province 

To require teachers of Indian day schools in kritish 


Columbin to possess certificates of comptency would, under present 


departmental 
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departmontal salary grants, it is thourht, tend to the closing of 
many of these schools throughout the superintendency. 

To give effect 
to the Agent's suggestion respecting the qualification and training 
to be required of principals of boarding and industrial schools - 
which, I take it, he intends should apply throughout the superin- 
tendency - it may be remarked that while the eu¢eestion is an 
excellent one as intended to better the standing of the institu- 
tions affected, it is considered that the outcone would likely be 
to still further increase the difficulty said to be experienced 
in securing suitable teachers on the part of the various religious 
denoninntions conducting the several institutions of the province 
and, in all likelihood the Department would be applied to, after 
a shorter or longer lapse of time for larger grants os an offset 
to the additional cost of maintaining these establishments by 
reason of the stricter requirements imposed upon the management 
in each instance; and from the tenor of the Department's letters 
on the subject from time to time received of late years it is 
understood that it is not at present disposed to entertain requests

There was considorable excitement , last Sunday! Nov. 30) evening 
at tho Alberni Boarding School, and Seshaht Reserve which is quite close 
to, the school, Fire broke out in one of the store rooms on the third 
floor of the school, and was first noticed by on e of the Indians on 
the Reserve , the pupils and staff being at Sunday School, in the dining 
room, the other side of tho building, It was very goo n brought under 
control by the older pupils with the help of the Indians from the 
Reserve, Mr. Principal Currie informed after, that all the fire-fighting 
apparatus worked most satisfactorily, As soon as the alarm was given in 
town ( nearly three miles distant) the Volunteer Fire Brigade turned out 

and I proceeded as quickly as possible by automobile. In looking over 
the scene of the fire afterwrd with Mr. Principal Currie, 1 estimated 
the damages to be roughly speaking $200, not including clothing for the 
pupils, which is supplied by the Mission Societies. It is thought that 
a spark from a nearby chimney dropped inte 2 bundle of clothes, which 


were on a high shelf, thus causing the fire.

The Presbyterian boarding schools at Ahousaht 
ana Ziterni having both been destroyed by Mire early this 
suumer, the question of what should be deon to provide 
for continuing the education of the pupils of these 
schools has been brought to the attention of the Dep art- 
ment by the secretary of the Board of Home Missions of 
the Presbyterian Church on behalf of the W. M, 8,, who 
has sumatted the following propositions,- 
ist, That the boarding school at Ahousaht be not 
rebuilt, but that the church be used as a day school, in 
charge of the resident missionary, for whom they will 
builcsag a resicence, with accommodation for a field 
matron, preferably a graduate nurse, and that the 
scheol should be opened in the AUTUMN 
end, That at Alberni the government should purchase 
the portion of the lot on Which the buildings stood, con= 
taining 16 acres, for $1600.00, or 10 acres for $1000.00, 
All the buildings connected With the school were not 
burned; those remaining intact are the barn, Woodshed,

Having been previously toid that funds Were 
not available for the sugcested amalgamation of these 
schools, the W. M. Ss. offer to loan the Department

these propositions meet with the Department's approval,

Following our interview with you June 15th, 
Committee had a conference with representatives of the Women's 


Missionary Society, at which we drew up the enclosed recommen= 
dations. 


These have been considered by the W.M.S Board and by 
the Executive of the Board of Home Missions and Social Service, 
and have beer adopted by both Boards. 


You will note that we propose to sell to the Government 
the land on which the other buildings are Located. We suggest 
ten acres. This, of course, is the best part of the property. 
Mr. Currie values this land at $200 per acres

The buildings unburned = that is, school, woodsned, 
warn, chicken house, etce- we value at $3,000- Mr. Currie 
says they canmot be put up for this figure. 


We do not propose that the Government shall pay 
cash for either the land or tne buildings, but that the $4,000 
shall become part of the advance to the Government. 


Our W.M.S. have agreed to erect a house near the 
church at Anousaht for the use of the missionary and his family, 
and the Field Matron, whom we expect the Government to appointe 
| Our Board proposes sending 4& good missionary to 
Ucluelet to care for the whole dietrict. We are planning 
to secure @ jaunch for him. 


In looking over these recommendations, I am sure you 
will be convinced that we are anxious to do everything in our 
power to assist the Government in caring for the Indian children.

I am acting on behalf of George Mitchell, an 
Indian residing on the Comox Reserve at Comox, Vancouver 
Island, whose son Willy is an inmate of the Alberni Indian 
Boarding School, at Port Alberni, B.0., of which school a 
Mr, Ourrie is the Principal, and I am endeavouring to 
have investigated a complaint that wr. ourrie administered 
to Willy Mitchell a most brutal beating.

I do not Wish, at this juncture, to trouble you 
about the matter of the assault hereinbefore mentioned, but 
Will await the investigation promised by the local Indian 
Agent, but I have mentioned the complaint only because I am 
instructed that Mr. Ourrie informed George Mitchell that he 
(Currie) Would not release the boy when he became 18 years 
of age, but Would keep him at the school until ke felt like 
letting him go, and also that mr. Robertson asserts in his 
letter, @ copy of Which is herein enclosed, that Mr. currie 
will release the boy on his lgth birthday “Providing he be- 
haves himself in the meantime", it follows therefore that 
I have some fear, that should the question of release rest

Since writing you May 29th, we have conferred with 
our representatives in British Columbia in regard to the 
site of the proposed Indian Boarding School on the Pacific 
coast. 

Dr. Geo. Wilson, our District Superintenient in 
British Columbia, writes:- 

"Your letter received, regarding 

removal of Indian School from Alberni to 

Ucluelet. Now that a boarding school has 

been built at Ahousaht, this would place 

the two schools twenty miles apart, which 

is ridiculous. I certainly would not 

acquiesce in the removal from Alberni. It 

would be interesting to know the names of 

the petitioners. I think when these names 

are revealed, you will find them belonging 

to a class that has never helped the Indian". 


Dr. Wilson states that if he were having an 
objection to Alberni at all, it would not be on the 
ground that the Indians contaminated the whites, but 
that the whites contaminated the Indians. 


Dr. Clay, of Vactoria, our Home Mission Convener for 
British Columbia, replied by wire and advised“proceeding 
at Alberni.’ In a letter I have from him since, he says:- 


"All the local ministers strongly support 
the stand taken in my wire to you". 


I am enclosing copy of a letter from Mr. Currie, 
Principal of the Alberni School. In the first place, you 
will see that the city council, at the last meeting, 
decided to provide us with water and electric power at 
reasonable rates. This, I think, pepresents the attitude 
of the city council. They would not be willing to cheerfully 
grant these concessions if they were opposed to the erection 
of the building. 
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In the autumn of 1918, you sent us copy of a letter 
written you by A. J. Beck, City Clerk, and dated October 
30th, 1918. At that time, the town of Alberni pleaded 
strongly for the erection of a new building. I judge the 
town is still anxious to have the school at Alberni. 


In regard to the site, I think Mr. Gurrie has 
advanced many good reasons for retaining the school at 
Alberni. While it might make little difference to the 
Government where the school is built, it will make a 
very great difference to the Church, as we have to 
maintain the work afterwards. With our farm, stogr, 
garden, fruit, etc, we can maintain the werk at erni 
at a much less expense than we could at a point like 
Ucluelet. 

The General Board of the Women's Missionary Society 
are unanimous in urging that the building be erected at 
Alberni. 

I brought the matter before our Board a few days ago, 
at our meeting in Hamilton, and they instructed me to 
notify the Department that we want the building at Alberni. 
It seems to us that there are some interested parties 
behind the petition that was sent to youe I am sure the 
Indian Department will not be a party to sending the Indians 
back into the wilderness, either to advance the interests 
or satisfy the whim of anyone. 


How would it be to have a representative of the 
Department sent to look over the ground? From what I can 
learn from private sources, I do not think that the matter 
should be decided by your Indian Agent. It is possible 
that his is the only opposition. 


I am enclosing also copy of a letter that has been 
sent us by Mr. Neill, who states that he was Indian Agent 
in the district for ten years; also letter from H. A. 
Bain, representing the session of Alberni Presbyterian 
Churches 

You will note from 811 these communications that our 
representatives on the coast are rather eager to know the 
names of the parties who have been objecting. 


Should the Department decide to build at Alberni, as 
I firmly believe it will, what about the site? I understand 
that the Government, at the present time, has no property 
at that point and that it is a rule of the Department not 
to build on land not owned by the Government. Two years ago 
our Board made the following suggestions to the Department :- 
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1. That the @.MeSe sell to the Government 
10 acres of land for $1,000. 


11.That the WeMeSe sell to the Government 
the buildings now on this ten acres (school, 
wood-shed, barn and chicken nouse) for $3,000. 


111.That the Government own and maintein all 
the buildings at Alberni. 


iv. (a) That the WeM.S. retain 146 acres, with 
which to help maintain the school and from 
which to secure fuele 
(vb) That the WeMeSe retain wagons, buggies, 
~ implements and stoCKe 


At a later date, July 12th,1917, we suggested that 
you might purchase 16 acres rather than 10, at & cost 
of $1600. Our ghurch paid $2000 for the 16 acre block. 


Would either of these suggestions made by the 
Board find the approval of the Department now?

Your lettersof May 22nd and 29th, to hand and contents 
noted. In reply to the enquiry re water and electic light, I 
approached the city council at the last meeting and am pleased 
to report that they are very pleased to meet the wants of our 
new school as to both light and water at reasonable rates. 


As to the letter of the 29th, re the protest re 
rebuilding at Alberni, I can only say it will be a calamity 
4f the Department allows itsel€ to be swayed to building at 
Ucluelet instead. As to the statements in that letter, they 
are untrue:- 


1. As to the statement there are very few Indians at Alberni- 
There are more Indians at Alberni than in any other tribe 
on the Barclay Sound. This is a statement I can give 
figures to prove if necessarye 


As to the statement that the town people desire the 

Indian Reserves at Alberni opened up for settlement - 

There is no desire on the town people's part for such. 
There may be individuals who might hope to profit by 

such a move. But the town has more area than there is 

any demand fore At the present moment, there are over 3000 
parcels of land up for sale on account of delinguent taxes. 


At the next meeting of the city council, I will 
approach the council, and I am sure they will send you & 
letter approving the rebuilding on the present site, which 
4s not within the corporation, but about two miles from its 
centre. 

Phe followine facts, if considered, will amply justify 
the Department in rebpilding at Alberni. The present high 
cost of living necessitates large quantities of food to be 
pesres by the school to supplement the maintainence grante 

hié is being done at Alberni and will gradually improve - 
whereas at Ucluelet there is no suitable area procurable. Here 
we grow vegetables, have 4 large stock which furnishes us with 
milk, butter, beef, pork, eggs, and have @ good supply of 
apples, pears, pjums, raspberries, strawberries, gooseberries, 
currants. It would take simply years and a mint of money to 
duplicate at Ucluelet. The farm aspect alone should decide 

the Department. 


The transportation at Ucluelet will always be an 
adverse consideration. There texan are only three boats 
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ADs ontn from Ueluelet to Victoria. We have the same boat 
service plus the train service at Alberni. The up-keep 
of a good sized launch would have to be provided for at 
Ueluelet. 


There is no doctor or hospital nearer than 55 miles 
from Ucluelet, while at Alberni they are always available 
night or day. fhis fact often means the sacrifice of life 
at the present time at Ueluelet. 


The fuel proposition is also an important one. On 
our Alberni property there is an unlimited supply which will 
supply the schooib needs for all time. At Ucluelet, coal 
vould have to be bought as the timber there is practically 
all hemlock and cedar. 


Our farm at Alberni is well stocked. We have a team 
of horses, a motor car, 16 head of stock, three of which are 
registered dairy shorthorns, 14 hogs, 150 chickens, with 
wagon, democrat, buggy, two ploughs, two harrows, mower, 
hay-rake, seeders, and all necessary farm tools including a 
stump puller; tekphone with city water and electric light 
available. 

To my mind Alberni is an ideal location. Even the 
drainage is all one would desire. I believe it will be a 
serious mistake to even think of changing the location of 
our school.

I can make a guess as to the person and 
micht even judge as to his motive, and it is not the best welfare 
of the Indians. He has no interest in the churche 

I trust you will do your best to convince the proper 
authorities that the protest carries no community weight with it 
and that it is right and proper to rebuild at Alberni.

The citizens represented object strongly to the location of the 
school at Alberni, where there are very few Indians, and think it should 
be built at Ucluelet, or some suitable place on the Coast where the 
native population is so much more numerous than here. 

They assert the school will attract Indian families here which 
would otherwise continue to be absent from their Alberni reserves, and 
which they hope someday will be opened for settlement, and this would 
be delayed by the return of the tribe. 

The proximity of the Indian Reserves is considered by them to be 


detrimental to the town. Therefore they request you to enquire if the 
Department has definitely decided upon locating the school at Alberni; 


and if not they will be glad of an Opportunity to state their case to 
you in a more definite manner. 


I suggested a petition, but Mr Prescott, the City Clerk, thought 


this would take too long a time, that it would be better to consult you 
first. I think I have correctly expressed their views.

The Alberni Boarding school building was totally 

/ sestvovea by fire on the 2nd of June, 1917. Nearly all 
of the contents of the building were saved and the follow- 
ing outbuildings Were uninjured, woodshed, barn, chicken 
house, etc, In the previous month the Ahousaht Boarding 
School was burnt down, Both these schools Were owned by 
the Presbyterian Church and built on their land, 


In Juky, 1917, the Rev. Mr. Edmison, secretary 
of themBoard of Home Missions of the Presbyterian Ohurch, 
submitted a proposition for the rebuilding of the Alberni 
Boarding school. He suggested that the Government should 
put up a building large endugh to accommodate one hundred 
pupils and that they should buy the site on which the old 
school was built containing sixteen acres at $100.00 an 
acre and also that the Government should pay $3,000 for 
the outbuildings, 


The Women’s Missionary society offered to loan 
the Government $20,000.00 towards the erection of the 
buiiding, in case funds were not available, 


In the meantime they proposed to put up temporary 
buildings and carry on the school. 


The Department Was not prepared to accept this 
offer, nor undertake the rebuilding then. 


When they asked for a building for 100 pupiks 
at Alberni, it was their intention to abandon the boarding 
school at Ahousaht and conduct a day school there, After 


a trial it was found that it was not a 
giving the day school a ose 


(RG 10, Volume 6431, File 877-1, part 1) 
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success and the Board of Home Missions decided to rebuild 
the boarding school at this point. This building was 
under construction When Mr, Inspector Oairns visited 
Ahousaht in July of this year and he stated that it would 
be ready for occupation shortly. 


With the erection of the Ahousaht Boarding school 
it would not be necessary to provide for the original 
number comtemplated at Alberni and a building to accommodate 
about fifty or sixty pupils and staff should meet the re- 
qpirenents there. 


If boarders are to be taken at Alberni a new 
budlding is urgently needed, as the temporary buildings now 
in use are said to have totally insufficient accommodation 
and to be practically devoid of sanitary arrangements, The 
Oity Glerk of Alberni forwarded a resolution from the Oity 
Council, dated October 29th of this year, in which they 
gave it as their opinion that grave risk to the whole 
community in the district is at all time being taken in 
allowing the present makeshift arrangement to exist. 


If the Department is disposed to rebuild provision 
will have to be made in the Estimates for the purchase of 
the site and outbuildings and for a suitable building to 
accommodate sixty pupils and staff and, as the cost of 
material and labour is so high at present, $60,000.00 or 
$70,000.00 would be required. 


The Indians of the West Ooast Agency earn their 
livelihood chiefly by fishing and sealing off shore, and 
also by working about the canneries, Many migrate annually 
to the United states to assist with the hop-picking and 
others go to the Ohilliwack District on the mainiand for 
the same employment. The reserves in this agency are small 
and scattered and, as their fapilies accompany the Indians 
on these migrations, day schools in this locality are in- 


practicable. 

There are about one hundred Indian children of 
school age in this agency who are recognized as @resbyterians 
and a boarding school at Alberni and one at Ahousaht would 
furnish educational facilities for about all the children 
of that faith.

TO DATE OF THIS LETTER 
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ALBERNI BOARDING SCHOOL. 


At the time of my visit to Alberni this summer, 
I founda the building was quite adequate for the work being 
done. Classrooms, dormitory, lighting system (power from 
city) and disinfecting room were especially fine. 


The farm is large, of fair quality, but needs clear- 
ing. Rev. Mr. Currie has considerable stock, and runs 4 
butchering business in tne interests of the school, Inspector 
Ditchburn and Agent Cox think he pays more attention to this 
business than he does to the school. Mr. Currie is a hard 
worker, of unprepossessing appearance, is petulant and quick 
tempered, Mrs. Currie is a splendid type. My personal 
Opinion of the Principal is that he is hardly big enough for 
his job. He has certain charges against Mr. Agent Cox and 
Mr. Constable Bartlett and claims they have been no real help 
to the school in connection with recruiting and truancy. 
Mr. Agent Cox has n° great sympathy for the Indian people.

This class to meet on the ground 
floor of the old classroom, which would accommodate 
about fifty pupils. 


However, it must be kept in mind that the half- 
“Gay system should be used. Indian pupils will not do 
good work and maintain their health and strength if they 
are kept indoors too much. I would therefore recommend 
that the half-day system should be inaugurated. The first 
consideration in connection with the education of the 
Indien pupils is the matter of health. 


If these pupils are kept in the classroom five 
or six hours per day, it is probable that the death rate 
will be increased. It will be noticed that four deaths 
were reported last year, and in November 1927 there were 
two cases of pneumonia requiring the attention of a 
trained nurse. 


I would therefore urge that there be given 
careful attention to the health of the pupils.

Yours of Sept.26th. No. 159-l-11, to hand re progress of 
manual training in Alberni Indian Residential School. 

On the last of May '29,1 wrote Commissioner Ditchburn through Agent 
Frost,asking what grant or assistance would be given by the Dept. to 
secure a properly qualified Manual training instructor. 

Commissioner Ditehburn replied on June lst. that he “would recommend 
@ grant of $400 per annum for this work"but that I must not take this 
for granted until further advised. Since then I have heard no further 
instructions about it. 

However,as it was necessary to secure a teacher for the year I ad- 
vertised for a male teacher for the senior classroom, who could teach 
manual trairing. I secured Mr. Bli Robinson who has a ».8.A. and had 
taught manual training at Guelph, Ont. and Stonewall, Man. 

Commissioner Ditchburn objected to the classes being held in the 
evening. As the pupils in the senior room are in for only the half day 
it meant that if the teacher of that room gave time during classroom 
hours to manual training, that it was going to break up the classroom 
work for the girls as well as the boys. 

July lst. I put in a requisition for some further necessary equip- 
nent for manual training and have hed no word of it since. 

Another difficulty has arisen fm that the Departmert sancfions the 
pupils leavine the sciool at 16 yrs. of age. I had persuaded the older 
boys to come back this year and three of them to take the entrance 
exams next June and all to take manual training. They had just got 
started at this work when a good run of salmon ete. convinced the parents 
that they needed them and the position of the Dept. as interpreted by 
the Indian Agent was that we could not keep them if they warted to fo. 
Consequently ,four of the boys took advantage of it and I had to consent 
to their going. Those over 16 years ,»who remain, know that if the sehool 
does not suit them they can go. We have now on the roll only 13 boys 
over 12 years of age out of 52, and only 5 of these are over 14 years. 
Indian children et these ages are not developed like white children of 
the same age. 

As a result I find myself with a farm and stock, a large stean 
heatirs plant burning wood, a large baking outfit and » l»rge laundry 
equipment, and sewing instruectio: room makine our clothing and with 
children going out at 16 years ,none of them able to do very much 
to help with this work. Hesides the members of staff «re tied up teach- 
ing ard carin» for 100 small children. 

Yor reasons above mentioned, I have het had time nor heart to under- 
take the anual training. The expense of )avirg an instructor just for 
t is work is beyond our revenue and out of all proportion t» the result 
that conld be accouplished with these small children. 

IT am reporting on the above matters to the Lept. and the VChureh 
offices and asking that some understanding be reached between the ‘ept. 
and the Church as to the maragemert of this sc/ool.

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EXTRACT from Inspector Barry's Report regarding his 
visit to the ALBERNI INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL on April..26th, 
1932. - Original on File 159-16. eh VAs 


General :- . 

The headings of this Feport have pee ar - Xollow for 
the most part those of my repor n this school made a : inspection 
in June, 1931. It is necessary to read the reports together to get a‘ 
true view of conditions here. 

I am glad to say that there has been a very great improvement 
in the cleanliness of the school and the work in the schoolrooms has 
improved a little. The two teachers engaged by the Principal last 
September were recommended from this office. 

After inspecting their work, I told the Principal that I 
thought the teachers were doing very good work. He resented this and 
told me that he did not consider that the Department had any right to 
say whether he should or should not keep on the teachers for another 
year. I explained that all I had done was to inform him of my opinion 
of his teachers, which was very much my business, as if they had not 
been satisfactory changes would have had to be made. 

I consider that Mr. Pitts' administration of the school is 
very weak. Ewill be seen again and again through this report that 
the general supervisiomof the school is below the average. 1 have 
warned the Reverend gentleman that had it not been that the school was 
much cleaner this year, I should have recommended that he be asked to 
resign. He may make up his mind to properly look after his school, 
now that he understands that while I or any other official of the 
Department is perfectly prepared to help in any way possible poor 
administration which endangers the lives of the Indian children will 
not be tolerated. I much desire however that the Principal be 
permitted to continue here till I have an opportunity of again in- 
specting this school this Fall. I do consider that he should receive 
any warning that the Department considers necessary in order that 
conditions may be greatly improved. 


Recommendations 


I wish to draw the attention of the Department to the fact 
that the Manual Training Grant seems to have been spent ina very poor 
manner. No worthwhile Manual Training has been done in this school so 
far this year. I also wish to point out that the salaries paid as 
under seem to me to be excessive:-

This includes full board and would total $2640.00 per annum 
for this one family or a total saving of $ 665.00 per annun 
Which with the Manual Training Grant from the Department would pay 
the salary of a properly trained Vice Principal and M. T. Instructor. 


EXTRACT from Inspector Barry's letter of June 9, 1932, addressed 
to Commissioner Ditchburn, forwarding above report.

As you will see, I am very far from satisfied with conditions 
at this school. I have pointed out some of the more obvious faults. 
Bach year quite a large proportion of the staff changes. This is very 
bad for the school; but very few seem able to endure more than one year. 
The school is far too much a one family institution. You will see how- 
ever that I am asking the Department not to ask the United Church to 
make a change in the administration at Alberni, till I have had the 
Opportunity of observing how much the present Principal and his wife 
have taken my remarks to heart. If when I inspect the school in 
September, there has been no decided change for the better, I shall 
have a definite recommendation to put before the Department.

Rev. Sirs 


Mr. Barry, Inspector of Schools for British 
Columbia, in a report on hie inepection of the Alberni Indian 
Residential School, has drawn attention to the overcrowded 
condition in the junior sirle’® dormitory. He states there are 
26 beds in this room, while there is only sir space to accomo~ 
date 22 sirle. I would, therefore, request that you arrange to 
reduce the number of beds in this lormitory to 22, 


The Inepector also states that the junior boys’ 
dormitory di4 not seen to be well ventilated, the beds were une 
tidy and the toflet in the washroom attached to the dormitory 
wae not properly ventilated. He «leo etates that when he ine 
spected thie cormitory it was not very clean on’ there was water 
on the floor. 


The Inepector further states that the botler room 
was very untidy. Debrie from woo! used as fuel hed been allowed 
to collect, there being a bie pile in one corner of the room. 

It te also stated thet the eretes of the fire box and the bf ides 
in the furnace are broken, 


I have to requeet that vou will make early arr- =. +. 
ments for proper ventilation and Cleanliness in the junior bove' 
dormitory ond in cleaning up the Gebrie in the boiler room, 


Relative to the new crates an‘ repaire to the bridves 
in the furnace, I have to request that you will arrenge to have this 
equipwent fustalled end the furnsee Placed in cood condition *uring 
the present sumuer, the cost of same to be onid from per capita 
eerninge or other receinte of the echool,.

I have before me your letters 159-1-5 July 8, 1931, and 159-1-1 
July 18, 1932, both relating te Inspector Barry's report on Alberni 
Indian Residential School. In both these letters you seen to have 
gathered from the Insgpector's report that we run a dirty school and 
have a slovenly way of doing things. 


‘ty reason for asking in letter of June 24th for a copy of 
Inspector Barry's report was due to the following remarks he made 
in my office here. On April 26, 1932, after inspecting the class- 
rooms, residence, outbuildings and farm, apparently well satisfied 
with everything, he came with me into the office to get some state- 
ment of staff salaries, finances, etc. I remarked that I expected 
he would be remaining two days for the inspection, when he burst out 
in the most vindictive manner with the following remarks. “I came 
here intending to ask for your retirement from the principalship of 
this school. It has impreved a little since my last visit. You have 
the dirtiest school in B.C. If the Roman Catholic sisters visited 
your school they would be shocked at the condition of it. You were 
net nice to me when I came for inspection. You have not a nive 
manner anyway. You quarrel with your staff. I have gone to the 
trouble to find out how you get along ard have a stack of correspordenc 
so high, (indicating about 2 inches). You tried to get me out of my 
job. It was too stupid of you to say snything against an officer of 
the Department. You can do what you like. I am strong enough now 
with the Dept. Yeu can't put me out." You were not invited to attend 
the meeting to arrange for the inter Indian school sports. You are 
not interested in sports." Ther referring to staff ard salaries as 
he went out on the steps said in a loud voice that could be heard by 
the older Indian girle on the playground, ir. Clark, B.C. boiler 
inspector aid Mr. hightingele, Indian Agent's assistant, who were in 
a car waiting for him, “Three of your family are getting Three Thousand 
Dellars salary here. You will have to carry on the school preperly 
whether you get these glaries or not." I called him back into the 
office to prevent being heard by children and explained that my 
Salary and Mrs. Pitts' salary wes fixed by the Women's wéssion Board 
in Toronte. 


All of the foregoing remarks were made by Inspector layry in 
my office in less than five minutes. I probably should add by way 
of explanation that I have had no personal acquaintance er connection 
whatsoever with Inspector Barry outside of his inspection of the 
school. His attitude towsrd me has arisen out of his first report 
er the school which was sent through your Bepartment to the church 
effices in Toronte and was sent on to me for explanation and reply. 
I replied to the church offices and I presmme my reply was sent back 
through your effices to Inspector Barry. 
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ir. Barry went directly from here to the Indian Agent's office 
and e the same railing attack upon me there to the Agent in the 
preser e@ of his assistant, lir. lightingale, that the school was dirty 
and t I was paying Three Thousand dollers in salary to my own 
fani? If you want to know what reception his remarks got there 
ask Indian Agent ‘rest. 


It is not easy to submit quietly to criticism of bing dirty or 
selfishly dishonest in the matter of salaries. 


In reply re school being dirty. 
The morning after Inspector Barry's remarks, I hed Indian Agent Frost 
nake a thorough insvection of the school, that he might officially 
answer any enquiry from your Department. I also had Miss Brodie, whe 
has beer senior teacher in Cecelia Jetirey and Ahousaht schools for 
the last 20 years ge all over the school ard I had Rev. Dr. S.S. Oster- 
hout of Vancouver, Superintendent of iissions for the United Church ge 
over all the residences and building. Any of these will answer questions 
directly to the Department concerning the cleanliness ef the school. 


Rev. vrincipal & Mrs. Raley of Cequaleetza Indian School visited us 
and remarked as they went through the whole building, "I don't see how 
you can keep an Indian School so clean." Rev. Dr. Osterhout from the 
pulpit in Alberni, referred to the school as a "beautiful home so 
beautifully kept by Mr. & Mrs. Pitts." Mr. Travers and Mr. Shepherd, 
inspectors of the B.C, government, after going through the dormitories 
and whole residence said to each other "everything is as clean as a new 
pin." All the visitors who ge through the school speak in the same way 
of the cleanliness of it. The children too are so clean in their work 
that we have no hesitancy in having them help with prepari: & food and 
serving it for our table as well as their own. 


As to managenent. We have no& trouble with discipline of the 
children. Each menber of staff is responsible for the children in their 
charge and I keep a close oversight of all the departments. We are 
right against an Indian village, yet we have no trouble with the 
Indians. ‘The 115 children 1 consider a very fine lot of workers for 
their ages in all branches of household and farm work. Our relation te 
children and parents is most derdial. 


As for technical manual training, i.e. with the carpenter tools, 
I am not at all satisfied with what we have accomplished, but it has 
been through no lack of interest or effort on my part. I hope we are 
in a way now to do better. 


To answer his remark about my quarrelling with my staff, I wish 
to my that we all live in the building and have our meals together. 
Se far as I am aware there has been ne word of quarrel by myself or 
family with any other member of staff. It is true I have often Tound 
it necesaary to point out their duties and errors and have dismissed 
a number because I was not satisfied with them. lo ore has left bee 
cause dissatisfied with my treatment or manggement. Three or four 
whom I have dismissed probably Have furnished Inspector barry with the 
"stack of correspondence" he s peaks of. 

I did not know that I had beer Slighted in being left out of the 
‘ntereIndian School sports till told of it by Inspector Barry. When he 
Spoke of it as he did I had reason to think that he knew why. At any 
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rat Mr was not prepared to tske the time or money to take a number 
of ‘t children so far away. 


say that I aa not interested in sports is another thing. 
Our btasket-ball teams compete with the white boys in High Schoel 
public schools and town and the last two years have held the Junior 
Leazue cup against all of these. Our boys have football and base- 
ball teams and compete creditably with white beys in all competitions 
at celebrations. TI engaged one of the best basketball pleyers in the 
country to coach them, supply them with equipment, arrange the ganes, 
an a member of the town Athletie committee, ete. etc. 


Re classroom work. Out of 200 applicants I engaged the two Ceth., 
recomnended by Inspector Barry largely on his recommendation. They 
were inexperienced but I think did good work. 


If Inspector Barry's eriticism ef my Gamagement has to do with 
the fact of my Salary and that of ny wife and daughter, I have only 
to say that we were all college trained for this work end heve had 
considerable successful experience in it. If our Salaries are too 
high it is the church ana not the Department that is responsible for 
paying them. Twice this year since we knew of the 10% cut in the 
per capita grant we have offered to teke a reduction in our salaries 
and the Women's Dominion Bomwd have declined. 


Inspector Barry overstepped not only his duties but his business 
when he attacked me ir this way and when he discussed these thir gs 
within the hearing ef the scliool children erd outsiders, he overstepped 
all propriety. And when he left me with the remark thet we would be 
able to work together now ard then wert straight to the Indian Agent's 
office snd in the sane vindictive mood attecked me agein behind my 
back he forfeited sll Cleim to my respect er confidence, 


Mrs. Pitte and I have worked for over thirty years in the church, 
ten end a half of which we have lived in residence with Indian children 
and worked in the school. We have asked no personal favors from either 
the @hurch or Department but have hoped to win Brom the Chureh and 
Department esteem and confidence in our work. “nyone who destroys 
that robs us of what we have held most dear. This is why I have been 
driven to state these unpleasant facts.

WEST COAST AGENCY INSPECTION REPORT No.5.

I visited the Alberni Residential School. 
There were 122 children in school at the 
time of myvisit. I vis ited the class 
rooms of Grades 5,6 and 8, and they appeared 
to be working well, under efficient teachers. 
It struck me, however, that some of those in 
Grade 8, were too old to be at school. 


The manual training in this school seems very 
good, though it would be a great help, and of 
great use to the Indians if some training in 
boat building was given them, as after all, 
most of them will have to earn their livings 
as fishermen when they grow up, and they 
should be able to build and repair boats and 
engines. 


I found everything in the dormitories and 
other parts of the school clean and tidy. 


I also visited the kitchen which was in good 
order, and I found that the children were to 
have for supper, vegetable soup, bread and but- 
ter and jam, and that there was plenty of milk 
for everybody at all times.

I am in receipt of a memorandum from the Minister's 
office, in which the suggestion is made that provision for 
an Indian day schocl be made ut Alberni during the coming 
school year. 


It would appear, from the reporte here, that there 
are approximately 35 children of school age on the adjoining 
reserve 2nd that there is a building that might be used as 
a@ day school until a building programme is dedided upon and 
the Sepoeseey appropriation voted for the construction of a 
new school. 


Inspector Barry's report indicates that the Alberni 
eite ia not centrally located and not suitable for a day 
school. It is just possible, however, that the remaining 
budlding there might be used for a year at least, despite ite 
distance from the reserve. Provision, of course, could be 
made for a noonday meal, and this, ,iteelf, would tend to 
encourage re er attendance. I am myselt rather favourably 
disposed to the experiment, but I am anxious to obtain from

Mr. and Mrs, Pitts, who were in charge 
of the School, are retiring on July lst, 1937, from 
the service of the Society and from the active service 
of the Church. This would leave the mission without a 
missionary, and before making any appointment, the 
Women's Missionary Society would be glad to know what 
the Depertment is going to do to provide for the 
education of the children who had been looked after 
in Alberni. 


I understand that a proposal is being sub- 
mitted, looking towards some re-organization of the 
educational work in that part of British Columbia, 
which may have some effect on the type of missionary 
who will be appointed. We are anxious to co-operate 
with your Department and would like to know what yu 
have in mind. I presume that it is altogether unlikely 
that the School will be rebuilt - either at Alberni or 
elsewhere - during the present fiscal year. We certain- 
ly hope that something will be done in the next one, and 
we shell be glad to do what we can to co-operate with 
you in the interval.

We are anxious to secure the fullest possible 
information that can be supplied us, in respect to the re- 
building of the Alberni Residential School. 


We feel that, before a definite decision is 
reached, a complete survey of the territory adjacent to the 
Alberni School site and the Ahousaht Residential School 
should be undertaken by Inepector Barry, in cooperation with 
the Indian Agent. We should have before us an up to date 
census of the school population and a rough sketch or map of 
the district, supeesteng the distances between the Indian 
homes and the school. nformation should also be supplied 
in respect to the permanency of the Iniian population and the 
approximate number of pupils whose parente are likely to move 
from place to place during the school year. 


While no definite decision has been reached by the 
Department, there is a strong feeling here that there should 
be a consolidation of the Ahousaht and Alberni Residential 
Schools and that this can best be achieved by building an 
improved day school on the Alberni site. We have in mind a 
day school with approximately four or five rooms, with a 
basement, so constructed thet it could be utilized profitably 
for vocational instruction (elementary domestic science, 
carpentry work, boat building, etc.) To this main building 
could be added dormitory accommodation for approximately 60 
or 60 pupils. This proposal, if adopted, would mean that the 
majority of the pupils would attend school during the day 
and return to their homes at the close of each school day. 

It is juet possible, of course, that they might have to be

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provided with a midday meal. If this Suggestion seems 
impracticable to you and Inspector Barry, we want you to 
express an opinion in respect to the desirability of 
constructing two improved day schools, with or without 
dormitory accommodation. Owing to the prevailing economic 
conditions, it is exceedingly difficult to justify the 
rebuilding of the Alberni institution as a residential 
School, particularly in view of the fact that the Ahousaht 
school, if it is to be continued, will have to be rebuilt 
within the next two years.

It appears that following the fire, those 
children belonging to other Agencies were sent back to 
their homes, and a few from points outside of Alberni 
were placed in Ahousaht Residential School. The Ucluelet 
children were sent to Ucluelet Day School. The actual

It will bs seen from this that there are at present 68 
children not attending school, of which number 31 are 
resident in Alberni. For those 37 children living at 
Coastal points no satisfactory provision can be made at 
the present time; as, with the vacation period approach- 
ing,it would not be to advantage to admit them to Ahousaht 
School for such a short time, as these children invariably 
accompany their parents to the fishing grounds. 


However, provision for the Alberni children could 
be made by using the one-room building saved from the fire 
on the site of the old School as a Day School. This room 
was originally the primary school-room, is in good order 
and can at very little expense be equipped as a Day School. 
The room in question is 25'by 35' and can accommodate 30 to 
35 pupils, which would take care of all children resident at 
Alberni.

that has been put forth by the residential schools during the 25 years 
of their existenee. Especially is this true of the scheols on the 
west coast of Vancouver Island. 


in an inventory to Indiam Agent Ashbridge I have conservatively 
estimated the value ef the site, building, water and light cennections, 
ete. at $21,500.00, yet worth a small fraction of that for any other 
purpose than a seneel. 


I am sure that if yeu personally looked over the ground you would 
agree witn me that the residential scliool at Ucluelet instead of 
Alverni is ridiculous.

Eddie Klutesi and Willie Tatoesh have ween in high school three 
years .They resided at the school and we received the usual grant for 
them.Your department paid the high schoel fees in addition to the grant-viz 
viz. $5.08 each per month. 

I enclose a letter from the principal of the high school stating 
his opinion of these two woys and their ability as students.I heartily 
en@orse all that he has said.These woys are all round students.Bhey are 

poplar with the other students-18@ in the schoel.They are leaders in 
sports and are a6 well advanced in music as nearly any of the pupils 

in the school.The whole high school staff are always enthusiastic aboyt 
their deportment and conduct. 

Badie Klutesi has led his class in nearly all the examinations 
since going into high school and Willie Tatoosh has been about fifth 
in a class of from 45 to 60.They have completed Grade XI and part of 
Grade XII or senior matriculation.fThey are anxious to continue in scheol 
this year but will not be able to pay the fees and provide books, cloth- 
ing and board at home. 

It would seem a shane that after speding so much on these beys' 
education that they should be throw out after having done so well 
and having worked so faithfully all these years. 

The third boy,Charlie Klutesi,is youn ger-aged 14-end has been in 
high school only one year.He is more clever than either of the others 
ut I am not going to urge his case lest it prove detrimental to the 
other twe- 

I hope you may see your way clear to give assistance to these 
boys as has been done in the past.I write you direct wecause Agent 
Ashvridge is not very favorable to higher education for the Indians. 

I always wrote directly to Mr. Sutherland about them. 

I still believe in the Indians and that Alwerni Sehoel was doing 
geod work with them up till the fire-and that our school occupied an 
enviable place among Indian schools. 

I have confidence in you and your ability to manage the situation 
re the rebuilding the residential school. 

I must confess that,whoever was to wlame,I think the way the 
department drepped us and cut eff all grants and assistance the day 
the scheel burned, leaving us te pay the debts, provide for the staff, 

and clothing fer a number of the children, look after the propertyetc. 
was ,to say the least, utterly unfair,and would not have ween done by 
any commercial organization in Canada.

shame if these two boys,whe are probably the first Indians ever to have 
the opportunity of leading the province,should be deprived of the chance. 


I feel as certain as anyone can be ofanything in this life that one 
of them,if not both,will at least win a bursary if allowed te continue to 
University. 


My own epinions may seem rather strong, but I feel sure that if you 
consult any member of my staff you will find that my views are shared by 
every teacher here.Nothing that I could Say in praise of either of these 
boys,would,in my opinion, be adequate.I hope and@ trust that you will use 
every means within your power to have them enabled to complete Nigh Schoel.

l am returning herewith Wr. Jackson's memorandum 
of July 27th. 


You will note that Mr. Neill's request is somewhat 
indefinite. No specific period with respect to which he is 
anxious to secure information is mentioned. It is altogether 
likely, however, that Mr. Neill has in mind the destruction 
of the Alberni Residential School by fire and recommendations 
that may have reached the Department with respect to the 
selection of a site for the construction of a new school. if 
such is the case, I may state that we have no such recommendations 
on file here. Inspector Barry's interim report sent forward to 
Major MacKay during his attendance at the Inspectors’ Conference 
was sent back to Major MacKay a few weeks ago, after the matter 
had been discussed very fully with Mr. Pratt and Mr. Bethune. 


We have on file here reports sent forward by Inspector 
Barry and indian Agent Ashbridge at the time the fire took place 
and we have, also, on file letters dealing with the disposal of 
the live stock at the school, the placement of a certain number 
of the pupils at indian day schools and the desirability of 
opening a room at Alberni as a temporary Indian day school. in 
none of this correspondence, however, are there any recommendations 
in respect to the rebuilding of the residential school at Alberni 
or at any other point.

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May 1 suggest that Mr. Neill meet Major MacKay,

I have, for acknowledgment, ir. Pratt's 
memorandum of June 7th and also letter received by him 
from Mr. A. Ws Neill, MePe, attached thereto. 


Mr. Neill, in this letter, states that the 
departmental per capita grant to the Alberni Residential 
Sehool was stopped immediately following the receipt of 
a report of the destruction of the school by fire. This 
statement is correct, ond the action taken was in strict 
conformity with the Treasury Foard and depsrtmental 
regulations governing the payment of per capita grants. 
I know of no authority by which these per capita grants 
could be continued, other than by the introduction of 
@ special estimate based on compassionate considerations 
and vegularly voted by Parliament. 


The action taken by the Department at Alberni 
has been discussed on at least two occasions with Dr. 
Corhrane and Dr. Dorey, representatives of the United 
Churche At no time has either of these representatives 
expressed the opinion that the action taken was in any 
sense unfair or irregular. The representatives of the 
Church were aware, of course, that the Department was 
called upon to meke provision for a large number of the 
pupile who had been until then in attendance at Alberni. 
Bight of these were sent to the United Church residential 
school at Ahousaht and 17 to the day school at Ucluelet.

There are a number of objections to making this 
report or ~ part of it a subject of public discussion at 
this time. t has never been the policy or practice of 
the Department to cive publicity to information contained 
in reports submitted by officers of the Department to their 
superiors. These reports have invariably been looked upon 
as confidential or seri-confidential documents. Mr. Barry, 
in his preli: gnety report on conditions at Ueluelet, has 
thie to say: "As aid not wish to arouse too much publicity, 
I did not walk over the proposed site of the suggested con- 
solideted school (at Ucluelet). I saw the site from a 
distance. From the information supplied by our Indian day 
sehool teacher at Ucluelet, I am convinced that, here, we 
have an ideal site for the erection of a new type of echool 
which would prove of more use to coast Indians than any 
school built so far." 


It will thus be seen that it is of the utnost 
importance thet officials of the Department cafeguard the 
Government from any attempt that may be made to purchase 
school sites, in the hope that these sites can be resold to 
the Gevernment at an e ed price.

very limited time, as it is in need of exten- 
sive repairs. The Ahousaht School building has been condemned 
on account of deterioration, lack of adequate water supply, lack 
of sanitary arrangements and excessive fire hazard. 


The average pupilage at the Alberni Residential School 
was 135, and Ahousaht 50. Inspector Barry reports that there 
are at Ahousaht in the neighbourhood of thirty children for whom 
Residential School care ought to be provided, d at points 
alone the coast line of Barclay Sound soe twenty children who 
might well be accommodated in a residential school on the grounds 
of loss of one or both parents or whose home conditions are for 
some reason unsatisfactory. It would appear therefore that in

It is readily admitted that the Residential School 
continues to be an important factor in fitting the Indians for 
sreater independence in both industrial and domestic Spheres, but 
as Indian home conditions improve, as they are improving, and 
Indian parents more fully recognize and accept responsibility for 
the upbringing of their children in their own homes, it is 
reasonable to expect that the day school system will to an ever 
increasing extent, supersede the Residential School system as a 
medium of Indian Education. It is particularly desirable that 
the graduates of Indian Residential Schools be given more 
Opportunity of accepting responsibility for the upbrinsine of 
their children and not set into the way of depending unnecessarily 
on governmental care and Support of them. 


Children of Indian Day Schools are not out of touch 
with their homes and parents to the same extent as the children 
or the Residential Schools and take home with them from day to 
day something of what they have learned, and unlike the Kesiden- 
tial School pupil, they are in a much better position to learn 
Something of the skills of their parents, Hunting, Trapping, 
vishing,ete. While the Residential School continues to be 
necessary for the special cases, orphans, pupils from poor homes, 
etc., the Day School is much closer to the homes of the Indians, 


(RG 10, Volume 6431, File 877-1, part 2) 
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The children remain within the family circle. The well trained 
teacher, particularly a married one, either man or woman, who 
lives on or near the Indian village and daily comes in contact 
with the Indian people, is of the very greatest help to the 
children and their parents. 


Married men as teachers in our Day Schools whose wives 
are either trained nurses, or who can act as practical nurses, 
especially in the larger villages, are what we require. 


Desirable as I consider the extension of the Day 
School system to be, I am not satisfied that the general condition 
of homes and occupation on the Reserves, of the protestant Indians 
oi the West Coast, is such as to make the day school system 
feasible at this time. 

After much careful thought I have concluded that it 
would be safer good policy to build a new Protestant Residen- 
tial School in the West Coast Agency. The building should be of 
sood quality brick, and the general type required would be that 
of the Kuper Island Residential School with the wings extended to 
the rear. The school should be large enough to take one hundred 
end fifty pupils, about seventy-five in the Boys' side and the 
Same number on the Girls' side. The wash-rooms should open oif 
the dormitories and not be in the basement as at Lytton and 
Alert Bay. There should be four modern classrooms with two 
Vocational Rooms and a lar<e hall to accommodate the entire 
pupilea;e, which could be used for lectures, entertainments, etc., 
in addition. 


The drainage system should be by six or eight inch 
pipes, as four inch pipes have been found to clog up and frequently 
require cleaning out and the cause of much inconvenience and 
expense. 


there must be an engine workshop and manual training shop 
and space to build boats. 


The heating should be by hot water operated by automatic 
oil burner or automatic coal stoker. 


At least four fire escapes reaching to the ground should 
be provided. 
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The foregoing together with the existing arrangements 
in the more modern of our Residential Schools should guide the 
seneral planning of the proposed new school. 


Coastal points such as Ucluelet, Sechart and Pachena 
Bay have been suggested as more suitable for the new school than 
Alberni but after examining all the information I could obtain, 
I am satisfied that the preponderance of argument is in favor of 
Alberni. 


I respectfully submit the following recommendations to 
best meet the educational requirements of the Protestant Indian 
pupilage of the West Coast Acency:- 


(1) That a new Residential School to accommodate 150 pupils 
be built on the Departmental ly owned property at Alberni and 

that in such construction the needs of the actual Coast Indian 

be kept in mind and provision made for greatly extended vocational 

training along lines which might be of use to the pupils on 

graduation. 


(2) That Ahousaht Residential School be abandoned as such, 
and such of its pupils as should attend a Residential school, 
be absorbed by the new Alberni Residential School. 


(3) That @ new one room Indian Day School to accommodate 

20 to 50 pupils be built at Ahousaht for those pupils now 
attending the Residential School who could, because of satisfactory 
home conditions, attend a day school.

Dear Dr. McGill:- 

There has been @ lot of discussion and correspondence re 
the Indian Boarding School maintained at this point. 
Suggestions has been made that it be rebuilt at Sechart and 
Ucluelet. 

Sechart, which is the last place put forward, would in- 
volve buying the site at an unknown price and starting from the 
beginning and clearing land, bringing down water, end all the 
expense that goes to starting a school where there are no 
facilities whatever. 

At Alberni you have got a farm that goes a long way to- 
wards providing the maintenance of the children and supplying 
them with fruit, milk, meat and vegetables. Before a farm like 
that could be developed at Sechart, if ever, the ground being 
unsuitable and steep, it would cost twenty to thirty thousand 


dollars. The farm here ig mostly worked by the farm inetructor

with the aid of the boys, and the Open air work igs good for them. 


There are doctors and a well equipped hospital within four 
iles of the Alberni school. If the school was put at Sechart 

it would mean a Spécial trip for a doctor on every occasion, a 
distance on the round trip of about 40 to 50 udles, and of course 
the doctor could not make as frequent visite in case of say, ean 
epidemic, 

[It is alleged Sechart would be more central. That is only 
the case on paper because pupils Coming from Nitinat going to 
the Sechart school, while Sechart is nesrer to Nitinat as tie 
crow flies it is really further away, would have to come on the 
steamer and the steaner Calls at Alberni at least ten hours be- 
fore it calls at Sechart. The steamer c-més up the eastern 
channel and Sechart ig on the western channel and the steamer 
Only calls at the western channel after it has been up to 
Alberni and back again, 

I strongly recommend that the boarding school be built

The Department is in receipt of a request for 
tuition grants sufficient to enable Eddie Klutesi and 
Willie Tatooesh to proceed with their high school studies 
at the Alberni district high school. 


It would appear that both these pupils have been 
in attendance at the high school during the last three years 
and have obtained very creditable marks. In view of this 
fact, the Department is sympathetically disposed to assist 
them in completing their high school studies. 


I am anxious to know what arrangements can be made 
to have these boys continue at high school. You might let 
me know the approximate cost of board, tuition fees, etc., 
and, if theese appear to you to be reasonable, I am inclined 
to tnink the boys should be permitted to take up their 
studies at once. You might also let us know what your 
opinion is with rea ect to Charlie Kluteei. This boy has 
spent one year at h gh school and, according to our records, 
ig 14 years old. It is just possible, in view of the 
latenese of the season, that this boy might be well advised 
to postpone his attendance at high echool until next year.

Dear Mr. Pitte: 


I desire to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the Sth instant and to state by way of comment that 
I am today communicating with the Indian Agent at Alberni, 
in the hope thet arrangements can be made immediately to 
have the two boys on whose behalf you have written proceed 
with their high sehool studies. 


In view of the fact that the high school has been 
open and in operation for a period of 6 weeks, it might be 
well to advise Charlie Mlutesi to remain out of school for 
this year, on the understanding that his case can be re- 
viewed at the opening of the academic year 1938-39. 


I note, in the last paragraph of your letter, 
your reference to the destruction of the Alberni Residen- 
tial School by fire and your comments thereon. I may state 
by way of explanation that the destruction of the Alberni 
School, the payment of government grants, the care of the 
children and a number of other matters were very carefully 
reviewed by the officials of the Department, immediately 
following the fire. 


The law and regulation governing the adminis- 
tration of residential schools do not permit the payment 
of per capita or other grants to any schools other than 
those actually in operation. It is my understanding that 
this lew has been in force ever since residential schools 
were established. Any financial assistance therefore, 
necessary to compensate the staff, could only be allowed 
by a special appropriation voted by Parliament on compas~ 
sionate grounds. Unfortunately, the fire at Alberni was

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not an isolated case. Two residential schools have been 
destroyed by fire since I entered the Department in 
December, last. 


I find it difficult to understand your reference 
to clothing for the children. Our records indicate that 
on March 2, 1937, the Indian Agent wired the Wr te AY 
asking for euthority to purchase clothing and shoes for 
the children who had been in attendance at the Alberni 
School, and he was authorized to make such purchases in 
a telegram dated Ottawa, March 3, 1937. Not only did we 
make provision for the purchase of clothing necessary for 
the children, but we also secured from the Indian Agent 
and the Indian Commissioner for British Columbia reports 
on the best ways and means of providing day school accom- 
modation for at least a number of the pupils. On 
reviewing the case at thie date I e¢ annot think of any~ 
thing we could have done other than what we did do 
without the special authority of Parliament. 


It hae occurred to me that the question of 
governmental sesistance to residential schoole where 
buildings are destroyed by fire is one that might very 
well be discussed with the Government by the represent- 
atives of the churches responsible for the operation 
of residential schools. I have learned from experience, 
however, that a great many matters such as this are seldom 
given any attention until fire takes Place or some other 
disaster occurs, and, at that time it is usually discov- 
ered that the law governing such institutions is not 
eufficiently flexible to meet the demands created by the 
emergency. The result is that about all the officials 
are in a position to do is to express sympathy. I am 
not at the moment blaming anyone particularly for this 
condition. I am simply expressing the thoughts that 
ae occurred tc me since the receipt of your communic- 
ation.

sehool system, These Indians are however 
away from their own villages for some part of 
each schoo] year while engage’ in the usual 
seasonal occupational migrations.

are absent for a consi erable part of theyear. 


‘ile all the better class Indians are not 
away from their villages for the #hole of the 
school year, number are so absent fron September 
to OSetober while engages in hop picking, from 
November to March attending to trap lines, and 
in way and June berry picking. From June to 
august few are in the villages. Tiere is a 
general move to the fishing grounds early in 
June, an: Indian Day Sehools along the coast

In the West Coast Agency it may be taken for 
granted that at least seventy five per cent of 
the Indian parents do move from th ir own

Should children from the same village be received 
as resident pupils ana 48 day pupils in a 
combined Residential ana vey Sehool leeated in 

or near # Village, there would be constant 
complaint from the pare ts, in that some of the 
children of the local Band were receiving sore 
clothes and food than others. 


It is highly doubtful that th type of combined 
Residential and “ay Sehool mentioned in the 
letter from the Indian affairs Branch under date 
of March 9th and No, 159-1-5 would prove a 
guecess in any part of British Columbia where 
the population is so constantly on the move.

16. The Indian parents at Port Renfrew, Sarita (Banfield) 
and Clo-oose shown on the attached map would certainly 
object to send their children to a Residential School 
at Ahousaht owing to tribal animosity. 


The Indian Residential School at Ahousaht is in very 

bad repair as far as the main building is concerned. 

The class rooms are very gmail and the older one is 80 
constructed that the water floods over the floor in 

times of heavy rain. About one quarter of the floor 
space was a great pool of water while I was inspecting 
there. No building with the exception of the new 
residence is worth retention at Ahousaht, and the general 
site is a particularly poor one for a Residential School. 


Recommendations: 


It is recommended that a new Indian Day School 
of one room on the general plan of the Campbell River Indian 
Day Sehool but somewhat larger be built at Ahousaht Indian 
Village. This School should be able to accommodate up to 
35 pupils. It should be located on the high plese of rocky 
land in front of the Indian Village at Ahousaht. This site 
ig on the sea, and has large village greens on each side, 
a path at the rear or village side, and the sea in front, 
and is an excellent site. Tf 4s of course on Indian Reserve, 
but it is likely thet the In jans would like to have 4 new 
Day Sehool here in their village. 


No teacher accommodation should be provided in 

this proposed one room sehool. The teacher should be a 
girl for preference, and live with the Missionary, possibly 
in the new residence built by the Derartment on the Woman's 
Missionary rroperty just ever 4 half mile from the Ahousaht 
village, and adjoining the present Ahousaht Indian Residential 
School. There is sufficient new lumber at the Ahouseht 
Residential School to provide a fine Day Sehool in the village 
and the present classrooms (two) at the Residential School 
would provide desks and Blackboards, etc. These class rooms 
are too poor to be worth preserving. The main Ahousaht Sehool 
Building is in such a poor state of repair that it will not 
last much longer than the two years or so which must elapse 
vefore a new Residential Sehool can be constructed. The 
present Ahousaht Residential School site 4s hopeless for such 
a school fpom every point of views 

An improved Day School of four or five rooms with a 
basement and other accommodation a8 suggested in the letter 
from the Secretary of the Indian Affairs Branch dated March 
9, 1937 is in my opinion quite impracticable either at Alberni, 
Ahousaht, or elsewhere on the British Columbia coast.

As there are some 22 children with ages from 
a few months up to six years now living at Ahousaht 
and not attending any school, it would follow that 
there would be,allowing for four deaths,an average 
of three pupils a year available for the Beginners! 
Class of such a Day School at Ahousaht Villageas I 
have recommended, 


There are some 10 Boys amd 12 Girls at present 
attending the Ahousaht Indian Day School, who have 
been shown on another page as available for a D ay 
School at Ahousaht. 


It would therefore appear that a one room 
Indian Day School could accommodate the twenty to thirty 
pupils suitable for such a school in this village, 


The saving in Per Capita Grant on these 22 
children now at the Ahousaht Residential School would 
far more than pay for teaching and other services at 
the proposed Ahousaht Indian Day School. 

Without going into exact figures it would appear 
that the saving would be over two thousand dollars a year,

The Mitinaht Band are located near Clowoose 36 miles 
south of Ucluelet. 


The distance to Port Alberni by water is about 64 
miles from Clo-oose.- Some of the children from this Reserve 
go to Coqualeetza, and I would recommend that when establish- 
ed the new Residential School accommodates these pupils, as 
conditions at Coqualeetza are so different to those on the 
West Coast that the farming etc. learned at Coqualeetza will be 
of no use here. 


It is in my opinion a very great mistake to take the 
Indian children out of their own environment and train them 
in a mode of life which they will certainly never follows 
There must be some, even remote, connection between the 
life in the Indian Residential School and the future life 
on the Indian Reserve, if the children are to make any use 
of the training given. 


There are about 37 children of school age on the 
Reserves near Clo-00se, with some 24 under school agéee 
Had this place been easier to get to, and it been possible 
to keep all the children here, a Day School might have 
peen established. In addition to some of the pupils being 
taken to Coqualeetza, no doubt for reasons satisfactory to 
the Indian Affairs Branch, others in the past were taught 
at the local Provincial Day School, I am informed.

All children over 16 have been left out of the above 
list. There are about 27 children of school age now without 
any school since the Alberni Indian Residential School was 
destroyed by fire. 
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General Remarks: 


1. The Indians who remain throughout the 
year in their own villages are for the 
most part the more destitute members of 
the population. 


The children of the above Indians could 
attend the day school located in the village, 
but for other reasons, home conditions, etc., 
are more often permitted to attend the 
Indian Residential Schools. 


The Indians with facilities to fish, boats 

and other equipment, are those best able to 
support their children under the usual day 
school system, These Indians are however 
away from their own villages for some part of 
each school year while engaged in the usual 
seasonal occupational migrations. Numbers 

are absent for a considerable part of theyear. 


While all the better class Indians are not 
away from their villages for the whole of the 
school year, number are so absent from September 
to October while engaged in hop picking, from 
November to M ttending to trap lines, and 
in May and June perry pickidg. From June to 
August few are in the villages. Tnere is a 
general move to the fishing grounds early in 
June, anda Indian Day Schools along the coast 
of B.C. are often closed about the middle of 
that month for want of pupils. 


At Ahousaht the whole of the Indians areonl 


y 
in the village from November to February, if then. 


In the West Coast Agency it may be taken for 
granted that at least seventy five per cent of 
the Indian parents do move from their own 
villages during some part of each school year. 


Should children from the same village be received 
as resident pupils and as day pupils ina 
combined Residential and Vay School located in 

or near a village, there would be constant 
complaint from the parents, in that some of the 
children of the local Band were receiving more 
clothes and food than others.

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Bera Remarks Continued: 


10. Day pupils attending a combined 
Residential and Day School would 
need regular supervised baths in the 
school, and suitable school clothes. 
There would need to be as little 
difference as possible in the treatment 
of the day and residential pupils. 
A simple school uniform, as used in 
the B.C.private schools should be 
provided for day and residential pupils. 


A Residential School takes children 
away from objectionable home conditions 
which are fairly common on the West Coast 
The home conditions at Ucluelet are 

in advance of thse in other villages. 
The Day School there is a success, and 
few if any of the Ucluelet children 
should be permitted to attend an 
ordinary Indian Residential School, as 
many have been attending the Alberni 
Indian Residential School in the past. 


There are no lands in Indian villages 
on the West Coast suitable for farming 
and few gardens are even possible. 

The training of boys at an Indian 
Residential School in farming is a 
complete waste of effort. Any new 
Indian Residential School on the West 
Coast should eliminate farming entirely. 
A large garden should be cultivated 
largely to provide fresh vegetables. 


The children at present returning from 
Residential Schools find conditions 

in the villages quite different to those 
they have been accustomed to in school. 
The opposition of the older Indians, 
not the actual parents of whom many 
have been at Residential School, tends 
to negative many of the high ideals 
learned at school, The failure here is 
not due to the school system as much as 
to the lack of a follow up system in 
the care of the young graduates. 


Of the children at present attending 
Ahousaht Indian Residential School a 
total of 10 Boys and 12 Girls might 
well attend a Day School in that village 
while the remaining 16 Boys and 16 Girls 
should be in Resid mtial School at some 
central point along the West Coast. 


There are sufficient children in the 
village of ahousaht to make the establish 
ment of a new Day School there aworth 
while project.

General Remarks Continued. 


16. The Indian parents at Port Renfrew, Sarita (Banfield) 
and Clo-oose shown on the attached map would certainly 
object to send their children to a Residential School 
at Ahousaht owing to tribal animosity. 


The Indian Residential School at Ahousaht is in very 

bad repair as far as the main building is concerned. 

The class rooms are very small and the older one is so 
constructed that the water floods over the floor in 

times of heavy rain. About one quarter of the floor 
space was a great pool of water while I was inspecting 
there. No building with the exception of the new 
residence is worth retention at Ahousaht, and the general 
site is a particularly poor one for a Residential School. 


Recommendations: 


It is recommended that a new Indian Day School 
of one room on the general plan of the Campbell River Indian 
Day School but somewhat larger be built at Ahousaht Indian 
Village. This School should be able to accommodate up to 
35 pupils. It should be located on the high piece of rocky 
land in front of the Indian Village at Ahousaht. This site 
is on the sea, and has large village greens on each side, 
a path at the rear or village side, and the sea in front, 
and is an excellent site. RS is of course on Indian Reserve, 
but it is likely that the Indians would like to have a new 
Day School here in their village. 


No teacher accommodation should be provided in 
this proposed one room school. The teacher should be a 
girl for preference, and live with the Missionary, possibly 
in the new residence built by the Department on the Woman's 
Missionary property just ever a half mile from the Ahousaht 
village, and adjoining the present Ahousaht Indian Residential 
School, There is sufficient new lumber at the Ahousaht 
Residential School to provide a fine Day School in the village 
and the present classrooms (two) at the Residential School 
would provide desks and Blackboards, etc. These olass rooms 
are too poor to be worth preserving. ‘The main Ahousaht School 
Building is in such a poor state of repair that it will not 
last much longer than the two years or so which must elapse 
before a new Residential School can be constructed. The 
present Ahousaht Residential School site is hopeless for such 
a school fpom every point of view. 


An improved Day School of four or five rooms with a 
basement and other accommodation as suggested in the letter 
from the Secretary of the Indian Affairs Branch dated March 
9, 1937 is in my opinion quite impracticable either at Alberni, 
Ahousaht, or elsewhere on the British Columbia coast.

I beg to submit the following report on my 
investigation of conditions at the Alberni Indian Residential 
school. 


You will recall that in July last you re- 
quested me to endeavour to look into conditions at this school 
as soon as I could make the necessary arrangements. It is 
regretted that it has not been possible to get this information 
before you earlier owing to heavy demands on my time and the 
absence of Inspector Coleman from the office. I arranged for 
Dr. Hugh Morrison, Provincial Inspector of Schools for the 
Courtenay-Alberni area, to accompany me but he was unable to do 
so owing to provincial matters that required his attention. 

Dr. Morrison did, however, arrange to inspect the school shortly 
following my visit and his report is enclosed herewith. 


Mr. Ashbridge accompanied me during my visits 
to the school and was very helpful in getting out information 
regarding the pupils, arranging meetings and providing trans~ 
portation. 


The Indians of the Sheshaht and Opetchesaht Bands, 
having learned of my presence in Alberni, requested a meeting 
to discuss school matters. This was arranged by Mr. Indian 
Agent Ashbridge in cooperation with Mr. Caldwell, who 
allowed the use of the Residential School assembly hall for the 
purpose. Reference will be made to this meeting later on in this 
report. 


The greater part of three days was spent at the 
school during which matters relating to the operation and 
administration of the institution were thoroughly discussed with 
Mr, Caldwell and a careful inspection made of every room in the 
building. 


Perhaps I should say at the outset that I went 
to Alberni feeling none too hopeful of finding conditions at the 
school satisfactory. Indeed, I fully expected to find little 
change from what I had known them to be during Mr, scott's 
administration. It was most encouraging, therefore, to find 
evidence of considerable improvement in condit ions generally. 
There is no doubt whatever that Mr. Caldwell has made a very 
commendable effort to bring the school in all its departments 
up to the standard expected by the Department. This is verified 
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by Dr. Morrison who made his investigation in cooperation with 
but entirely independent of that carried out by me.

General Conditions 


The school throughout was clean, indeed 
cleaner than I had found it on any previous visit since its 
opening some years ago. The boys and girls playrooms, where one 
could reasona»ly expect some untidiness and litter on the floors, 
were in good shape, The same condition was found in the dormitories, 
wash rooms, dining room, kitchen and related rooms and the class- 
rooms. In fact everywhere throughout the school there was 
evidence of properly organized effort to effectively deal with the 
matter of keeping the school in a clean and proper condition. It 
was always a most disheartening and discouraging experience for me 
on visits to this institution to invariably find most of the rooms 
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used by the children in a dirty and untidy state and, despite 
earnest efforts on our part to have the principal improve 
matters, to see the same condition continue year after year. 


The old day school building, now in use as 
a classroom, and the manual training shop were visited. Some 
painting was being done in the former to brighten the classroom 
which was much in need of this improvement. The Manual Training 
Instructor was in the process of organizing his work on the basis 
of Departmental requirements, and from the orderly appearance of 
the workshop and the program of practical instruction set out 
gave promise of making a worthwhile contribution in this division 
of the school. The facilities at present available for manual 
training are not satisfactory but should do until more adequate 
accommodation can be provided. When this happens, the existing 
puilding could be used exclusively for boat building. 


There were 228 children in residence at the time 
of my visit. The per capita grant is allowed for 225. I doubt if 
the school could properly accommodate a larger number of pupils 
although the Principal suggested that it could. The dormitories 
aid not appear crowded but I am satisfied that this condition 
would develop with a larger enrolment. Some ten children were 
sleeping on mattresses on the floor but this has been rectified 
as a result of the supply of new beds which were on order at the 
time. More new mattresses and bedding are needed. 


The children were much better clothed than I 
found them on previous visits and much more responsive. They 
appeared happy and contented, due, no doubt, to better and more 
constant supervision and control, organized sports and keener 
interest on the part of the staff in their general well being. 


Meals and Dining Room 


The organization for cooking and serving 
meals was quite satisfactory. The behaviour of the children 
at the tables was commendable. There was evidence of much better 
trol in this respect than I found on previous 
dance of food of excellent quality is supplied 
f nutrition in the 
preparation of menus, 


Health Services 


Apart from 4 small number of children in the 
infirmary for various minor ailments, the health of the children, 
at the time of my visit, was good. Miss McKenzie, who holds the 
position of school nurse, is not properly qualified professionally 
nor otherwise for the post, and should be replaced as soon as @ 
suitable registered nurse can be secured. Dr. C. Pitts of Port 
Alberni is called when required, but it is doubtful if it is 
possible for him, in view of the heavy demands on his time owing 
to a shortage of doctors in the community, to give the service 
that an institution this size should have. This situation should 
be remedied immediately normal conditions return. 
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Water Supply 


The water supply is secured from the municipal 
system of the city of Alberni. The quality is good and no doubt 
the supply is adequate for the normal needs of the school, 
Pressure has been reported quite low at times, too low to be of 
effective use in time of fire. It is understood that the city 
has under consideration the necessary improvements to meet this 
situation. The cost of water to the school has risen sharply 
since the first of the year as a result of the new rates es- 
tablished by the city. Should these rates be maintained it may 
be advisable to further explore the possibilities of securing a 
supply for both the Residential School and the local Reserve 
from Heath Creek or some other source.

It will be seen from this that in these two 
reserves there are 19 children of school age not attending any 
school. 


It has been suggested from time to time that a 
day school should be provided to meet the needs of the children 
of the local reserves. It will be recalled that the attitude of 
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the Sheshaht Indians to the Residential School during a con- 
siderable part of Mr. Scott's administration was openly hostile. 
This situation has been somewhat composed since M ldwell 
took over, but is still far from satisfactory. [The following 
solutions to meet the problem of the education of the children 
of the local reserves were put forward and carefully considered. 


(1) Have children attend the Residential School. 
\\ (2) Have children attend the Residential School as day 
pupils and receive mid-day meal at the school, 
(3) Provide a day school on the Opetchesaht Reserve or 
\| at a point approximately midway wetween the two 
reserves, that is, Sheshaht and Opetchesaht. 


With reference to solution (1), our experience 
would not justify a continuation of this arrangement. It has not 
been successful. Solution (2) would involve mixing up the 
Residential School and Day School pupils, which is not desirable 
inasmuch as it would most certainly cause discontent amongst the 
former owing to the wide freedom enjoyed by Day School pupils in 
comparison with the restrictive character of Nesidential School 
life. Dr. “orrison, Mr. Ashbridge and the writer are agreed that 
solution (3) appears the best under the circumstances. 


The Indians suggested that the old Church building 
on the Opetchesaht Reserve could be repaired to meet our needs until 
such time as a new school could be built. I examined the building 
referred to by the Indians and concluded that it was too far gone 
to warrant the extensive repairs that would be necessary to put it 
in shape. The building has been unused for many years and appears 
to be on the verge of collapse. However, I instructed Mr. ashbridge 
to secure a report from a competent builder on the condition of the 
building. The Asent's report in this connection has now come to 
hand and is to the effect that the building is beyond repair and 
should be torn down. Mr. Ashbridge is being asked to ascertain if 
there is any suitable accommodation in the locality that could be 
secured on a temporary basis for use as a classroom. — 


Joint Meeting of the Sheshaht and Opetchesaht. Bands 


As already stated the Indians of these Bands 
requested a meeting with the Commissioner to discuss school matters. 
The meeting was presided over by Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge and was 
orderly throughout. The particular matters which the Indians wished 
to discuss had to do with the following. 


(a) Visiting hours at the school. 

(b) Allowing children out of school to visit in Alberni 
and Port Alberni with their parents. 

(c) Use of the wash rooms on the girls' side. 


I found the regulations covering (a) and (b) 
quite reasonable and in line with those in force in other 
Residential Schools. The Indians were informed that these rules 
were designed to protect the health and general well being of the 
pupils and, although some exception might be made because of 
unusual circumstances, any general relaxation of them could not 
be permitted. With respect to (c), it was disclosed that the use 
permitted of these wash rooms was altogether too limited and, in 
some cases, had resulted in the children having to go elsewhere to 
relieve themselves. I instructed the Principal to remove the 
existing restriction and permit the use of these facilities 
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consistent with the needs of the children. It transpired that 
Mr. Caldwell was not familiar with the restrictions placed on 
the use of these wash rooms which had been imposed by the girls’ 
matron, Mrs. Mackenzie, apparently without consulting him. 


The question of establishing a day school to 
meet the needs of the local reserves was discussed at considerable 
length and resulted in the meeting unanimously declaring in 
favor of a day school being established on the Opetchesaht Reserve 
or some suitable alternative site between the town of Alberni 
and the Residential School. There were twenty Indians eligible to 
vote present at the meeting, 16 from the Sheshaht Band and 4 from 
the Opetchesaht Band. 


Additional Accommodation Required 


It will be observed from pr. Morrison's report 
that he recommends the construction of a classroom wing with a 
minimum of seven classrooms to permit of full school days for 
Grades I to IV inclusive. If the school is to be operated on a 
full school day basis, and I think there is general agreement that 
it should, instead of the half day system as at present, no doubt 
seven classrooms would be necessary. In addition to classroom 
requirements, gymnasium and manual training accommodation should 
be provided. It might be possible to house all three in one 
building but. this is a matter for the Departmental architects to 
consider. I should be glad to further discuss this and other 
matters relating to this school during my forthcoming visit to 
the Department.

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that the present temporarily improvised class-rooms 

are overcrowded, and the children above Grade I are 
_receiving only half-time education. Forty of the 
forty-seven children in Grade I are crowded into a 

room 18' x 36', intended originally a8 & sewing room. 
There is no room for the other seven children, so they 
are, of necessity, classed as kindergarten and put 

under the charge of a senior pupil - which is, of course, 
entirely unsatisfactory to all parties concerned. 

3rades 4 and 5 are taught in the auditorium 
(one-half time to each class), and grades 2 and 3 are 
taught in an adjacent frame school structure. This is 
fairly satisfactory, although cloak-room space and @ 
large stove should be provided. Grades 6, 7, 8 are 
held in a room which is about the same size as the 
jrade I room. 

It is quite evident that the building of @ 
wing containing the rooms necessary for educational 
purposes is imperatively and immediately necessary. 

In order to give an adequate and nodern school program, 

permitting full school days for Grades I to IV inclusive, 

at least seven teachers, allotted as follows, will be 

required.

As already indicated in this report the 
professional part of the staff is understaffed. 
Instructional qualifications of members in the super- 
visory part are inadequate, if some real vocational 
training is to be attempted.

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until the appointment of the new principal. Because 
of the above reasons, the present programme is really 
more of a plant maintenance one than & training one. 

At the present time not much can be done 
about securing highly qualified vocational instructors, 
who have the ability of planning and using the pupils’ 
time to the best advantage in both a vocational and 
plant maintenance sense. The third reason, i.e. admin- 
istrative inertia, is now @ thing of the past. The 
present local administration hes some very good and 
practical plans. ‘They should get the fullest Depart- 
mental support, consistent with practicality. This 
will lead to the rectification of the second reason, 
i.e. lack of proper building and equipment. If poss- 
ible the farm should be moved to the lower river flats; 
a general shop, a8 well as & woodworking shop, should 
be installed, so that various household maintenance 
arts, such as electrical repairing and Soining. may be 
taught. Boat building, end trades apperteining to the 
fishing industry should be taught. House construction 
and allied building trades should be taught. At the 
present time there appears to be little vocational 
training for the girls, except large scale cooking 
(quite unnatural for most), some sewing, mending and 
laundering. A graduate nurse could teach some home 
nursing. 

Indeed in the residential schools there is a 
splendid opportunity for the giving of worthwhile voca~ 
tional training, if the supervisory staff is qualified, 
and if there is adequate equipment. Under the circum-~ 


stances the present supervisory staff is doing very well, 
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but more money must be spent on the supervisory staff 
and on equipment in order to secure better and more 


intelligent results. 


3. FIRE PROTECTION. 


This is a fully fire-proof building. All fire 
exits are lighted red on each floor. Fire extinguishers 
are placed outside the dormitories. There are fike gongs 


on each floor. (here are no fire escapes on the exteriors. 


4. DORMITORIES. 


All dormitories are clean, tidy and well vent- 
{lated. There are all told ten; five poys and five girls. 
Bach accommodate from twenty= “to twenty-five children. 

One set of lavatories and bathroom serves two dornitories. 
In the bathroom there are two baths» and four showers, 

and in the washroom, six toilets and twelve wash basins. 
Yhis toilet and washing accommodation is of excellent 


quality, but only fairly adequate, especially as the 


children must arise and go to bed all at the same time. 
5. MEALS AND DINING ROOM. 


Dining rooms and kitchens are all very sanitary 
and clean. ‘The dining room for the children is slightly 
erowded, In order to alleviate this situation, the 
principal's suggestion that the present staff dining room 
be given over to the senior pupils is a good one. This is 
pased, of course, upon the proviso that accommodation else- 
where be found for the etaff. 

The cooking and serving of meals are well organ- 


ized. ‘The behaviour of the children at the tables is very 
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commendable, and correct table and eating habits 
are being successfully inoculcated. 

The food served is of excellent quality, 
and abundant. A study of daily menus for the past 
year indicated that the nutritional content is very 
high for an institution of this time. Sincere 
attempts are being made - and successfully in the 
summer - to meet Canada's nutritional requirements; 
In these days of high prices for greens it is pleas- 
ing to note that this institution does, I believe, 
better than the average Canadian family in meeting 


nutritional standards. 


6. WATER SUPPLY. 


Water supply is fully modern, and, I presume,

As you are aware, the basic per 
capita rate at the Alberni Indian Residential 
School has been $170 per pupil. Recently, the 
authorities of the United Church of Canada made 
representations to the effect that they should 
be allowed the same basic rate as paid at Christie 
and Alert Bay schools. After giving the matter 
some consideration, the Department agreed to their 
request, and from January 1, 1945, the basic per 
capita rate at Alberni is ¢iso.0o per pupil.

current year's appropriation. In addition, we have 
reviewed the cubic air space in the dormitories 
and it is found that, with an enrolment of 225, the 
air space is less than we consider it should be, 
namely: S00 cubic feet per pupil. Additional pupils 
to the number you mention would still further decrease 
the air space in the dormitories per pupil and, we 
are inclined to feel, would overtax some of the other 
facilities in the school. 


With the above in mind, we are not 
prepared to favourably consider your request at 
the present time.

April 25th advising me that the Department had given consideration 
to the matters of increasing the maximm pupilage and also the 
acquiring of farm lands.

I may mention thet, at Norway House, where the Meuical Officer 
wished to enter some pupils in necessitous cases whose entry brought 
our pupilage over the maximum, special arrangements were made with 
the Medical Services branch to help to cover the expense of the care 
of these pupils witbut thereby increasing the grant@oarning pupil 
quota, ‘ould some such arrangement here be possible, where necessitous 
cases are admitted during the term, after the scliool complement is 
reached?

As you are swere, shortly after the new school 
wes erected at Alberni the cless-room block burned down which 
gave rise to 4 number of problems, one of which was the 
accommodation of pupils in cless-rooms. Yor some time now 
the principal hes accommodated these pupils by erecting 
temporery partitions in the auditorium and by using some 
small rooms which were desiened for other purposes. sven 
with this arrangement it was impossible to provide for the 
pupils on @ full time basis. mowever, the new class-room 
block is now nearly completed and there is no doubt that it 
will be in operetion for the new term beginning in September. 


Mhile the beginners are not in the class-room they 
are permitted to play either in the playrooms or out on the 
grounds, weather permitting. Yhis play period is supervised 
by one of the members of the staff and it appeers to be the 
best possible arrangement for these pupils during that time. 


in connection with the new class-room block, i may 
sey at this time that it is unfortunate that the building 
contains only four class-rooms and 1 would suggest that one 
of the rooms in the basement be fitted out and equipped for

I am enclosing « letter I have received from the Manager of the Bank 
of Montreal which carries our account. Mr. Wylie spoke to me about the increas~ 
ing overdraft. He is not, of course, worried about the account, but only about 
the irregulerity of permitting 4 $7000.00 plus overdraft where the authorization 
is only for $4000.00. You will remember thet this mtter came up before when I 
first took over. The prospects then, however, were that the overdraft could be 
reduced. This was done, down to the approximate amount of $3000.00 at one 
time. The situation now has changed, however, and I see no prospect of any- 
thing: but ever increasing expenditure if the present price and wage trend continues. 


The overdraft for January is $6221.00, with « total adverse Cash Book 
balance of $7425.00. January sccounts and selaries are still to be paid (on 
February 15th, when the remittance advance of $4000.00 is received). This will 
approximate $6000.00. The arrears of revenue due to the school amount to 
#1500100, leaving an overall deficit of som $11,000.00, bringing us back to 
where we were three and one-half years #go0. 


First, there is the absolute necessity of increased Government 
revenue. Procrastination should no longer be tolerated. Also, the Govern- 
ment should either assume definite responsibility for the deficit to date, 
either by payment of the deficit or satisfying the carrying banks that it 
is © Government responsibility. In the meantime it is necessary that the Princi- 
pel should have authorization to incur an overdraft to the amount of his 
expenditure under the present and prospective opersting cost...+. to whet 
amount I cannot estimate, but I would say the authorization should be for 
$10,000.00. I still suggest that the expenditure over revenue should be 
carried as a deficit and Bank overdraft. Subsidizeation by the Chureh in the 
reduction of deficit or the sugmentation of current revenue would simply en- 
courage the Government to continue its policy of evading its Indien education 
responsibilities. 


Further, may I suggest that the deferring of proper action on the 
part of the Government and the Church in dealing promptly and decisively with 
the matter of school finence tends to debase the functional velue of the school 
personnel. 1 have already lost one of the best Boys' Supervisors in the 
educational syctem, @ man who hes made this work 4 vocation, because of luck 
of opportunity and security afforded in employment by the school. ‘There is 
no inducement given to the teachers to continue employment in 4 residential 
school. They are sacrificing salary, experience scale increases and super- 
annuetion by teaching in a residential school. It might be noted here that 
teachers in all the Alberni Public Schools have this week been awarded ean 
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We’ the board" increase of $200.00 (retroactive) by en Arbitration Boerd. 
1% been fortunate in obtaining 4 very good slate of teachers this term, 
but I cannot hope to engage them for another year. We mst be able to offer 
teachers inducements at least the equal of the Public Schools, otherwise we 
mist put up with the left-overs (if there ere any) to the detriment of our 
standard of teaching. 


Also there is the functional value of the Principal to consider. No 
Principal could be expected to continue to give efficient attention to all the 
many duties thet make for the efficient operation of an institution such 4s 
Alberni School, and carry, et the same time, the constant burden of ever 
increasing debt, about which one can do nothing and of which there is no end 
in sight. 


Surely the Churches ought to be able to impress the urgency of the 
emergency on the Government, so that immediate action can be taken. It is 
absolutely useless for the Government or the Chureh to counsel retrenchment 
or economy. This hes been practiced to the limit beyond which we cannot go. 
It is false economy, end functional suicide, to attempt further economy in 
food. The late Principal of the Alert Bay School foolishly tried this experi- 
ment at the beginning of this term, resulting in his resignation, and 4 loss 
in prestige of that school with the Indian people fran which it will teke them 
a long time to recover. Seleries must be held down, st the cost of operating 
with a mediocre staff. The present supply situation in clothing, boots and 
shoes, soaps, and in practically every necessary line, is such thet we cannot 
bargain or question either price or quality. 


I will note same comparative costs 8 of January 1947 and January 
1948:~

Dry Goods cannot be compared, as we are now replenishing supplies 
not obtainable a year ago. However, the Dry Goods account for Jamery of 
this year is $1106.56, and the Boots and Shoes account $575.16. It can also 
be noted thet stoker coal, which cost us $12.20 per ton a year 2g0 ($9.45 per 
ton two years ago) is now $19.50 per ton. May I say also that in the matter of 
food and fuel our consumption quantity has not been increased. 


Will you please attend to the matter of the Bank letter 4s soon 48 
possible? Further than that, I would at least like to be assured that the 
condition of the finances of this school, and the deficit, is approved by the 
United Church as far as the efforts of the Principal is comcerned.... or, of 
course, should a contrary viewpoint be taken, I would like to be advised.

Overdrafts in the school eccount have been gradually increasing 
and the high point in December was $5721, in Jamary $6221, and at 
present time $7,161 with approximately ten days before you receive 
your next cheque. It is therefore reasonable to expect that this 
total will be in somewhat larger figures before this cheque arrives. 
The Executive meeting of Board of Home Missions of United Church of 
Canada, on 8th of June 1944, authorized you to borrow by way of over~ 
draft up to but not exceeding four thousand dollers. Owing to in-

In the case of the Alberni School, 
the amount of the per capita allowance for the December 
quarter was $12,938.63 and a cheque for this amount 
went forward to the Treasurer of the United Church of 
Canada about February 2, 1948. This sum should enable 
the Principal to meet his obligations for the time being 
at least. Incidentally, while I have no desire to 
awaken hopes that are not warranted by the facts, never- 
theless I feel the chances for the churches securing 
additional financial aid this year are more promising 
than they have been at any time in recent years,

Please find attached a submission to Council 
concerning the payment of the teachers at the Alberni Residential 
School, This matter has already been discussed with Mr. Jackson 
and the submission indicates an experiment in the payment of 
teachers at Indien residential sehools. 


As you are aware, this is being done at three 
schools: the Mohawk Institute, the Shubenacadie Residential school 
and now, a8 indicated, the Alberni Residential sehool. 


As both the Mobawk Institute and the Shubenacadie 
Residential School ere government institutions, it was not necessary 
to make a submission to Council. The Alberni Residential school is, 
however, operated by the United Church of Canada, which denomination 
has concurred in the payment of these teachers. 


The present capita rate at this residential school 
is $274.00 per pupil per year. An increase to $288.00 was authorized 
by the Minister but this has mever been paid, due to the fact that 
this matter had been discussed with Mr. Jackson and it was decided 
to delay the inerease until « decision had been made in connection 
with the teachers’ salaries. 


When authority is obtained by Order-in-Council for 
the payment of these teachers, it is our intention to obtain details 
of the qualifications and salaries of these teachers, when a further 
gubmission will be made concerning such changes, if any, in the 
per capite rate.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
January 23. The grant to the Alberni Residential School has 
been delayed, pending the receipt of the teachers’ qualific~ 
ation records. 


Upon enquiry, we have discovered that there was 
no actual agreement entered into for the operation of the 
Alberni Residential School when it was recently re-erected. 


It has therefore been decided that an order-in- 4 
Council will not be necessary for the payment of these teachers 
but that it can be tried on an experimental basis for a period 
of one year on the following understanding: 


(a) That the Department will pay the salaries of 
classroom teachers at the Alberni Residential School 
for a trial period of one academic year, namely 
1 September, 1949, to 30 June, 1950. 


That these salaries will be based on the Indian 
day school teachers’ salary schedule.

I had intended to write to you concerning this 
matter in greater detail when I received the qualification 
forms completed by the teachers, 


The audit report for the period June 1, 1948, 
to August 31, 1949, shows that the teachers’ salaries at this 
school amounted to $7,920.00 with an authorized enrolment of 
235 pupils. This meant that the salary cost for each teacher 
per pupil was $33.00. Therefore it would be safe to assume 
that the Alberni Residential School will benefit from the 
payment of the teachers’ salaries by the Department to the 
amount of approximately $35.00 per pupil (or equivalent to 
an increase in per capita rate of about $35.00).

$55.00 per month for board.

Dear Col. Neary, 


I have your letter of Feb. 18th giving 
the classification of our teachers and the amount 6f the 
individual salaries, effective from September lst 1949, 
followed on March 4th by receipt of the salary cheques, 
sent in my care. 


I note your instructions re the charge for 
board, room gnd laundry. Enquiries made from the City 
Council and the Government Employment offices set the local 
rate for board and room at $55.00 per month in the Alberni 
District. While, pending ratification of the change in the 
teacher salary schedule at this school, no assurances had 
been given the teachers regarding the salaries to be 
received, some of them had been under the impression that 
the cost of board, etc, to them would be $40.00 per month, 
the rate obtaining under the old schedule of salaries. It 
was also pointed out by those teachers with Indian Day school 
experience, that a teacherage was provided in some of the 
day schools, for which no charge was made. 


To compromise, I have suggested that, subject to 
the approval of the Department, the board rate, forthis 
present term only, be set at $50.00 per month. This 
rate is acceptable to the teachers and I would ask that you 
give it your approval. May I also point out that each 
teacher gives one evening per week to recreation room super- 
vision, apart from the club and study supervision that is 
normally expected from a teacher and in which they all engage. 


There would appear to have been some error in 
setting the salary of Miss G.J.May. Miss May taught at the 
Alert Bay Day School last year at a salary of $1740.00. She 
would apparently be entitled to an increase of $60.00 this 
term. Miss May admits that the error probably occurred in 
the filling out of the application she submitted recently 
when the present arrangement was ratified. I have taken this 
matter up with Mr.Davey with a wiew to adjustment. 


I trust that the tentative arrangements made in 
regard to board will:meet with your approval and I wish to 
express my appreciation to you and the Department for the 
removal of what has been an increasing handicap in the 
engaging of competent teachers for this school, and also for 
the prospect of some alleviation of the heavy financial 
burden that has caused overmuch preoccupation during the 
past few years,

Dear Col. Neary, 


Mr.Maize, our Senior Teacher, has given 
me your letter to him of the 10th Inst., and your explanation 
that you are not aware of the type of publication that is 
on the material list issued by the Department clears up the 
question that has been in my mind as to why such publications 
were recommended for our pupils. 


As you see, the publications are of a very high 
order, on excellent paper and of a fine excellence of 
presentation, but it is purely propaganda and it's seeming 
reasonableness makes it most undesirable material, in my mind, 
for the inculcation of the student mind, particularly the 
Indian, gaining first impressions of political and economic 
ways of life. 


Reading the material, it is hardly to be wondered 
that our High School and University youth, striving towards 
an ideal, and conscious that our own democratic way falls 
far short of the ideal, finds it attractive, particularly 
under the impression that it is disseminated with the 
approval of our Government. Such material is only safe reading 
for the advanced student of political economy, fully 
acquainted with counterbalancing material. 


Would it be possible for our Government to combat 
this propaganda of the U.S.S.Re by compiling equally 
attractive publications explaining and eulogizing the democratic 
way of life? The effectiveness 2f such would be out of all 
proportion to the expense, and would be much more productive 
of educative result than banning the undesirable publications. 


However, as far as our own students are concerned, I 
think it would be desirable to remove these publications from 
the list of study material,

In reply to your letter of June 24th 
enquiring as to the success of the experiment in the 
paying of Residential School teachers! salaries by the 
Department, I do not know how far the plan had been 
premeditated in other schools in which the experiment 
has been conducted, but in our own case we will be 
better able to make a report at the end of the coming 
term, as, not being fully assured last September, nor 
indeed until the Order in Council was passed establishing 
the policy in December, that the increased salary scale 
would actually become operative, we were not in 4 position 
to be as selective in our teaching appointae nts as we now 

are for the coming term. 


While all our teachers were fully qualified, a “cerkypecatiae 4 
condition which I have been able to maintain wit‘out the ward 
exception during my frincipalship of Alberni, their 
teaching capabilities, for the most part, left much to be 
desired, Our senior teacher, a veteran who has been here 
for the past three years, lacked the experience and 
capability to take charge of a grade 8 class, nearly all 
of which, under our present developed syatem, will graduate 

to the 9th grade in the Public High School, Further, it 
was expected that this teacher would function as class room 
Principal, for which his inexperience unfitted him, leaving 
the general class-room supervision to myself, and I had 
neither the time nor the academic teaching training to 
han ile this work as efficiently as required. This teacher is 
now taking summer school and hopes to gain further experience 
in the Public Schools. 


Then we filled our teaching staff with three 
elderly teachers who were verging on, or past, the age limit 
of 65. One had been teaching for some years at the File 
Hills Indian School and came well recommended, but did not 
measure up, by any means, to our required standard. Another 
had passed the period of possibly former efficiency. The 
third was possibly the best teacher on the staff and is being 
retained next term. 


Of the three male teachers ( one being the senior 
teacher already referred to,Jone was efficient and is being 
retained, and the other inefficient. We had further employed 
a teacher who, while unqualified, had operated a kindergarten 
in the Old Country, and who was given, in addition to her main 
function of singing and music instructor ( she was nominally 
on the supervisional staff) a pre-primary class 6f some 20 
pupils. She did @ splendid job with these pupils and I plan 
to keep her on under the same circumstances, although she cannot 
qualify for a civil service appointment.

Only two of our teachers from last term, therefore, 
have been considered sufficiently efficient to retain, Perhaps 
I should say three, as a Primary teacher, Miss Bone, who had 
been here three years and | ad been progressively efficient, 
resigned to leave the field of Indian education, largely 
because, being of an inteasely evangelical turn of mind,/was /she 
perfectly satisfied with the low salary she was formerly Rit her & 
receiving, but considered there was ot sufficient sacrifice on Me deb 
entailed fn working for the larger salary, There is nothing Y Bee Hs 
much one can do in a case like that, Mr.Davey would have rheneg LE Che 
liked to appoint her to a day school but the same circumstance’ 5) sun 
apply there. yg 


I go into this detail to indicate, as I said, 
that the experiment has not had a fair trial. Some teachers have 
already been engaged for next term. Mr.Davey has furnished 
me with their qualifications and indications are that we will 
have a more efficient teaching staff under the new, and now 
established, conditions, 


However, I can report that we have had a very 
successful academic year. It is less than two years since I 
have been able to establish the full day class~room 
instruction, doing away entirely with the half-day instruction 
in all grades as formerly. This has had a most marked effect 
in the progress of the pupils, even more than might be expected, 
The progress is apparent in all grades, but particularly in 
the Primary and Intermediate, and it is already affecting the 
age at which pupils are prepared to enter the Grade 9 in the 
Public High School. In another year or two it is apparent 
that the age for Grade 9 advance will be 14 to 15, instead of 
16 to 17 as formerly, I am confident that, with efficient 
teaching such as we can now expect, this average age of Grade 
9 advance will be further reduced, 


If I may take up your time, I would like to further 
discuss this High School question with you. ‘his term we had 
16 pupils in the High School, 8 in Grade 9, 4 in 10, 2 inll 
and 2 in 12, Seven pupils were taking the University Pntrance 
Course and nine the Commercial and General Course, Two pupils 
graduated from Grade 12, one is accepted for nursing training 
at the Vancouver General Hospital and one is entering Normal 
in Victoria, witha view to the teaching of Art ( Judith Morgan), 
ne pupil fait in Grade 11 and two in Grade 9 It is 
recommended that one of the Grade 9 failures take the Crade 10 
general Course next term, The other two failures are not 
returning. A}l others passed their grades, with one Grade 12 
Grid whet wr ove pupil being recommended §n all subjects. Our pupils are 
Ube te d gaurd handicapped in English and Mathematics particularly.... although 
i little below the average High Schcol pupil, +his is accounted 
tuaciuny for by the lack of elementary grade grounding due to the half- 
appect juberdetand lay classroom system formetly employed.

yblaby I might add, in passing, that we have had many ¢ 

Maairo Up ulr. Yj» compliments from the High School teachers on the general 
conduct and good manners of our Indian pupils. I am told they 
are models for others in the High School, Actually, contrary to 
my own former épprehensions, we have had not the slightest 
behavioub trouble with our High School pupils in the school, 
probably due to the fact that, while being permitted to engage in 
all High School activities and social functions, within the 
Nesidential school they are subject to the same routine exactly 
as other pupils. Their social contacts have been successful 
beyond my expectations. Friends have been made, and visitation 
by invitation at friends' homes and by friends here at the 
school has been permitted and encouraged, There has not been a 
vestige of diecrimination end the inate fear of discrimination 
has practically been eliminated from the psychology of our Indian 
pupils. One of our girls was President of the Hi-Y group in 


ul- Livre 
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Col. Neary (3) 
Grade 12 and was the representative at the annual convention of the 
Groups in Vancouver. This process of assimilation has been greatly 
furthered in our school generally by participation in league 
sports, soft-ball, football, etc, with all the Sunday Schools of 
the community and with teams from industrial plants and other 
organizations. Although our teams were, on the average, better than 
opponents, often of older ages, the good spirit engendered ff, and 
the real friendshipd formed, have been most encouraging. It has been 
my policy to eliminate the wdd "Indian" as a discriminatory term 
in the school, as it tends to establish a sense of inferiority that 
a retarding influence on general progress, and in this 1 think 
we have been quite successful. 


I may say here,also, that I have just received a request 
to attend the opening of the Lxhibition of Indian Arts and Crafts 
in Victoria on }onday next, taking two of our pupils, whe have 
entered art exhibits, with me.

I am fully in accord with the policy of placing Indian 
pupils in Public, or ( as far as the elementary grades are conc rned) 
in the Indian,*Day,schools. I have eliminated every pupil in this schcol 
that can be so accommodated and will continue to do so as opportunity 
affords, but the necessity Mf the residential school, both as a means 
of education for the underprivileged and as an opportunity for higher 
education continually increases,

In conclusion, I would give as my opinion, after a number 
of years of competition in teacher engagement not only with the Fublic 
schools but, of late years,with our own Department in the matter 
of salaries, of necessity having to put up with teachers who were the 
rejects from the Fublic schools, or teachers from other Provinces 
desiring to insinuate themselves into the B.C, Public School system 
by means of summer school credits while engaged in Indian work, that 
our new system can produce nothing but unqualified success, 


I need scarcely add that the relief of the financial 
burden which the new system has occasioned and which has permitted me 
to see financial daylight for the first time in my experience et Alberni, 
is appreciated more than I can say.
